establishing  forthwith  a  Bishoprick  of  Manchester,  and  also,  so  soon  as  conve- 
niently may  be,  three  other  additional  Bishopricks  ;  and  to  that  end  We  deem  it 
eicpedient  that  full  and  attentive  consideration  should  first  be  given  to  the  state 
of  the  several  Bishopricks  in  England  and  Wales,  as  hereinafter  more  particularly 
set  forth :  Know  ye  therefore,  that  We,  reposing  great  trust  and  confidence  in 
your  zeal,  ability,  and  discretion,  have  authorized  and. appointed,  and  do  by  these 
presents  authorize  and  appoint  you  the  said  William  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
Charles  Christopher  Baron  Cottenham,  Edward  Archbishop  of  York,    Henry 
Marquis  of  Lansdowne,  Henry  Thomas  Earl  of  Chichester,    Edward  Earl  of 
Powis,   John   Russell  (commonly  called   Lord   John  Russell),  Charles  James 
Bishop  of  London,  Edward    Bishop   of  Durham,  Charles  Richard   Bishop  of 
Winchester,  John  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  John  Bird  Bishop  of  Chester,  Sir  George 
Grey,  and  Sir  Charles  Wood,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  to  consider  (he 
state  of  the  several   Bishopricks   in  England  and  Wales,    and  of  the  several 
Dioceses  as  now  subsisting,  or  as  proposed  to  be  newly  arranged  by  and  under 
the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  the  reign  of 
his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  *'  An  Act  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  State  of  the 
Established  Church    in  England    and  Wales,  with   reference   to    Ecclesiastical 
Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues  and 
Patronage  ,with  special  reference  to  the  extent  and  boundaries  of  the  said  Dioceses 
respectively,  and  the  number  of  Benefices,  and  the  amount  of  population  within 
the  same ;  and  to  devise  and  suggest  the  most  convenient  and  advantageous  position 
of  such  other  additional  Bishopricks  respectively,  and  the  names  thereof,  and  the 
proper  extent  and  boundaries  of  the  Dioceses  thereof,  and  how  and  when,  and  in 
what  order,  and  subject    to  what  conditions  and   regulations   such   additional 
Bishopricks  should  be  established ;  and  also  whether  any  and  what  alterations  may

vacancies  shall  from  time  to  time  occur  among  the  number  of  Bishops  of  England 
and  Wales  now  so  sitting  and  voting:  And  further,  to  consider  and  suggest 
whether  by  reason  of  any  suggestions  relating  to  the  premises  which  may  be 
offered  by  you,  it  appears  to  be  advisable  to  make  any  and  what  alteratioui  either 
temporary  or  permanent,  in  the   amount  already  assigned  or  intended  to  be 
assigned,  by  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act  of  his  late  Aldesty, 
as  the  income  of  any  of  the  Bishops  of  the  existing  Sees  of  England  and  Wales. 
And  for  the  better  enabling  you  to  fulfil  the  objects  of  this  our  Commission,  We 
do  by  these  presents  give  and  grant  to  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  full 
power  and  authority  to  call  before  you^  or  any  three  or   more  of  you,  such 
persons  as  you  shall  judge  necessary,  by  whom  you  may  be  the  better  informed 
on  the  subjects  herein  submitted  for  your  consideration :  And  We  do  hereby  give 
lind  grant  unto  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  full  power  ^nd  authority,  when 
the  same  shall  appear  to  be  requisite,  to  administer  an  oath  or  oaths,  or  declaration 
or  declarations,  to  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  to  be  examined  before  yoti, 
or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  toucoing  or  concerning  the  premises :  And  We  do 
also  give  and  grant  unto  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  full  power  and  autho- 
rity to  cause  ail  and  singular  the  officers,  clerks,  ministers,  and  others  attached  to 
or  connected  with  any  of  the  Sees  or  Dioceses  within  England  and  Wales,  having 
in  their  custody  any  rolls,  records,  books,  papers,  or  writings  relating  thereto,  to 
bring  and  produce  the  same,  upon  oath  or  declaration,  before  you,  or  any  three 
or  more  of  you  :  And^Our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  you,  or  any  three  or 
more  of  you,  do  and  shall  with  all  convenient  speed  report  to  Us,  under  your 
hands  and  seals  respectively,  your  opinions  as  to  what  measures  it  would  be 
expedient  to  adopt  on  the  several  points  herein  submitted  for  your  consideration. 
And  we  further  will  and  command,  and  by  these  presents  ordain,  that  this  Our 
Commission  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and  that  you  Our  said  Com- 
missioners, or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  shall  and  may  from  time  to  time  proceed 
in  the  execution  thereof  and  of  every  matter  and  thing  therein  contained,  aJthough 
the  same  be  not  continued  from  time  to  time  by  adjournment :  And  We  do  hereby 
command  all  and  singular  our  justices  of  the  peace,  sheriffs,  mayors,  bailiffs,  con- 
stables, officers,  ministers,  and  all  other  Our  loving  subjects  whatsoever,  as  well 
within  liberties  as  without,  that  they  be  assistant  to  you  and  each  of  you  in  the 
execution  of  these  presents :  And  for  your  assistance  in  the  due  execution  of  thb 
Our  Commission,  We  have  made  choice  of  Our  trusty  and  well-beloved  Charles 
Knight  Murray,  esquire,  barrister-at-law,  to  be  Secretary  to  this  Our  Commission, 
and  to  attend  you,  whose  services  and  assistance  We  require  you  to  use  from  time 
to  time  as  occasion  shall  render  necessary.     In  witness  whereof  We  have  caused 
these  Our  letters  to  be  made  patent*.     Witness  Ourself,  at  Westminster,  the  loth 
day  of  February,  m  the  tenth  year  of  Our  reign.

COPY  of  a  Letter  from  the  Reverend  James  Morgan^  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  to  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Laboucherey  Chief  Secretary 
for  Ireland, 

Sir,  Belfast,  14  February  1847. 

I  NEED  not  inform  you  that  the  distress  consequent  upon  the  failure  of  the 
potato  crop,  has  extended  to  the  north  of  Ireland  as  well  as  to  the  south.     Many 
congregations  of  the  Assembly  are  suffering  severely  under  this  visitation,  so  much 
so,  that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  comply  this  year  with  the  rule  which  requires 
the  payment  of  35  /.  annual  stipend  to  qualify  them  for  the  Royal  Bounty  being 
paid  to  their  Ministers.     Within  a  few  days  I  have  received  applications  from 
six  Presbyteries,  calling  upon  me  to  summon  a  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  that  it 
may  lay  the  distressed  state  of  such  congregations  before  the  Government  of  the 
country.     I  expect  many  similar  applications  from  other  parts  of  the  country. 
As  yet  I  have  abstained  from  calling  the  Assembly,  because  I  am  most  reluctant 
to  withdraw  several  hundred  Ministers  from  their  own  parishes  at  such  a  time  of 
distress,  and  because  I  trust  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  our  situation  to  you,  and 
the  other  members  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  in  order  to  obtain  a  relaxation 
or  suspension  of  the  law  in  question,  until  Providence  shall  be  pleased  to  relieve 
our  suffering  people.    In  ordinary  times  our  rich  congregations  might  have  aided 
their  poor  brethren,  but  these  are  so  heavily  burthened  by  contributions  for  the 
relief  of  the  general  distress,   that  they  are  unable  to  do  so  at  present.     My 
own  congregation  has  lately  subscribed  above  1,000/.  for  the  destitute  in  other 
parts  of  the  kingdom,  besides  bearing  their  proportion  of  local  contributions. 
Our  Ministers  every  where  have  been  greatly  tried  ;    they  have  done  all  they 
could  by  their  pecuniary  means  and  labours  to  feed  the  hungry,  many  of  them 
fer  beyond  their  ability. — They  are  entitled  to  the  greatest  sympathy. — Instead  of 
a  reduction  from  their  small  salaries,  an  addition  is  urgently  required.     The 
National  Board  of  Education  have  considered  it  necessary  to  increase  the  gra- 
tuities of  a  portion  of  their  teachers,  and  other  public  bodies  have  done  the  same 
by  their  agents.     But  no  class  of  men  more  need,  or  are  better  entitled  to  have 
their  salaries  increased,  than  the  Presbyterian  Ministers  of  Ireland.     You  are 
aware  the  average  sum  novt  is  only  76  /.  a  year  of  the  late  Irish  currency.    I  do 
trust  a  paternal  Government  will  give  a  kind  consideration  to  these  suggestions. 
The  experience  of  past  kindness  encourages  me  to  indulge  this  hope.     I  have 
no  doubt,  did  you  fully  know  the  difficulties  of  our  Ministers  on  the  one  hand, 
and  their  usefulness  in  the  country  on  the  other,  you  would  have  something 
done  effectually  and  speedily  for  their  advantage.     For  our  suffering  people,  I 
am  thankful  to  be  able  to  say,  they  are  bearing  their  privations  most  patiently ; 
in  scarcely  a  single  instance  have  they  sought  foreign  assistance ;  but  while  they 
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endure  as  Christians,  they  are  manfully  putting  forth  their  best  energies  to  meet, 
and  by  the  Divine  blessing,  sunnount  their  present  difficulties.

Honourable  Henry  Labouchere. 

London,  28  April  1847. 
Being  in  London,  I  take  the  liberty  to  inquire  whether  you  can  give  me 
further  information  on  the  subject  upon  which  I  had  the  honour  to  address  you 
at  Dublin,  from  Belfast,  as  to  the  suspension  for  this  year  of  the  rule  requiring 
each  Presbyterian  Minister  to  be  paid  35  /.  by  his  congregation,  in  order  to  be 
qualified  for  receiving  the  Royal  Bounty.  I  sought  the  suspension  of  this  rule 
in  the  case  of  those  congregations  who  are  unable,  from  unwonted  poverty,  to 
comply  with  it.  I  know  the  greatest  effort  has  been  made  to  come  up  to  it,  but 
still  1  anticipate  a  deficiency,  and  I  fear  it  may  be  greater  next  year,  as  some- 
thing had  been  done  before  the  height  of  the  present  distress  was  felt

With  reference  to  several  communications,  both  personal  and  by  letten  which 
I  have  received  from  you  upon  the  subject  of  the  suspension  for  this  year  of  the 
rule  requiring  each  Presbyterian  Minister  in  Ireland  to  be  paid  35/.  by  his 
congregation,  in  order  that  he  may  be  qualified  to  receive  the  Royal  Bounty, 
I  have  to  say,  that  after  making  the  fullest  inquiry  into  the  subject,  I  am  not  of 
opinion  that  I  ought  to  recommend  a  measure  which  could  only  be  justified  by 
the  most  urgent  and  undeniable  necessity. 

I  am  aware  that  this  decision  has  been  already  notified  to  you  some  time  ago 
by  Mr.  Mathews ;  but  it  seems  to  me  desirable  that  it  should,  by  this  official 
letter,  be  put  upon  record.

minister  or  perpetual  curate,  or  towards  providing  a  church  or  chapel  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  such  district  or  new  parish,  in  such  proportion  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  like  authority : 

"  And  whereas  certain  persons  have  contributed  and  deposited  with  Her 
Mijesty's  Commissioners  for  building  New  Churches,  certain  sums  of  money 
towards  providing  a  chiirch  or  chapel  within  the  limits  of  the  district  of  Homerton 
80  herein  recommended  to  be  constituted,  and  it  has  been  agreed  by  such  persons 
that  such  church  or  chapel  when  erected  and  completed  shall  be  offered  for  approval 
by  us,  and  for  consecration  as  the  church  or  chapel  of  the  said  district  for  the  use 
and  service  of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof:

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes ;"  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parlia- 
ment held  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "An 
Act  to  explain  and  amend  an  Act  for  making  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  17  th  day  of  December  in  the  year  1845,  in  the  words 
follovnng ;  that  is  to  say :

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  ia 
pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same, 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
pursuant  to  the  said  Act;  and  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrar  of  the 
diocese  of  Exeter.

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  17th  day  of  December  in  the  year  1845,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  •  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual  Care 
of  Populous  Parishes,"  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty 
in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for  spiritud 
purposes  out  of  tbe  parish  of  Banbury,  in  the  counties  of  Northampton  and  Oxford, 
and  in  the  diocese  of  Oxford  : 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts  of 
any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  ox  districts,  of  great  extent 
and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the  provision 
for  public  worship  and  for  pastond  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  pur- 
poses, it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided  (that  is  to 
say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  district 
accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated 
church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare 
the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of 
any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to 
the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  cbapel  of  any  parish, 
chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any 
part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons, 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  obser- 
vations or  objections  upon  or  to  tbe  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that 
such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the 
expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered 
or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  mean- 
time  consent  to  the  same;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every 
such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  we  shall  recommend  to  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according  . 
to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same 
Act,  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100/.,  and  also,  if  such 
endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150/.,  that  the  same  shall  be 
increased  to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district 
ahnll  have  become  a  new  parish  as  thereinafter  provided: 

^'  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Banbury  is  of  great  extent,  and  contains  a 
large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superin- 
tendent therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
tod  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of 
religion  that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter  mentioned,  such  part 
not  at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in 
use  fbr  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  in 
manner  hereinafter  set  forth : 

"Now, 
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*'  Now,  therefore,  we  humblj  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  Samuel  Bishop  of  Oitford,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed  and 
sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Banbury  described  in 
the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which  part,  together  with  the  boundaries 
thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also  annexed,  shall 
be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordingly ;  and  that  the 
same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  South  Banbury/ 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recbm* 
mended  to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/.;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to  the  same 
Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum 
of  30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130  /• ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  consecrated 
as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  minister  and 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon  become,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  there  shall 
be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate  for  the  time  being 
of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150/. ;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  100/.,  130  /.  or 
150  /.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  1st 
day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year ;  and  that  the 
first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  on  the  1st  da][ 
of  May  or  of  November  next  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  license  x)f  such 
minister  or  of  such  building,  or  of  the  consecration  of  such  church  or  chape!  as 
aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  ministry  i>f

^*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  tu  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modifi- 
cations, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and 
Revenues,"  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the 
fourth  and  fifth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '*  An  Act  to  explain  and 
amend  two  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesia^^tical  Commissioners  for  England,'* 
dulv  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the 
17th  day  of  December  1845,  in  the  words  following;  that  is  to  say :

and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  fourth  and  fifth 
years  of  your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  explain  and  amend  two  several 
Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,'  have  prepared, 
and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for 
r?,tifying  and  carrying  into  effect  a  certain  agreement  made  between  us  and  the 
Prebendary  of  Kinvaston,  in  the  collegiate  church  of  Wolverhampton : 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  recited  Acts  enacted,  that  for  the  purpose  of  fully 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  thereof  any  arrangement  may  from  time  to  time 
be  made,  with  the  consent  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  any  prebendary,  for  the 
sale,  transfer  or  exchange  of  any  lands,  tithes  or  other  hereditaments  in  the 
possession  or  enjoyment  of  such  prebendary,  or  for  substituting  in  any  case  any 
lands,  tithes  or  other  hereditaments  for  any  money  payment,  or  any  money  payment 
for  any  lands,  tithes  or  other  hereditaments  : 

**  And  whereas,  under  other  provisions,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  recited 
Acts,  the  whole  property  of  the  said  prebend  of  Kinvaston  will,  upon  the  next 
vacancy  thereof,  become  absolutely  vested  in  us ;  but  the  Reverend  Augustus 
Edward  Hobart  was,  at  the  passing  of  the  first-recited  Act,  and  now  is,  the 
prebendary  thereof : 

**  And  whereas  under  the  hereinbefore  recited  enactments,  and  by  virtue  of  the, 
general  authority  of  the  said  recited  Acts,  we  have  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  said  prebendary,  a  copy  whereof  is  annexed  by  way  of  Schedule  to  this, 
scheme ;  and  the  said  agreement  has  been  duly  executed  by  the  said  Augustus 
Edward  Hobart  under  his  hand  : 

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  said  agreement,  and 
all  acts,  matters  and  things  done  and  to  be  done  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect, 
shall  be  valid  and  effectual  in  law,  and  binding  upon  the  parties  thereto,  and  upon 
all  other  pei-sons  whomsoever,  to  all  intents  and  pur])ose8. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  herein  centained,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited 
Ajcts,  or  either  of  them. 
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"  Schedule. 

"  Articles  of  Agreement  made  this  14th  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1845, 
between  the  Reverend  Augustus  Edward  Hobart,  of  Walton,  near  Lough- 
borough, in  the  county  of  Leicester,  Clerk,  Prebendary  of  the  prebend  of  Kin- 
vaston,  otherwise  Kinvarston,  founded  in  the  Collegiate  Church  cr  King's 
Free  Royal  Chapel  of  Wolverhampton,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  of  the  other  part : 

"  Whereas  the  said  Augustus  Edward  liobart,  in  right  of  his  said  prebend,  is 
seised  of  or  entitled  to  divers  estates  and  hereditaments  which,  or  the  greater  part 
of  which,  have  for  many  years  been  let  on  lease  for  lives,  at  ancient  rents,  which 
leases  have  been  usually  renewed  at  certain  periods  on  payment  to  the  said  pre- 
bendary of  fines  or  premiums  as  the  consideration  for  granting  such  renewal,  and 
according  to  such  practice  the  lease  next  hereinafter  recited  would  now  have 
become  renewable  ;  and  whereas,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  certain  indenture  of 
lease,  bearing  date  the  21  st  day  of  December  1827,  and  made  between  the  said 
Augustus  Edward  Hobart  of  the  first  part,  Alexander  Hordern,  esquire,  of  the 
second  part,  William  Garfield,   writing  clerk,   and  Robert  Fowke,  articled  clerk, 
of  the  third  part,  and  Henry  Hordern  and  Henry  Hill,  bankers,  of  the  fourth 
part,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  the  said  Augustus  Edward  Hobart 
did  demise  unto  the  said  Alexander  Hordern,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  the 
manor   or  prebend   of   Kinvaston  otherwise   Kinvarston,  within   the  Collegiate 
Church  or  King's  Free  Royal  Chapel  of  Wolverhampton  aforesaid,  with  all  and 
singular   the  rights,  members  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging,  and  all 
tithes,  and  all  messuages,  houses,  edifices,  buildings,  shops,  cellars,  workhouses,

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty *s  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the

district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  con- 
secrated church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and 
declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the 
draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  shall  be  delivered  or  trans-

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Right  Reverend  Charles  Thomas  Bishop  of  Ripon,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has 
signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Almondbury 
d^ribed  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which  part,  together  with  the 
boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereimto  also 
annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordinglj ;

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Her 
Migesty's  reign,  intituled,  ^*  An  Act  to  alter  and  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Ecclesias- 
ticfd  Houses  of  Residence,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  28th  day  of  January  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say :

**  Whereas  there  are  two  houses  of  residence  belonging  to  the  See  of  Worcester, 
the  one  situate  at  Hartlebury,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  and  the  other  adjoining 
the  precincts  of  the  cathedral  church  of  Worcester ;  and  it  appears  to  us  to  be 
expedient,  on  account  of  the  reduced  income  of  the  See,  that  the  Bishops  of  Wor- 
cester should  be  relieved  from  one  of  such  houses  of  residence,  and  that  the  said 
house  at  Hartlebury,  which  has  for  many  years  past  been  the  usual  residence  of  the 
Bishops  of  Worcester,  should  become  the  sole  permanent  house  of  residence  of 
the  said  See : 

**  And  whereas  the  house  heretofore  occupied  as  the  deanery  of  the  said 
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*^  And  whereas  the  said  dean  and  chapter  have  a^eed  to  purchase  the  said 
episcopal  house  at  Worcester  for  the  consideration  and  upon  the  terms  and  con* 
ditions  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  made  the  deanery 
of  the  said  cathedral  church : 

**  And  whereas  it  having  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  the  said  episcopal 
house  at  Hartlebury,  was  in  need  of  certain  alterations  and  repairs,  and  that  no 
money  had  been  received  by  the  Bight  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Worcester  for 
dilapidations  in  respect  of  either  of  the  said  episcopal  houses,  and  difficulties

*^  And  whereas  we  have  expended  out  of  the  same  monies  a  sum  of  928/.  8  s.  Gd.

"  And  whereas  the  said  recited  Act  and  certain  Acts  therein  mentioned  contain 
provisions  for  authorizing  and  carrying  into  full  effect  the  several  arrangements 
aforesaid,  and  the  further  measures  hereinafter  recommended  and  proposed : 

**  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Henry  Bishop  of  Worcester  and 
of  the  Very  Reverend  John  Peel,  the  present  dean  of  the  said  cathedral  church,

Council  ratifying  the  same,  be  sold  and  become  absolutely  conveyed  to  and  be 
vested  in  the  dean  and  chapter  of  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Worcester  and 
their  successors,  and  the  said  land,  buildings  and  premises  shall  thereupon  be 
made  and  be  the  deanery  and  place  of  residence  of  the  dean  for  the  time  being 
of  the  said  cathedral  church,  and  be  included  in  and  form  part  of  the  precincts 
of  the  said  church. 

''  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  towards  raising  the  sum  of 
3,000  /.  80  to  be  paid  to  us,  the  said  dean  and  chapter  may  borrow  and  take  up  at 
interest  from  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne,  and  the  said  Governors 
may  lend,  the  sum  of  2,000  /. ;  and  as  a  security  for  the  same  the  said  dean  and 
chapter  may  mortgage  to  the  said  Governors  all  or  any  of  the  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments,  profits  and  emoluments,  belonging  to  them  as  sudi  dean  and 
chapter,  for  the  term  of  30  years,  or  until  the  money  so  borrowed,  with  interest 
for  the  same  at  the  rate  of  3/.  10^  by  the  year  for  every  lOOZ.,  and  any  costs 
and  charges  attending  the  recovery  thereof,  shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied ;  and 
the  said  mortgage  shall  be  efiected  in  the  same  manner  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
mutatis  mutandis,  as  any  mortgage  effected  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed 
in  the  first  year  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  amend  the  Law 
for  providing  fit  Houses  for  the  Beneficed  Clergy  ;*  and  the  treasurer  or  other 
proper  officer  of  the  said  church  shall,  out  of  all  sums  of  money  from  time  to 
time  payable  to  the  dean  of  the  said  church  for  the  time  being  as  such  dean,  as 
the  same  respectively  become  due  and  payable,  deduct  and  virithhold  such  sum  or 
sums  of  money  as  shall  have  been  paid  or  shall  have  accrued  due  in  respect  of 
the  said  mortgage,  and  shall  either  apply  such  sum  or  sums  to  the  use  of  the  said 
dean  and  chapter,  or  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  Governors  for  the 
time  being,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  the  receipt  of  such  last-mentioned  trefwurer 
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shaU  be  as  valid  a  discharge  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  the  said  church, 
for  the  sum  therein  expressed  to  be  received,  as  if  the  same  had  been  a  receipt 
from  such  dean  himself. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  upon  such  episcopal  house  at 
Worcester  being  so  made  the  deanery  of  the  said  cathedral  church,  the  said  dean 
and  chapter  shall  have  full  authority  for  the  taking  down  and  sale  of  the  materials 
of  the  said  old  deanery  house,  saving  such  parts  thereof,  if  any,  as  may  in  the 
judgment  of  the  said  dean  and  chapter  be  advantageously  left  for  their  own  use 
and  accommodation,  and  for  applying  the  site  thereof,  and  the  land  attached 
thereto  to  the  improvement  of  the  said  church  and  the  precincts  thereof,  and  of 
any  canonical  house  belonging  to  the  said  dean  and  chapter. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  remainder  of  such  con- 
sideration-money shall  be  raised  and  made  up  by  applying  towards  the  payment 
thereof  the  following  sums;  that  is  to  say,  the  sum  of  255/.,  being  the  amount 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  last  Dean  of  Worcester  for  dilapidations  in  respect  of 
the  said  old  deanery  house ;  the  whole  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  materials 
of  the  same  house,  estimated  at  the  sum  of  325/. ;  the  whole  net  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  materials  of  two  prebendal  houses  lately  belonging  to  canonries  sus- 
pended in  the  said  church,  estimated  at  the  sum  of  320  /.,  such  last-mentioned 
sale  and  application  being  authorized  by  act  or  acts  of  the  said  dean  and  chapter 
duly  passed ;  and  the  sum  of  100/.,  more  or  less,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  dean  and 
chapter,  in  consideration  of  the  improvement  of  the  said  church  and  the  precincts 
thereof. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  several  sums  of  cash  and 
stock  now  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery  to  the  credit  of  the  See  of  Worcester ;  that  is  to  say,  the  sum  of 
263/.  1^.  3d.  in  cash,  and  the  sum  of  2,022/.  2  5.  3d.  in  Three  Pounds  per 
Centum  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  and  transferred  to 
our  account  and  into  our  names;  in  the  books  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of 
the  Bank  of  England,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Acts. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  we  shall  have  full  authority  for 
advancing  the  sum  of  money  hereinbefore  mentioned  for  the  said  repairs  and 
alterations  of  the  said  episcopal  house  of  residence  at  Hartlebury,  and  for  expend^ 
ing  the  other  sum  of  money  hereinbefore  mentioned  upon  the  said  episcopal  house 
at  Worcester,  and  that  the  several  sums  of  money  and  of  stock  so  as  aforesaid  to 
be  paid  and  transferred  to  us,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  part  discharge  of  the 
.said  sum  of  money  so  advanced  by  us,  and  to  have  been  applied  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  in  that  behalf,  in  the  manner  most  conducive  to  the  per- 
manent benefit  of  the  Bishops  of  Worcester ;  and  that  the  balance  of  such  sum, 
and  also  the  sum  so  expended,  shall  be  charged  by  us  to  the  account  of  the  monies 
applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  Acts. 

'^  And  VfB  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  said  Henry  Bishop  of 
Worcester  shall  have  full  authority  for  the  removal,  from  the  said  house  at  Wor- 
cester to  the  said  house  at  Hartlebury,  of  certain  pictures,  books,  goods  and 
chattels  belonging  to  the  Bishops  of  Worcester  in  right  of  their  See,  and  that  the 
same,  according  to  a  list  thereof  which  shall  be  forthwith  made  in  duplicate,  and 
sealed,  registered  and  deposited  in  like  manner  with  the  lists  of  fixtures  and 
fittings  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly  transferred  to  and  deposited  in  the 
said  episcopal  house  at  Hartlebury,  and  shall  be  the  property  of  the  said  bishop 
and  his  successors  Bishops  of  Worcester  for  ever,  and  that  he  and  they  shall  retain 
and  take  care  of  the  same  in  such  house,  in  conformity,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  with 
the  uses  to  which  they  were  previously  applicable  respectively. 

'*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  Bishop  of  Worcester  for 
the  time  being  shall,  at  his  personal  charge,  insure  and  keep  insured  the  said 
episcopal  house  of  residence  at  Hartlebury  fVom  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  in  one  of 
the  public  offices  of  assurance  in  Loudon  or  Westminster,  to  be  approved  by  us, 
in  the  sum  of  10,000/.,  and  that  the  Dean  of  Worcester  for  the  time  being  shall 
also,  at  his  personal  charge,  insure  and  keep  insured  the  said  new  deanery  house 
in  the  sum  of  3,000  I. ;  and  that  such  bishop  and  dean  respectively  shall,  within 
14  days  after  any  premium  for  such  insurance  shall  have  become  due,  deliver  to 
us  the  receipt  for  the  same  ;  and  that  in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  to 
either  of  the  said  houses,  any  and  every  sum  of  money  receivable  under  such 
insurance  shall  become  and  be  payable  and  be  paid  to  and  deposited  with  us,  in 
trust  to  be  applied,  and  the  same,  together  with  any  interest  and  accumulations

At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,,  the  21st  day  of  January  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whbrbas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  14th  day  of  January  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  out  of  the  parish  of  Breage,  otherwise  St.  Breage,  in  the  county 
of  Cornwall,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Exeter : 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts 
of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts  of  great  extent 
and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the  provision 
for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes, 
it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided  (that  is  to  say,  by  a. 
scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying 
such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  district  accordingly, 
such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or 
chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name 
of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme 
for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incum- 
bent and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or 
district,  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district  or  any  part  thereof 
should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or 
objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district,  and  that  such  scheme  shall 
not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one 
calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted, 
unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  <^  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime  consent  to 
the  same  ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for 
constituting  any  such  district,  we  shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in  Council, 
that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  same  Act, 
shall  be  permwiently  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  to  an  amount 
of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100/.,  and  also  if  such  endowment  be  of  less 
than  the  annual  value  of  150/.,  that  the  same  shall  be  increased  to  such  last- 
mentioned  amount  at  the  least  so  soon  as  such  district  shall  have  become  a  new 
parish  as  thereinafter  provided : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Breage,  otherwise  St.  Breage,  is  of  great 
extent,  and  contains  a  large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and 
for  pastoral  superintendence  therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof;  and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us,  that  it  would  promote 
the  interests  of  religion  that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter 
mentioned,  such  part  not  at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated 
diurch  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted 
a  separate  district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 
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"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed  and 
sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Breage,  otherwise 
St.  Breage,  described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which  part,  together 
with  the  boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto 
also  annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes 
accordingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  Godolphin/ 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  accordiDgto  the  same 
Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum 
of  30  /.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130  /.,  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  consecrated 
as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  minister  and 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon  become,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  there  shall 
be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate  for  the  time  being 
of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150/.  ;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  100  /.,  130  /.  or 
150  /.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments  on  the  1st  day 
of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  and  that  the  first  such 
pajnnent,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  on  the  1st  day  of  May  or  of 
November  next  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  license  of  such  minister  or  of  such

to  the  minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  making  the  vacancy,  or  his  personal  repre- 
fientative  or  representatives,  and  the  minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  succeeding 
to  such  district  or  new  parish, 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament. 

"  Schedule. 

"  The  District  of  Godolphin,  heing — 

**  All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Breage,  otherwise  St.  Breage,  in  the  county  of 
Cornwall,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Exeter,  situate  on  the  southern  side  of  an 
imaginary  line,  the  direction  of  which  is  described  as  follows ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
said  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point  (marked  a  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto 
annexed)  in  the  middle  of  the  high  road  from  Helston  to  Godolphin  where  such 
road  crosses  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  said  parish  at  or  near  the  village  of  Sithney

Whebeas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seven  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spi- 
ritual Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  14th  day  of  January  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
words  following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

**  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act

lagesi  meadows,  pastures,  feedings,  arable  lands,  commons,  common  of  pasture, 
ways,  easements,  waters,  watering-places,  paths,  passages,  free  rents,  rents  of 
assize^  and  copyhold  rents,  courts,  court  leet,  court  baron,  view  of  frankpledge, 
fines,  amerciaments,  perquisites  and  profits  of  courts,  waifs,  estrays,  profits, 
commodities  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  within  the  said  county  of  York,  to 
the  said  prebend  and  manor  belonging  or  in  anywise  appertaining,  or  accepted, 
reputed,  deemed,  letten,  used  or  enjoyed  as  part,  parcel  or  member  thereof,

"Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  4,000/,  of  lawful  money  of 
Great  Britain  to  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  in  hand  paid  by  the  said  Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners  for  England,  at  or  before  the  execution  of  this  agree- 
ment, the  receipt  whereof  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  doth  hereby  acknowledge, 
and  of  and  from  the  same  and  every  part  thereof  does  acquit  and  discharge  the 
said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  their  successors  and  assigns,  he  the  said 
Charles  Musgrave  hereby  undertakes  and  agrees,  when  requested  so  to  do  by 
the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  to  convey,  assign,  surrender  and  yield  up 
unto  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  or  to  such  persons  or  person,  and  by 
such  deeds  and  assurances,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
missioners shall  direct,  all  the  estate,  right,  title  and  interest  whatsoever  of  him 
the  said  Charles  Musgrave,  from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  of  and  in  all  and 
singular  the  hereditaments  comprised  in  the  said  hereinbefore  in  part  recited 
indenture  of  lease,  freed  and  discharged  of  and  from  all  rights,  titles,  interests, 
incumbrances,  claims  or  demands  whatsoever  at  any  time  heretofore  or  to  be 
hereafter  made,  created,  suffered  or  occasioned  by  the  said  Charles  Musgrave^ 
other  than  and  except  the  said  hereinbefore  in  part  recited  indenture  of  lease ; 
and  also  that,  he  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  will,  on  the  request  of  the  said 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  deliver  over  to  them,  or  to  any  other  person  or 
persons  they  may  appoint,  all  counterparts  of  leases,  terriers,  rentals,  maps,  plans 
and  all  other  documents  whatsoever  relating  to  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  said 
estates  and  hereditaments,  or  any  of  them,  which  are  now  in  his  custody,  pos- 
session or  power,  or  which  he  can  or  may  procure  without  suit  at  law  or  in 
equity,  and  shall  afford  to  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  all  the  informa- 
tion and  assistance  in  his  power,  when  reauired  so  to  do,  in  order  to  their 
obtaining  full  knowledge  respecting  the  saia  prebendal  estates  and  the  leases 
thereof;  and  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  hereby  covenants  and  declares,  that  he

reliefs,  heriots  or  other  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  shall,  from  the  day  of  the 
date  hereof,  accrue,  arise  or  become  due  to  him  in  right  of  his  said  prebend,  nor 
exercise  any  other  right  of  ownership,  or  other  power  or  privilege  whatsoever, 
in  relation  to  the  said  premises ;  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  agreed,  that 
neither  this  agreement,  nor  any  deed  or  instrument  to  be  executed  in  pursuance 
thereof,  shall  operate  to  confirm  or  give  effect  to  any  lease  heretofore  granted, 
or  expressed  to  be  granted,  of  any  part  of  the  said  prebendal  estates  which  is  or 
may  be  void  or  voidable,  at  law  or  in  equity,  or  in  any  way  affect  the  right  of 
the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  and  either  in  their  own  names  or  in  that 
of  the  said  Charles  Musgrave,  to  recover  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever 
compensation  for  any  now  present  or  future  waste  or  dilapidations  in  the  said 
estates  and  hereditaments,  or  any  part  thereof,  but  that  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  any  proceedings  they  may  think  fit 
for  the  purpose  of  settiug  aside  any  such  lease,  or  on  account  of  any  such  waste 
or  dilapidations  as  aforesaid,  either  during  the  life  or  continuance  of  the  incum- 
bency of  the  said  Charles  Musgrave,  subject  to  the  proviso  next  hereinafter 
contained,  or  after  his  death  or  determination  of  his  incumbency,  in  like  manner 
as  if  this  agreement,  or  any  such  deed  or  instrument,  had  not  been  made  er 
executed  ;  provided  always,  that  in  case  any  proceedings  shall  be  taken  by  the 
said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  setting  aside  any  such  lease  on  account  of 
any  such  waste  or  dilapidations  as  aforesaid,  during  the  lifetime  or  incumbency 
of  the  said  Charles  Musgrave,  they  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  shall 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  said  Charles  Musgrave,  his  heirs,  executors* 
*  and  admmistrators,  against  all  losses,  costs,  charges  and  expenses  which  he  may 
pay  or  incur,  or  to  which  he  may  become  liable  in  consequence  thereof,  either 
under  any  express  or  implied  covenant  on  his  part  for  the  quiet  enjoyment  of 
the  premises  comprised  in  such  lease,  or  otherwise ;  and  the  said  Charles  Mus- 
grave doth  hereby  further  undertake  and  agree,  that  the  said  ^  Ecclesiastical 
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Commissioners,  and  their  successors,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  by 
themselves  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  to  be  from  time  to  time  appointed 
by  them,  and  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the  funds  vested  in  them  in  virtue  of 
their  said  office,  to  use  the  name  and  act  as  the  attorney  of  the  said  Charles 
Musgrave,  in  asking,  demanding,  suing  for,  recovering  or  receiving  and  giving 
receipts  for  the  said  rents,  tithes,  rents-charge,  commutations  for  tithes,  fines, 
fees,  perquisites,  pensions,  portions,  reliefs,  heriots  or  other  sum  and  sums  of 
money,  and  settling  and  adjusting  all  accounts,  matters  and  things  relating 
thereto,  and  also  for  setting  aside  any  lease  or  leases  heretofore  granted,  or  ex- 
pressed to  be  granted,  of  any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  estates  and  hereditaments, 
and  recovering  possession  of  the  same  estates  and  hereditaments,  or  in  any  pro- 
ceedings, either  in  law  or  in  equity,  relating  to  any  waste  or  dilapidations  as 
aforesaid ;  provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  alter  or  affect 
the  right  or  interest  of  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  in  or  to  any  advowson  or 
rights  of  patronage  or  presentation  belonging  to  him  in  right  of  his  said  prebend ; 
and,  lastly,  it  is  hereby  agreed  by  the  said  Charles  Musgrave,  and  by  the  said 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  that  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  and  relating 
to  the  arrangement  between  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  and  the  said  Ecclesias- 
tical Commissioners,  and  to  this  agreement,  shall  be  borne  by  the  said  Charles 
Musgrave  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  in  equal  proportions;  and/ 
that  the  costs  of  all  deeds  and  assurances  for  conveying  or  assuring  the  said 
estates  and  premises  to  or  in  trust  for  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
shall  be  paid  by  them.  In  witness  whereof  the  said  Charles  Musgrave  hath 
hereunto  set  his  hand  and  seal,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for 
England  have  hereunto  affixed  their  common  seal,  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written." 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council , 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same, 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in .  law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
pursuant  to  the  said  Acts ;  and  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrar 
of  the  diocese  of  York.

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council, 

Wherbas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modi- 
fications, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and 
Revenues,' '  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for  enabling 
Ecclesiastical  Corporations,  aggregate  and  sole,  to  grant  Leases  for  long  Terms  of 
Years,*'  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing 
date  the  21st  day  of  Januai^  1846,  in  the  words  following  ;  that  is  to  say ; 

""  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modifica- 
tions, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Reve- 
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nues,'  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  fifth 
and  sixth  year  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  for  enabling  Ecclesi- 
astical Corporations,  aggregate  and  sole,  to  grant  Leases  for  long  Terms  of  Years,' 
have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  fol- 
lowing scheme  for  determining  the  portion  of  the  improved  value  to  be  made 
payable  to  us  in  a  certain  lease  of  quarries  or  beds  of  stone  about  to  be  granted 
by  the  Reverend  Arthur  Leapingwell,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  the  parish  of  Haydor,  in 
the  county  and  diocese  of  Lincoln : 

"  Whereas  by  the  said  last-recited  Act  it  is  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  ecclesiastical  corporation,  aggregate  or  sole  (excepting  as  therein  is  excepted, 
which  exception  does  not  include  the  case  of  a  vicar),  from  time  to  time,  with 
the  consents  in  that  behalf  thereby  required,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  in 
the  same  Acts  contained,  to  grant  or  demise  by  lease,  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing sixty  years,  any  mines,  minerals,  quarries  or  beds  belonging  to  such  corpo- 
ration :  * 

"  And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  contained  in  the  said  recited  enact- 
ment, it  is  proposed  by  the  said  Arthur  Leapingwell,  as  such  vicar  as  aforesaid, 
with  the  consents  required  by  the  same  Acts,  to  grant  and  demise  by  lease  cer- 
tain quarries  or  beds  of  stone,  with  the  prodftce  thereof,  in  and  imder  certain 
lands,  being  part  and  parcel  of  the  glebe  lands  of  the  said  parish,  and  situate, 
lying  and  being  therein  : 

"  And  whereas  by  the  same  Act  it  is  further  enacted,  that  in  case  of  any  lease 
of  mines,  minerals,  quarries  or  beds  granted  thereunder,  such  portion  of  the 
improved  value  accruing  under  such  lease,  as  by  the  authority  provided  in  the 
first-recited  Act  shall  be  determined,  not  being  more  than  three-fourth  parts 
nor  less  than  one  moiety  of  such  improved  value,  shall  forthwith,  and  from  time 
to  time  as  the  same  shafl  accrue,  be  paid  to  us,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions relating  to  monies  payable  to  us : 

^  And  whereas  the  improved  value  to  accrue  under  the  lease  so  proposed  to 
be  granted  as  aforesaid  will,  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  same  Act,  be  the 
whole  net  amount  of  the  reservation  or  reservations  to  be  made  in  such  lease, 
after  deducting  l/.  10^*  per  annum,  the  present  value  of  the  same  premises, 
receivable  by  the  said  Arthur  Leapingwell,  as  such  vicar  as  aforesaid  : 

^  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  one-half  of  the 
whole  net  amount  (subject  to  such  deduction  as  aforesaid)  of  the  reservation  or 
reservations  to  be  made  in  the  said  lease  so  to  be  granted,  whether  consisting  of 
rent,  royalty  or  otherwise,  shall  by  such  lease  be  made  directly  payable  to  us ; 
and  that  we  shall  have  all  the  like  remedies  in  respect  of  such  one-half  of  any 
such  reservation  as  aforesaid,  as  if  the  same  were  a  separate  rent  reserved  to  us  as 
lessors  or  grantors  and  reversioners  of  the  premises  comprised  in  such  lease, 
independently  of  the  rights  and  relnedies  of  the  said  Arthur  Leapingwell,  Vicar 
of  Haydor,  and  his  successors  vicars  of  Haydor,  in  respect  of  the  remaining  one- 
half  thereof,  without  any  priority  or  preference  between  us  and  the  said  Vicar 
of  Haydor  for  the  time  being;  and  further,  that  we  shall  have  full  benefit  and

Leapingwell,  as  such  vicar  as  aforesaid,  in  accordance  with  the  fMrovisions  of  the 
first-recited  Act,  and  he  has  made  no  objection  thereto : 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  vrith  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same, 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  Order  shall  have  bee^  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette,

For  constituting  a  separate  District  for  Spiritual  Purposes  out  of  the  Parish  of 
Bradford,  in  the  County  of  York,  and  in  the  Diocese  of  Ripon. 

[Gazetted  6th  March  1846.] 

At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  25th  day  of  February  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whbebas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spi- 
ritual Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  4tn  day  of  February  in  the  year  1846,  in 
the  words  following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Bradford,  in  the  county  of  York,  and  in  the 
diocese  of  Ripon : 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts  of 
great  extent  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof 
the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty 
in  Council  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  sepa* 
rate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any 
consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix 
and  declare  the  name  of  such  district;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that 
the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or 
transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel 
of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such 
distnct,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron 
or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such 
Bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  dis- 
trict ;  and  that  such  scheme  shall   not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
until  after  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have 
been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons 
shall  in  the  meantime  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  pro-^ 
vided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  we  snail 
recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  that  the  minister  of  snch  district,  when 
daly  licensed  according  to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  san^  Act,  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value 
of  100/.,  and  also^  if  such  endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annu^il  value  of 
150  /.,  that  the  same  shall  be  increased  to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the 
least,  so  soon  as  such  district  slmll  have  become  a  new  parish,  as  thereinaftei^ 
providdl : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Bradford  is  of  great  extent,  and  contains  a 

large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superin- 
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tendence  therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  reli- 
gion, that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described, 
such  part  not  at  present  containing:  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or 
chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  sepa- 
rate district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth. 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  Charles  Thonaas  Bishop  of  Ripon,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has 
signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Bradford 
described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which  part,  together  with  the 
boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also 
annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accord- 
ingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  Denholme  Gate/ 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  ana  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100  2. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service  according  to  the  same 
Act,  tnere  shall  be  paid  by  us  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum 
of  30  /.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130  /. ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  conse- 
crated as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service  of  the 
minister  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon 
become,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesias- 
tical purposes,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual 
curate  for  the  time  being  of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150  /. ;  and  that  tlie  said 
sum  of  100  /.,  130  /.  or  150  /.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal  half-

^'  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

ship, and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such  district;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act 
provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  distii(  r  shall  be 
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delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the 
church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recom-

for  tne  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty 
in  Council  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate 
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rate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any 
consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix 
and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that

that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  the  particular  parts  of  the 
said  parish  and  of  the  said  chapelry  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  neither 
of  which  parts  at  present  contain  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or 
chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  together  constituted 
a  separate  district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
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matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

"  The  District  of  Dane  Bridge,  being — 

"  All  those  parts  of  the  parish  of  Davenham  and  the  chapelry  of  Witton,  in 
the  parish  of  Great  Budworth,  in  the  county  and  diocese  of  Chester,  comprised 
within  and  bounded  by  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point  (marked  a  on 
the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed)  in  the  centre  of  the  bridge  over  the  river

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  John  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  those  parts  of  the  said  parish  of  Wolverhampt(m 
respectively  described  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  and  therein  numbered 
respectively  1  and  2,  all  which  parts,  together  with  the  boundaries  thereof,  are

^^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us, 
in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  each  of  the  districts 
so  recommended  to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said 
Act,  the  sum  of  100/.;  and  upon  any  building  within  either  of  such  districts 
being  duly  licensed  by  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine 
service  according  to  the  same  Act,  tliere  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,

At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  25th  day  of  February  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  present  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for 
the  Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme  bearing  date  the  4th  day  of  February  in  the  year 
1846,  in  the  words  following;  that  is  to  say: 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 

Sassed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
lajesty^s  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  ol  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  the  following  scheme,  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  St.  Margaret,  in  the  borough  of  Lynn 
Regis,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Norwich  : 

**  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of 
great  extent  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof 
the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  it  sMUl  be  lawful  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided) 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  such  scheme,)  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of 
the  diocese,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  con- 
stitute a  separate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within 
its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine 
worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same 
Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons 
of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry,  or  district  out  of  which  it  is 
recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order 
that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or 
making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the 
constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before 
Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next 
after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incum- 
bent and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is 
by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any

tuted a  separate  district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth : 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  Edward  Bishop  of  Norwich,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has 
signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  St  Mar* 
garet  described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed^  all  which  part,  tc^ether  with 
the  boundaries  thereof,  is  deh'neated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto 
also  annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes 
accordingly;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  ^The  District  of  Saint  John, 
Lynn/ 

''  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each 
and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recommended 
to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum  of  100/. ; 
and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the  bishop  of 
the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service  according  to  the  same  Act, 
iliere  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum  of 
30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/. ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  conse- 
crated as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service  of  the

iKMnination  or  nominations,  to  any  ecclesiastical  corporation,  aggregate  or  sole, 
or  to  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge  or  Durham,  or  to  any 
college  therein  respectively,  or  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  the  nominee  or 
nominees  of  such  person  or  persons  or  body  respectively,  upon  condition  of 
such  corporation,  university,  college,  person  or  persons  contributing  to  the  per- 
manent endowment  of  such  minister  or  perpetual  cprate,  or  towards  providing 
a  dwrch  or  chapel  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  district  or  new  parish, 
in  such  proportion  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  like  authop 
rity: 

'^And  whereas  certain  persons  have  contributed  certain  sums  of  money

"  All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Saint  Margaret,  in  the  borough  of  Lynn  Regis, 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Norwich,  situate  on  the  north- 
eastern  side  of  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point  (marked  a  on  the  map

incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  ofiering  or  making 
to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting 
of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in 
Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy 
shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron 
or  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act 
also  provided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  we 
shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in  Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,

expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  deli- 
vered or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the 
meantime  consent  to  the  same  ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in

Church  Extension  Fund,'  have  contributed  and  transferred  to  our  account  and 
into  our  names,  in  the  books  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of

terrace,  Regent's-park,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  Captain  in  Her  Majesty's 
Navy,  as  trustees  duly  nominated  to  us  for  that  purpose,  and  that  such  patronage 
and  right  of  nomination  shall  for  ever  thereafter  be  exercised  by  the  same  per- 
sons, or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  as  such  trustees,  and  by  such  future 
trustee  or  trustees,  being  a  member  or  members  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  nominated  by  writing  under  the  hands

date  the  11th  day  of  February  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  and  figures  fol- 
lowing ;  that  is  to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modifica- 
tions, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Reve- 
nues,' and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  fourth 
and  fifth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  explain  and  amend 
two  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,'  have 
prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following 
scheme  for  completing  the  provision  intended  to  be  made  for  the  cathedral 
church  of  Chester : 

**  Whereas,  under  certain  provisions  in  the  said  Acts  in  that  behalf  contained, 
we  prepared  and  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date 
the  21st  day  of  December  in  the  year  1841,  which  scheme  was  duly  ratified 
by  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date  the  15th  day  ot  January 
in  the  following  year,  and  the  said  Order  was  duly  gazetted  : 

"  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  said  scheme  and  Order  provided  and  ordered, 
that  there  should  be  paid  by  us,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  cathedral  church 
of  Chester,  the  annual  sum  of  3,000/.,  or  such  proportion  thereof  as  should 
from  year  to  year  become  available  for  that  purpose,  out  of  a  fund  created  by 
means  of  annual  charges  upon  certain  deaneries  and  canonries  in  the  said  Acts 
mentioned  : 

**  And  whereas  it  was  the  intent  and  object  of  the  said  scheme  and  Order, 
amongst  other  things,  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  same  Acts  for  securing 
to  the  dean  and  canons  of  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Chester,  as  nearly  as 
might  be,  the  minimum  average  annual  incomes  specified  in  the  said  first-recited 
Act ;  and  the  said  dean  and  canons  beine,  as  recited  in  the  said  scheme,  liable 
to  keep  residence  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  were 
therefore  reasonably  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  said  Acts : 

"  And  whereas,  by  reason  of  the  slow  accretion  of  the  fund  aforesaid,  the 
annual  payment  to  the  said  treasurer  has  been,  in  every  past  year  since  the  date 
of  the  said  Order,  considerably  less  than  the  full  sum  so  directed  to  be  paid 
to  him  by  us,  and  may  for  some  years  to  come  still  fall  short  of  the  same  : 

"  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  said  Acts  enacted,  that,  for  the  purpose  of  fully 
carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  provisions  thereof,  any  arrangement  might  from 
time  to  time  be  made,  with  the  consent  in  writing  under  the  corporate  seal  of 
any  chapter,  for  substituting  in  any  case  any  lands,  tithes  or  other  hereditaments 
for  any  money  payment,  or  any  money  payment  for  any  lands,  tithes  or  other 
hereditaments : 

"And  whereas  the  said  dean  and  chapter  are  seised  in  fee  of  the  several 
lands,  tithes,  tenements  and  hereditaments  particularly  described  in  the  Schedule 
hereunto  annexed,  which  have  been  heretofore,  from  time  to  time,  demised  by 
leases  for  years  at  small  annual  rents,  and  upon  payment  of  fines  ;  but  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  the  said  church  have  declined  to  renew  such  leases : 

"  And  whereas,  according  to  the  scope  and  tenor  of  the  scheme  and  Order 
aforesaid,  whereby  the  payment  of  the  said  annual  sum  of  3,000/.  stands  limited 
to  the  year  1854,  it  was  understood  and  implied,  that  the  dean  and  chapter  of 
the  said  church  would  not  renew  the  said  leases ;  but  it  is  urged  by  the  said 
dean  and  chapter  that  it  was,  on  their  part,  expected  that  the  annual  payments 
by  us  to  them  would  more  nearly  secure  to  them  respectively  the  minimum 
average  annual  incomes  intended  by  the  said  Acts : 

"  And  whereas  it  accordingly  appears  to  us  to  be  reasonable  and  expedient 
that  the  following  arrangement  should  be  made;  and  we  have  satisfied  our- 
selves, by  due  inquiry,  that  the  value  of  the  before-mentioned  lands,  tithes, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  is  fully  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  advances  herein- 
after recommended  to  be  made  by  us  to  the  said  dean  and  chapter  : 
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**  N0W9  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that,  notwithstandiDg 
any  thmg  in  the  said  scheme  and  Order  contained,  and  without  reference  to  the 
amount  of  the  fund  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  us  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Chester,  such  sum  of  money  as,  together  with  the 
monies  already  paid  by  us  to  the  said  treasurer,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Order,  will  make  up  a  sum  equal  to  the  full  annual  sum  of  3,000/.  for  each  and 
every  of  the  four  years  ending  on  the  15th  day  of  January  now  last  past ;  and 
that  there  shall  also  be  paid  by  us  to  the  treasurer  of  the  same  church  for  the 
time  being,  on  the  15th  day  of  January  in  the  year  1847,  and  on  the  like  day 
in  every  succeeding  year,  without  regard  to  the  limitation  of  time  by  the  said 
scheme  and  Order  fixed,  the  full  annual  sum  of  3,0002. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  such  payment,  so  recommended 
to  be  forthwith  made  by  us  as  aforesaid,  shall  be,  in  the  first  instance,  charged 
with  the  payment  of,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  said  church  shall  accordingly  pay 
thereout,  all  monies  which  shall  be  due  and  owing  from  the  said  dean  and 
chapter  at  the  time  of  his  receipt  thereof;  and  that  he  shall  distribute  and  pay 
the  remainder  thereof,  after  the  discharge  of  such  debts,  in  the  same  proportions 
and  to  the  same  persons,  or  to  the  legal  personal  representatives  of  any  who  may 
be  dead,  as  and  to  whom  the  same  would,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
aforesaid  scheme  and  Order,  have  been  distributed  and  paid  if  such  remainder 
had  been  received  on  the  15th  day  of  January  in  the  several  years  1843,  1844 
and  1845,  and  on  the  said  15th  day  of  January  last,  in  four  several  sums  pro- 
portionate to  the  sums  which  on  those  four  days  respectively  would  have  been 
required  to  make  up  each  of  the  sums  then  actually  paid  by  us  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  said  church,  to  the  full  sum  of  3,000/.;  and  every  such  future  annual 
payment  to  be  made  by  us  as  aforesaid  shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the 
provisions  in  the  same  scheme  and  Order  in  that  behalf  contained. 

"  And  we  fiirther  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
said  dean  and  chapter  of  Chester  hereon  written,  and  under  their  corporate  seal 
hereto  aflSxed,  that,  in  exchange  for  so  much  of  all  such  money  payments  so 
recommended  to  be  made  by  us  as  aforesaid,  as  shall  exceed  the  amount  of 
monies  paid  and  from  time  to  time  payable  by  us  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
church  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  scheme  and  Order  aforesaid,  and  in 
order  to  secure  to  ourselves  and  our  successors  the  repayment  of  such  excess, 
with  reasonable  interest  thereon,  and  also  for  the  further  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned,  all  those  the  lands,  tithes,  tenements  and  hereditaments  aforesaid  so 
described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  and  all  estate  and  interest  therein 
(subject  only  to  the  now  subsisting  leases  thereof),  shall  upon  and  from  the  day 
upon  which  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  this  scheme  shall 
be  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  and  without  any  conveyance  or  assurance 
in  the  law  other  than  this  scheme  and  such  Order  so  published,  become  and  be 
transferred  to  and  vested  in  us  and  our  successors,  and  that  we  and  they  shall 
thereupon  become  and  be  absolutely  seised  and  possessed  of  the  same  in  tee. 

"^nd  whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Acts,  and  by  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Your  Majesty^s  reign,  intituled, 
*  An  Act  for  enabling  Ecclesiastical  Corporations,  Aggregate  and  Sole,  to  grant 
Leases  for  long  Terms  of  Years,'  in  substance  provided,  that  the  maximum 
average  annual  income  of  any  dean  or  canon  of  a  cathedral  church  in  England 
shall  be  2,000/.  and  1,000/.  respectively  ;  and  that  the  several  deans  and  canons 
shall,  up  to  such  several  amounts,  but  not  beyond  them,  have  the  benefit  of  any 
improvement  of  the  corporate  property  of  their  respective  chapters,  and  that  the 
surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  Acts  herein  first 
recited ;  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  so  soon  as  we  shall  have 
received  out  of  the  rents,  profits  and  net  proceeds  of  the  said  lands,  tithes,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments,  over  and  above  such  annual  sum  of  3,000/.  so  to  be 
paid  by  us  to  the  said  treasurer  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  January  in  the 
year  1854,  sufiicient  monies  to  repay  to  us  and  our  successors  the  whole  of  such

to  time  as  he  receives  the  same,  amongst  the  dean  and  canons  of  such  church, 
in  the  proportion  of  two  seVenth  shares  to  the  dean,  and  one  seventh  share  to 
each  of  the  canons,  unless  or  until  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  any  one  of 
the  five  canonries  now  existing,  and  then  in  the  proportion  of  one-third  share  to 
the  dean  and  one-sixth  share  to  each  of  the  canons ;  and,  in  either  case,  so  as  to 
secure  to  any  member  of  the  chapter  who  may  have  resigned,  and  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  any  who  may  have  died  between  the  days  of  payment,  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  any  such  share  or  shares  as  aforesaid ;  provided  always,  that 
between  the  15th  day  of  January  in  the  year  1854  and  the  15th  day  of  January 
in  the  year  1855,  a  new  calculation  shall  be  made  by  us,  founded  upon  such 
information  as  we  may  require  from  the  said  dean  and  chapter,  respecting  their 
then  average  annual  revenues  ;  and  the  monies  so  as  last  aforesaid  to  be  paid  by 
us  to  such  treasurer  shall  then  be  limited  to  such  an  annual  amount  as  not  to 
raise  the  respective  incomes  of  the  dean  and  canons  of  Chester  above  the 
maximum  sums  so  named  for  them  respectively  in  the  said  first-recited  Act. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  surplus,  if  any,  of  such 
net  proceeds  shall  be  carried  over  by  us  to  the  fund  aforesaid  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Acts. 

*^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  contained  herein,  or 
in  the  said  scheme  and  Order,  or  in  any  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  for 
ratifying  this  scheme,  shall  prevent  us,  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter,  from 
recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measure  relating  to  the  matters  afore- 
said, or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts,  or  any 
of  them,  or  any  other  Act  of  Parliament;  and  especially  for  the  re-transfer  of 
the  said  lands,  tithes,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof, 
to  the  said  dean  and  chapter,  in  fee,  subject  to  any  conditions  and  regulations 
which  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  render  expedient. 

"  Schedule. 

"  1.  All  those  two  shops  fronting  Northgate-street,  Chester,  on  the  east  side 
thereof,  bounded  on  the  south  by  a  passage  leading  into  the  gallery  of  the 
Theatre  Royal,  and  on  the  north  side  by  a  line  in  the  passage  leading  into  the 
Old  Linen-hall,  and  extending  in  front  30  feet  7  inches,  and  then  held  by  Edward 
Maddock,  butcher,  and  Edward  Lindop,  baker;  all  those  12  shops,  buildings 
and  yard  lying  behind  and  adjoining  to  the  said  two  shops,  and  extending  in 
depth  from  Northgate-street  71  feet,  then  held  by  said  William  Lindop;  and 
also  all  those  three  dwelling-houses  and  cooperage,  with  the  outbuildings  and

the  said  shops,  with  a  cottage  or  dwelling-house  adjoining  the  same,  in  the  occu-

"  6.  All  those  several  messuages  or  dwelling-houses,  lands,  tenements,  rents, 
tithes  and  hereditaments  hereinafter  mentioned ;  that  is  to  say,  all  that  barn 
called  the  Hall-bam  (now  divided  into  four  barns),  situate  in  Bach-lane,  Chester, 
adjoining  to  a  parcel  of  ground  whereon  a  messuage  heretofore  called  St.  Tho- 
mas's Chapel  did  stand,  then  held  by  J.  Fletcher,  Thomas  Ellis  and  Charles 
Colton ;  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  called  the  Chapel -yard  (adjoining  the 
said  bams)  then  converted  into  three  gardens,  on  one  of  which  the  said  J.

said  G.  Cotton,  deceased  ;  all  that  piece  of  land  lying  in  Bach-lane  aforesaid, 
called  Rimmers-field,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Messrs.  Dickson,  nurserymen ; 
all  that  parcel  of  land  or  ground  adjoining  the  said  Rimmers-field,  called  the 
Near  Bach  Dale  Flatt,  theretofore  converted  into  a  nursery  garden,  and  then  or 
late  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Messrs.  Dickson ;  all  that  parcel  of  land  situate 
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in  Bach-lane  aforesaid,  called  the  Further  Bach  Dale  Flatt,  then  held  by  Thomas 
Kelley  ;  all  that  piece  t)r  parcel  of  ground  called  the  Nearer  Pool  Hey,  on  the 
east  side  of  Bach-lane  aforesaid,  then  held  by  the  representatives  of  the  said 
G.  Cotton ;  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  ^led  the  Further  Pool  Hey,  on  the 
east  side  of  Bach-lane  aforesaid,  then  held  by  John  Kearsley ;  all  that  piece  of 
land  in  Bach-lane  aforesaid  called  the  Goose-field,  then  held  by  the  said  John 
Kearsley ;  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of  Molliugton- 
lane  aforesaid,  called  Furber's  Fowlakes,  then  held  by  the  representatives  of  the 
said  Judith  Briggs ;  all  that  parcel  of  land  called  tlie  Nearer  Bridge-field,  held 
by  the  representatives  of  the  said  George  Cotton ;  all  those  two  pieces  of  lane!

Clover- 
field,  Major's-croft  and  Major's-field,  then  held  by  Ann  Pearce,  widow ;  all  that 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  called  Naylor's-close,  then  held  by  George  Eaton ;  cJl 
those  three  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  called  the  Blacon  Cross-field,  on  the  east 
side  of  the  canal,  the  Blacon-field,  on  the  west  side  of  the  said  canal,  and  the 
Port  Poole-meadow,  on  the  west  side  of  the  same  canal,  held  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  Mascie  Taylor ;  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  called  Taylor's  Canal- 
field,  with  the  chymistry  and  a  dwelling-house  thereon,  then  held  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  said  Mascie  Taylor ;  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  called  the 
Further  Great  Dee  Bank,  then  held  by  the  Reverend  Mascie  Domville  Taylor; 
all  those  two  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  called  the  Middle  Dee  Bank  and  the  Little

At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  18th  day  of  March  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whbreab  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain 
Modifications,  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties 
and  Revenues,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme, 
bearing  date  the  20th  day  of  February  1846,  in  the  words  following;  that  is  to 
sey: 

'^  We^  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modifica- 
tions, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and 
Revenues,'  have  pr^ared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Couscil, 
the  following  scheme,  for  augmenting  the  mcomes  of  the  respective  archdeaoon- 
lies  of  Bristol,  Cleveland,  and  Suffolk : 

'^  Whereas  it  was  by  the  said  recited  Act  enacted,  that  any  archdeaooory 
might,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  bishop,  be  endowed,  amongst  other  modes, 
by  augmentation  out  of  the  common  fund  in  the  same  Act  mentioned,  but  not 
so  as  to  raise  the  average  annual  income  to  an  amoimt  exceeding  200  L;  provided 
that  no  archdeacon  should  be  entitled  to  hold  any  endowm^it  or  augmentation, 
or  other  emolument  as  such  archdeacon,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act, 
unless  resident  for  the  space  of  eight  months  in  every  year  within  the  diocese  in 
which  his  archdeaconry  should  be  situate,  or  as  to  any  archdeacon  then  existing 
within  the  diocese  in  which  his  archdeaconry  was  situate  before  the  passing  of 
the  same  Act,  but  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  to  licenses  for  non-residence 
which  are  enacted,  with  respect  to  incumbents  of  benefices,  by  the  Act  relating 
to  pluralities  and  the  residence  of  the  clergy,  in  the  same  Act  mentioned ;  and 
it  was  by  the  said  recited  Act  further  enacted,  that,  upon  any  endowment  of  an 
archdeaconry  being  made  under  the  provisions  thereof,  all  lands,  tithes,  and 
other  hereditaments  (except  any  right  of  patronage)  belonging  to  such  arch- 
deaconry at  the  time  of  such  endowment  might,  vnth  the  consent  of  the  bishop 
of  the  diocese,  and  of  any  archdeacon  in  possession  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  the  same  Act,  and  by  the  authority  therein  provided,  be  vested  in  us  for  the 
purposes  of  the  same  Act : 

''  And  whereas  by  an  Order  of  his  late  Majesty  in  Council,  dated  the  5  th 
day  of  October,  in  the  year  1836,  ratifying  a  scneme  duly  prepared  by  us, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  that  behalf,  the  new  archdeaconry  of  Bristol 
was  duly  founded  in  the  diocese  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol : 

"  And  whereas  the  Venerable  Thomas  Thorp  was  thereupon  duly  collated  to 
the  same  archdeaconry,  and  has  since  been  and  now  is  archdeacon  thereof,  and 
has  become  resident  within  the  said  diocese : 
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^'  And  wfaereaSy  from  fees  and  other  emoluments,  the  average  annual  inoomet 
of  the  said  three  several  archdeaconries  do  not  exceed  the  following  sums 
respectively,  that  is  to  say,  the  said  archdeaconry  of  Bristol  the  sum  of  70/., 
the  said  archdeaconry  of  Cleveland  the  sum  of  302.,  and  the  said  archdeaconry 
of  Suffolk  the  sum  cf  100/. : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  archdeaconry  of  Suffolk  is  endowed  with  a  certain 
mansion  or  messuage  at  Ipswich,  now  demised  upon  a  lease  for  lives  : 

"  And  whereas  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  said  recited  Act  the  Vene- 
rable Henrv  Denny  Bemers  was  archdeacon  of  the  said  archdeaconry  of  Suffolk : 

"  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right  honourable  and  Most  Reve- 
rend  Edward  Archbishop  of  York,  of  the  Right  Reverend  James  Heniy  Bishop 
of  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  and  Edward  Bishop  of  Norwich,  and  of  the  said 
Henry  Denny  Bemers  and  the  said  Thomas  Johnson  Ormerod,  testified  by 
their  having  respectively  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  humbly  recommend 
and  propose,  that  the  said  three  several  archdeaconries  shall  be  endowed  in  man- 
ner following,  and  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  to  the  said  Thomas  Thorp, 
Edward  Churton,  and  Thomas  Johnson  Ormerod,  and  their  respective  successors 
in  the  said  several  archdeaconries,  so  long  as  they  shall  respectively  remain  such 
archdeacons,  and  shall  continue  entitled  to  hold  their  respective  endowments  or 
augmentations  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act  in  that  behalf, 
the  several  annual  sums  following,  that  is  to  say,  to  the  archdeacon  of  Bristol 
the  sum  of  1302.,  to  the  archdeacon  of  Cleveland  the  sum  of  170/.,  and  to  the 
archdeacon  of  Suffolk  the  sum  of  100/.,  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  every 
year ;  and  every  such  whole  yearly  payment  shall  be  made  only  on  production 
to  us  of  sufficient  evidence  that  the  archdeacon  claiming  the  same  continued  so 
entitled  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  that  whenever  a  vacancy  in  any  of  the 
said  archdeaconries  shall  happen  on  any  other  day  than  the  Ist  day  of  Janu^y, 
the  then  next  yearly  pa3rment  shall  be  duly  apportioned  and  paid  between  and  to 
the  archdeacon  making  the  vacancy,  or  his  representatives,  and  the  archdeacon 
succeeding  to  the  archdeaconry  so  becoming  vacant. 

^^And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  all  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  whatsoever,  including  the  mansion  or  messuage  aforesaid,  at  any 
time  heretofore  annexed  to,  and  now  forming  part  of  the  endowment  of  the  said 
archdeaconry  of  Suffolk,  shall  forthwith  be  disannexed  therefrom,  and  shall 
become  and  be  absolutely  transferred  to  and  vested  in  us  for  the  purposes  of  the 
said  recited  Act. 

*'  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  further  or  other  mea- 
sure relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  idth  the 
provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament."

Whbreas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance 

of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
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years  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for  carrying  into 
eflFect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  State  of  the 
Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Ecclesiastical 
Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues  and 
Patronage ;''  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in 
the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  alter 
and  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Ecclesiastical  Houses  of  Residence,"  duly  pre- 
pared and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  4th 
day  of  March  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  the 
reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  *  An  Act  for  car- 
rying into  effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the 
State  of  the  Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Eccle- 
siastical Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Reve- 
nues and  Patronage ;'  and  of  another  Act,  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament 
held  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to 
alter  and  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Ecclesiastical  Houses  of  Residence,'  have 
prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following 
scheme  for  adding  to,  altering  and  improving  the  episcopal  house  of  residence 
of  the  see  of  Oxford : 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  first-recited  Act  enacted,  that  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  the  bishop  of  any  diocese  with  a  more  suitable  residence  than  that 
which  at  the  time  of  passing  the  'same  Act  belonging  to  his  see,  sanction  be 
given,  where  it  may  be  necessary,  for  the  borrowing  by  any  bishop  of  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  years'  income  of  his  see,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  appear  to  be 
proper : 

"  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  said  secondly-recited  Act  enacted,  that  whenever 
it  shall  appear  to  be  expedient  to  add  to,  alter  or  improve  any  episcopal  house 
of  residence,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  provided  in  the  first-recited 
Act,  with  the  consent  under  the  hand  and  episcopal  seal  of  the  bishop,  to  make 
such  arrangements  as  may  by  such  authority  be  deemed  most  expedient  for 
adding  to,  altering  or  improving  any  episcopal  house]  of  residence,  and  that  so 
much  of  the  said  first-recited  Act  as  relates  to  the  providing  of  any  bishop  with  a 
more  suitable  and  convenient  residence  shall  be  extended  so  as  to  include  and 
apply  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  secondly -recited  Act ;  and  that  in  case  such  a 
deficiency  would  be  created  in  the  average  annual  income  of  any  bishop  ap- 
pointed after  the  passing  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  by  the  effecting  of  any 
mortgage  or  other  arrangement,  under  either  of  the  said  recited  Acts,  so  as  to 
reduce  such  income  below  the  average  annual  income  of  such  bishop  named  in 
the  said  first-recited  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  out  of 
any  monies  fi'om  time  to  time  standing  to  the  credit  and  account  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners  for  England,  being  part  of  payments  from  the  larger 
sees,  respectively,  towards  the  augmentation  of  the  incomes  of  the  bishops  of  the 
smaller  sees,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  fit,  and  if  such  monies,  after  duly  consideriiig 
all  the  claims  thereon,  shall  appear  to  be  sufficient  for  such  purpose,  to  make 
any  arrangement  for  preventing  such  deficiency  which  by  the  like  authority  shall 
be  deemed  expedient : 

"  And  whereas  it  has  been  deemed  expedient,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right 
Reverend  Samuel  Bishop  of  Oxford,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  hereunto  set 
his  hand  and  episcopal  seal,  to  effect  certain  additions,  alterations  and  improve- 
ments in  the  episcopal  house  of  residence  belonging  to  the  see  of  Oxford,  situate 
at  Cuddesden,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  according  to  certain  plans  and  specifi- 
cations which  have  been  approved  by  us  under  our  common  seal,  the  expense  of 
which  additions,  alterations  and  improvements  has  been  estimated  at  the  sum  of 
3,600/.: 

"  And  whereas  a  deficiency  would  be  created  in  the  average  annual  income  of 
the  Bishop  of  Oxford  if  a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  such  expenses  were  to  be  raised 
by  mortgage  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  see  under  the  power  for  that 
purpose  contained  in  the  said  first-recited  Act :

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  further  or  other  mea- 
sures relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  recited  Acts,  or  any  of  them.'* 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the  saia  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  said  dean  and  chapter,  testified  by  their  having  hereunto  affixed  their  chapter 
seal,  that  the  number  of  minor  canons  in  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Peter- 
borough shall  from  henceforth  be  three ;  and  that  there  shall  be  paid  to  each 
minor  canon  hereafter  appointed  in  the  said  church,  a  fixed  annual  stipend,  as 
such  minor  canon,  of  150  /.,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  church : 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  from  henceforth,  so  long  as 
the  said  Edmund  Cory  and  Charles  Cookson  shall  both  continue  to  be  minor

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  fiirther  or  other  mea- 
sure relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,''  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  18tn  day  of  March  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
words  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act

vations or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that  such

Eoses  accordingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  St.  Paul^ 
lanelly;

and  fifth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  explain  and  amend 
two  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,'  and 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  for  regulating  the  Cathedral 
Churches  of  Wales,*  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty 
in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  making  additional  provision  for  the  cure 
of  souls  in  certain  parishes  where  such  assistance  is  most  required : 

'*  Whereas,  under  the  authority  of  the  said  recited  Acts,  we  have  from  time 
to  time  prepared  and  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  certain  schemes  in 
which  we  have  recommended  and  proposed  that  certain  grants  should  be  made 
in  augmentation  of  the  incomes  of  certain  benefices  and  churches  in  certain 
classes,  and  subject  to  certain  limitations  therein  mentioned,  which  schemes 
have  been  ratified  by  Orders  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  and  such  Orders  have 
been  duly  gazetted : 

"  And  whereas  on  the  6th  day  of  August  in  the  year  1844  we  found  it 
necessary  to  suspend  until  further  notice  our  recommendations  of  further  grants 
with  certain  specified  exceptions;  and  the  several  benefices  and  churches 
described  in  the  schedules  hereunto  annexed  either  fall  within  such  exceptions, 
or  the  incumbents  thereof  had,  before  the  said  6th  day  of  August,  received 
specific  promises  from  us  that  we  would  recommend  the  grants  in  the  said 
schedules  respectively  proposed  in  consequence  of  their  coming  within  some  or 
one  of  such  classes  as  aforesaid  : 

"  And  whereas  we  have  satisfied  ourselves,  after  due  inquiry,  that  the  churches 
described  in  the  schedules  hereunto  annexed,  marked  A.  1.  and  A.  2.,  fall 
within  the  first  of  such  classes,  subject  to  the  respective  limitations  in  the  said 
orders  mentioned,  and  that  the  said  churches  are  fit  and  proper  to  be  forthwith 
augmented  by  the  respective  annual  amounts  stated  in  the  last  column  of  the 
said  schedules  respectively  : 
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of  the  same  schedule  has  been  permanently  secured  to  the  incumbent  of  such 
benefice  as  therein  respectively  specified  ;  and  we  have  satisfied  ourselves  that 
the  said  last-mentioned  benefices  and  churches  fall  within  the  second  of  such 
classes  as  limited  by  the  said  Orders,  and  are  fit  and  proper  to  be  forthwith 
augmented  by  the  respective  annual  amounts  stated  in  the  last  column  of  the 
same  schedule : 

"  And  whereas  the  benefices  and  churches  described  in  the  schedule  hereunto 
annexed,  marked  C,  fall  within  the  third  class  in  the  said  Orders  mentioned, 
and  are  situate  within  the  places  set  opposite  to  the  names  thereof  respectively 
in  the  fifth  column  of  the  same  schedule,  and  certain  tithes  or  lands  now  vested 
in  us  arise  or  are  situate  in  such  places  respectively  ;  and,  after  due  inquiry  and 
consideration,  we  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  the  same  benefices  and  churches 
are  fit  and  proper  to  be  forthwith  augmented  by  the  respective  annual  amounts 
stated  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  schedule : 

"  And  whereas,  by  reason  of  the  appropriation  of  certain  fees  arising  within 
a  district  recently  assigned  to  a  new  church,  the  existing  incumbent  of  the 
benefice  of  Stainton,  mentioned  in  tlie  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  D., 
will  sustain  an  annual  average  loss  to  the  amount  set  opposite  the  name  of  such 
benefice  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  schedule,  and  it  is  in  our  opinion 
expedient  that  compensation  to  the  same  amount  should  be  made  to  such 
incumbent : 

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by 
us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  incumbent  for  the  time  being  of  each  of  the 
benefices  and  churches  so  described  in  the  said  schedules  marked  respectively, 
A.  1.,  A.  2.,  B.,  C.  and  D.,  the  fixed  annual  sum  set  opposite  to  the  name  of 
such  benefice  or  church  in  the  last  column  of  the  said  schedules  respectively, 
by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of 
November  in  each  year ;  and  that  the  first  such  half-yearly  payment  shall  in 
each  case  be  made  on  the  1st  day  of  May  next,  except  in  the  cases  of  Cwm, 
Nevyn,  North  Wootton  and  West  Tarring,  the  incumbents  whereof  shall  on 
such  last-mentioned  day  receive  two  such  half-yearly  payments,  and  except  also 
in  the  cases  of  Appledore  and  Stainton,  the  incumbents  whereof  shall  on  such 
last-mentioned  day  receive  four  such  half-yearly  payments,  and  except  also  in 
the  case  of  St.  Thomas,  Stepney,  the  incumbent  whereof  shall  on  such  last-men*- 
tioned  day  receive  seven  such  half-yearly  payments,  provided  that  in  the  case  of 
West  Tarring  the  annual  sum  recommended  to  be  paid  to  the  incumbent  thereof 
shall  be,  and  be  taken  to  be,  in  lieu  and  full  satisfaction  of  any  pension,  stipend 
or  other  payment  charged  upon  the  sinecure  rectory  of  West  Tarring,  and 
payable  to  him,  or  which  may  have  been  heretofore  usually  or  accustomably 
paid  by  the  holder  of  such  sinecure  rectory  to  him  as  such  incumbent,  and  in 
the  case  of  Empingham  in  lieu  of  the  annual  sum  of  5Z.  heretofore  charged  on 
the  prebend  or  rectory  and  parsonage  of  Empingham,  and  payable  to  the  vicar 
of  Empingham ;  and  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  of  the  benefices  or 
churches  contained  in  the  said  five  schedules  having  already  happened  during 
the  period  over  which  the  payment  so  recommended  and  proposed  extends,  or 
hereafter  happening  on  any  other  day  than  the  1st  day  of  May  or  the  1st  day  of 
November,  the  amount  payable  shall  be  duly  apportioned  between  and  paid  to 
the  incumbent  making  the  vacancy,  or  his  personal  representatives,  and  the 
incumbent  succeeding  to  the  benefice  or  church  so  becoming  or  having  become 
vacant : 

"  And  whereas  we  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  the  several  benefices  and 
churches  contained  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  marked  E.,  fall  within 
the  third  class  aforesaid ;  we  therefore  recommend  and  propose,  that,  in  order 
to  provide  fit  houses  of  residence  for  the  incumbents  of  all  the  benefices  and 
churches  contained  in  the  last -mentioned  schedule,  we  shall  be  at  liberty  to  pay 
to  such  persons,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  appear  to  us  from  time  to  time  to  be 
expedient,  such  a  sum  or  sums  of  money  in  the  case  of  each  such  benefice  or 
church  as  shall  be  required  for  providing  a  fit  house  of  residence  for  the  incum- 
bent thereof. 

*'  And  we  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 

the  further  augmentation  of  any  of  such  benefices  or  churches  if  it  shall  be 
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deemed  fit,  when  there  shall  be  sufficient  means  for  that  purpose ;  and  that  if 
it  shall  appear  to  us  to  be  expedient  at  any  future  time  that,  instead  of  the  annual 
sum  then  in  course  of  payment  by  us  to  the  incumbent  of  any  benefice,  or 
instead  of  any  part  of  such  annual  sum,  any  land,  tithe  or  other  hereditament 
should  be  conveyed  to  such  benefice  in  fee,  notliing  herein  or  in  any  other  scheme 
contained  shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  such  a  substitution ; 
provided  that  no  such  change  shall  take  efi'ect  before  the  then  next  vacancy  of 
the  benefice  affected  thereby  without  the  written  consent  of  the  then  existing 
incumbent. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measure  for  making 
better  provision  for  the  cure  of  souls,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  recited  Acts,  or  either  of  them.

and  Revenues,'  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the 
fourth  and  fifth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *'  An  Act  to  explain 
and  amend  two  several  Acts  relating  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for 
England,'  and  of  another  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the 
fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  alter  and 
amend  the  Law  relating  to  Ecclesiastical  Houses  of  Residence,'  have  prepared, 
and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for 
further  improving  the  house  of  residence  belonging  to  the  See  of  Exeter : 

"  Whereas  we  prepared  and  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  (Council  a  scheme, 
bearing  date  the  24th  day  of  June  in  the  year  1845,  whereby,  after  reciting 
that  the  house  of  residence  then  belonging  to  the  See  of  Exeter  was  in  a  very 
dilapidated  condition^  and  in  some  parts  abutted  closely  upon  the  cathedral,  and 
that  it  appeared  to  us  to  be  expedient  to  remove  such  parts,  and  in  other  respects 
to  alter  and  improve  such  house ;  and  that  there  was  then  standing  in  the  books 
of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England,  in  the  name  of  the 
Accountant-general  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to  the  credit  and  account  of  the 
Bishops  and  See  of  Exeter,  the  sum  of  9,203  /.  4«.  Three  Pounds  per  Centum 
Reduced  Bank  Annuities,  and  that  it  was  expedient  that  8,000/.,  part  thereof, 
should,  upon  the  conditions  mentioned  in  such  scheme,  be  applied  towards  the 
alteration  and  improvement  of  such  house  of  residence,  and  that  it  had  been 
agreed  between  us  and  the  said  Bishop  of  Exeter,  that  such  house  of  residence 
should  be  altered  and  improved  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
approved  by  us,  and  should  be  completed  according  to  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  architect  to  be  named  by  us,  within  a  time  to 
be  limited  in  manner  therein  prescribed;  and  that  all  costs,  charges  and 
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expenses  in  and  about  the  completion  thereof,  over  and  above  the  before*men- 
tioned  sum,  should  be  defrayed  by  the  said  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  his  executors 
or  administrators :       ■ 

**  We  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that,  upon  the  conditions  therein  set 
forth,  so  much  of  the  said  sum  of  9,203/.  4$.  Three  Pounds  per  Centum  Reduced 
Bank  Annuities,  as  should  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  said  sum  of  3,000  /.  sterling, 
should  be  transferred  into  our  names  and  to  our  account  in  the  books  of  the  said 
Governor  and  Company,  and  might  from  time  to  time  be  sold  by  us,  and  applied 
and  paid  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  such  persons  and  at  such  times,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  by  the  said  scheme  is  provided : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  scheme  was  duly  ratified  by  an  Order  of  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  on  the  30th  day  of  the  same  month  of  June  in  the  year 
1846,  and  the  said  Order  has  been  duly  gazetted : 

'^  And  whereas  certain  alterations  and  improvements,  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  approved  by  us,  are  now  in  progress ;  and  it  has  been  made  to 
appear  to  us,  that  upon  taking  down  the  portion  of  the  said  house  abutting  on 
the  said  cathedral,  a  greater  extent  of  reparation  than  was  anticipated  has  been 
found  to  be  necessary,  and  that  in  consequence  of  certain  of  the  offices  used 
with  the  said  house  having  been  discovered  to  be  actually  under  and  to  form  part 
of  the  said  cathedral,  new  offices  should  be  provided,  and  that  certain  other 
additional  works  are  essential  to  the  convenient  occupation  of  the  said  house,  and 
that  the  cost  of  the  whole  of  such  further  additions  and  works  is  estimated  at 
the  sum  of  500  /. : 

**  And  whereas  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient,  that  so  much  of  the  balance 
now  remaining  of  the  said  sum  of  9,203/.  4$.  Three  Pounds  per  Centum  Reduced 
Bank  Annuities  as  will  produce  the  sum  of  600  /.  sterling,  should,  upon  the 
conditions  and  in  the  manner  following,  be  applied  towards  the  said  further 
additions  and  works : 

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
said  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  testified  by  his  having  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme, 
that  upon  plans  and  specifications  of  the  said  additions  and  works  being  approved 
by  ns  under  our  common  seal,  in  like  manner  and  form  as  by  the  said  scheme 
and  Order  was  directed  with  regard  to  the  works  now  in  progress,  and  an  agree-* 
ment  for  carrying  out  such  additions  and  works  being  in  like  manner  executed  by 
the  said  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter  and  by  us,  so  much  of  the  balance  now 
remaining  of  the  said  sum  of  9,203  Z.  4^.  Three  Pounds  per  Centum  Reduced 
Bank  Annuities  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  further  sum  of  600  /.  sterling, 
and  also  such  further  sum  as  may  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  costs,  charges,  and

Whbreas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'*  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  8th  day  of  April  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
words  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual  Care 
of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  i  our  Majesty 
in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Saint  Ives,  in  the  County  of  Cornwall,  and  in  the 
diocese  of  Exeter : 

^*  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts 
of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of  great  extent 
and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the  provision 
for  public  worship  and  tor  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  pur- 
poses, it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided,  (that  is  to 
8^y>  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  such  scneme),  wim  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  district 
accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated 
church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare 
the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of 
any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to 
the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish, 
chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  sucn  district,  or  any 
part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons, 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  obser- 
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vations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that 
such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the 
expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have,  been  so  delivered 
or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  mean- 
time consent  to  the  same;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every 
such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  we  shall  recommend  to  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  that  the  ministerof  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according 
to  the  same  Act,  jihall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same 
Act,  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100  /.,  and  also,  if  such 
endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150/.,  that  the  same  shall  be 
increased  to  such  last*mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district 
shall  have  become  a  new  parish,  as  thereinafter  provided :

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  22d  day  of  April  in  the  year  1846, 
in  the  words  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

*^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act

same  Act  there  shall  be  paid  oy  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the 
further  sum  of  30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130  /. ;  and  that  so  soon  as 
any  church  or  chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  approved  by  us,  and

^^  Whereas  it  was  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  so  soon  as  conveniently  might 
be,  and  by  the  authority  therein  provided,  subject  to  die  consent  of  the  bishop, 
any  archdeaconry  might  be  endowed  by  the  annexation  either  of  an  entire  canonry, 
or  of  a  canonry  charged  with  the  payment  of  such  portion  of  its  income  as  should 
be  determined  on  towards  providing  for  another  archdeacon  in  the  same  diocese, 
or  with  such  last-mentioned  portion  of  the  income  of  a  canonry,  or  by  augmen- 
tation out  of  Uie  common  fund  thereinafter  mentioned  ;  provided  that  no 
ardideacon  should  be  entitled  to  hold  any  endowment  or  augmentation,  or  other 
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emolument  as  such  archdeacon,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  unless  he 
should  be  resident  for  the  space  of  eight  months  in  every  year  within  the  diocese 
in  which  his  archdeaconry  should  be  situate  or  as  to  any  then  archdeacon, 
within  the  diocese  in  which  his  archdeaconry  was  situate  before  the  13th  day 
of  August  in  the  year  1886,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  to  licenses  for 
non-residence  which  were  enacted  with  respect  to  incumbents  of  benefices  by 
the  Act  respecting  pluralities  and  residence  of  the  clergy  passed  in  the  second 
year  of  Your  Majesty's  reign  : 

*'  And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  enactments,  we  have  prepared  and 
laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  certain  schemes  relating  to  the  endowment 
of  the  archdeaconries  of  Craven,  Richmond,  Nottingham,  Sudbury,  Sarum,  Salop 
(in  Lichfield),  York,  Saint  Alban's,  Wilts,  Salop  (in  Hereford),  Monmouth,

and  Order,  shall,  before  making  such  payment,  require  evidence  that  the  arch- 
deacon claiming  the  same  continued  entitled  during  the  period  for  which  such 
payment  shall  be  claimed  to  hold  his  endowment  or  augmentation  according  to 
the  said  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act. 

'*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  ally  other  measures  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  recited  Act, 
or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament."

'*  And  whereas  the  property  now  belonging  to  the  office  of  treasurer  in  the 
cathedral  church  of  Chichester  consists,  amongst  other  things,  of  certain  manors, 
messuages,  lands,  tithes,  tenements  and  hereditaments  at  and  near  Eastbourne, 
in  the  county  of  Sussex,  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  and  now  are  demised 
by  lease  for  lives : 

^'  And  whereas  the  following  arrangement  for  substituting  a  money  payment 
for  such  property  as  aforesaid  appears  to  us  and  to  the  Reverend  Henry  Michell 
Wagner,  the  present  treasurer  of  the  said  cathedral  church,  to  be  expedient 
with  a  view  to  sooner  carrying  into  effect  the  purpose  hereinbefore  particularly

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pui*suance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  6th  day  of  May  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
words  following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Epgland,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty'^  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Stoke  Daijierel,  in  the  county  of  Devon,

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"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of  great 
extent  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the 

f>rovision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient 
or  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided, 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty 
in  Council  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese 
under  his  hand  aud  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate 
district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  con- 
secrated church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix 
and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that 
the  dmft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or 
transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or 
chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that 
any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such 
incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to 
us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting 
of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in 
Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy 
shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron 
or  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same 
Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
we  shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in  Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district, 
when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act.  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value 
of  100/. ;  and  also,  if  such  endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  160/. 
that  the  same  shall  be  increased  to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so 
soon  as  such  district  shall  have  becQme  a  new  parish,  as  thereinafter  provided  : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Stoke  Damerel  is  of  great  extent,  and  con- 
tains a  large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral 
superintendence  therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof;  and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests 
of  religion  that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter  mentioned,  such 
part  not  at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel 
in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  dis- 
trict in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth : 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Right  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Stoke  Damerel 
described  in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which  part,  together  with  the 
boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also 
annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accord- 
ingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  '  Tlie  District  of  Saint  James, 
Devonport/ 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the 
sum  of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed 
by  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to 
the  same  Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the 
further  sum  of  30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/. ;  and  that  so  soon  as 
any  church  or  chapel  vrithin  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us, 
and  consecrated  as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service 
of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon 
be6ome,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical 
purposes,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual 
curate  for  the  time  being  of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150/. ;  and  that  the 
said  sum  of  100/.,  130/.  or  150/.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal 
half-yearly  payments  on  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in 
each  and  every  year ;  and  that  the  first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part 
thereof,  shall  be  made  ou  the  1st  day  of  May  or  of  November  next  after  the  day 
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of  the  date  of  the  license  of  such  minister  or  of  such  building,  or  of  the  consecra- 
tion of  such  church  or  chapel  as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  raay  be ;  and  that  in  case 
a  vacancy  in  the  ministry  or  perpetual  curacy  of  such  district  or  new  parish  shall

"  The  District  of  Saint  James,  Devonport,  beings — 

"  All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Stoke  Damerel,  in  the  county  of  Devon, 
and  in  the  diocese  of  Exeter,  situate  within  the  borough  of  Devonport,  ancji 
bounded  as  follows ;  that  is  to  say,  on  the  north  by  Keyham  Lake,  on  the 
east  by  an  imaginary  line  extenaing  southward  from  the  southern  bank  o( 
Keyham  Lake  aforesaid,  and  in  a  straight  direction  as  far  as  the  middle  of 
Garden-street,  and  thence  along  the  middle  of  such  street,  and  continuing  south-

Whbrbas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reigii,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  ropulous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  6th  day  of  May  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing ;  that  is  to  say :

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *^  An  Act  to  make  better  provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  6th  day  of  May  in  the  year  1846, 
in  the  words  following ;  that  is  to  say :

Whbreas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for 
the  Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,''  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  t£ie  17tn  day  of  June  in  the  year 
1846,  in  the  words  following  ;  that  is  to  say :

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  tlie  24th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
words  following ;  that  is  to  say  :

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us,  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion,  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of 
great  extent,  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof 
the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  tnereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes*  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of 
the  diocese,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  con- 
stitute a  separate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within 
its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine 
worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same 
Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons 
of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is 
recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in

**  And  whereas  the  said  parishes  of  Perranzabuloe,  Saint  Agnes,  Kenwyn  and 
Kea,  and  district  of  Chacewater,  are  respectively  of  great  extent,  and  contain 
a  large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  super- 
intendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of 
religion  that  the  particular  part  of  each  of  such  parishes  and  district  hereinafter 
mentioned  and  described,  neither  of  which  parts  at  present  contains  within  its 
limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship, 
should  be  together  constituted  a  separate  district  in  manner  hereinafter  set 
forth  . 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Right  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Perranzabuloe, 
and  also  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Saint  Agnes,  and  also  all  that  part  of 
the  said  parish  of  Kenwyn,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Kea,  and 
also  all  that  part  of  the  said  district  of  Chacewater,  described  in  the  schedule 
hereunto  annexed, — all  which  parts,  together  with  the  boundaries  thereof,  are 
delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also  annexed, — shall  be 
together  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordingly ;  and 
that  the  same  shall  be  named,.  *  The  District  of  Mithian.' 
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"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by 
the  bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to  the 
same  Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further 
sum  of  30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/.,  and  that  so  soon  as  any 
church  or  chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and 
consecrated  as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and  service  of 
the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon 
become,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical

**  All  those  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Perranzabuloe,  Saint  Agnes,  Kenwyn  and 
Kea.  and  the  district  of  Chacewater,  all  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  and  in  the 
diocese  of  Exeter,  comprised  within  jand  bounded  by  an  imaginary  line  com- 
mencing at  a  point  (marked  a  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed)  where 
a  road  from  Truro  to  Saint  Agnes  crosses  a  certain  stream  at  or  near  a  certain

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England/'  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme, 
bearing  date  the  17th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  1846)  in  the  words  following;  that 
18  to  say : 

'^  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act

**  And  whereas  the  property  now  belonging  to  the  prebend  of  Sidlesham  afore- 
said consists,  amongst  other  things,  of  the  corn  tithes  of  a  district  of  the  parish  of 
Bishopstone,  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  and  now 
are  demised  by  lease  for  lives : 

**  And  whereas  the  following  arrangement  for  substituting  a  money  payment 
for  such  property  as  aforesaid,  appears  to  us  and  to  the  Reverend  William  Peckham 
Woodward,  the  present  prebendary  of  the  said  prebend  of  Sidlesham,  to  be  ex- 
pedient,  with  a  view  to  sooner  carrying  into  effect  the  purpose  hereinbefore  par-

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,''  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  24th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
words  and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

*'  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  ^  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual

great  extent,  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein,  or  in  parts 
whereof,  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is 
insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial 
place  or  places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate 
district  for  spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act 

Provided  (that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by 
our  Majesty  in  Council,  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop 
of  the  diocese,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and 
constitute  a  separate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing 
within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of 
Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the. 
same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons

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recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in 
order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering 
or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to 
the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before 
Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next 
after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent 
and  patron  or  patrons  shall,  in  the  meantime,  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is

therein  numbered  respectively  1,  2,  3, 4  and  5, — all  which  parts,  together  with 
the  boundaries  thereof,  are  respectively  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  maps  or 
plans  hereunto  also  annexed,  and  respectively  numbered  in  like  manner, — shall 
DC  respectively  constituted  separate  districts  for  spiritual  purposes  accordinglv ; 
and  that  the  same  shall  be  respectively  named  as  follows,  that  is  to  say ;  tlie 
district,  numbered  1.  in  the  said  schedule,  shall  be  named,  *  The  District  of  Moor- 
fields  ;'  the  district,  numbered  2.  therein,  shall  be  named,  *  The  District  of 
Holliscroft;'  the  district  numbered  3.  therein,  shall  be  named,  *  The  District  of 
Eldon  ;*  the  district,  numbered  4.  therein,  shall  be  named,  *  The  District  of  Dyers 
Hill,'  and  the  district,  numbered  5.  therein,  shall  be  named,  ^  The  District  of

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each 
and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  each  of  the  districts  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  either  of  such  districts,  being  duly  licensed

Hill  and  of  Flat-street  aforesaid,  to  the  point  where  the  last-mentioned  imaginary 
line  commenced. 

**  No.  6. — The  District  of  Heeley,  being — 

"  All  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Sheffield  bounded  as  follows ;  that  is  to 
say,  on  the  north  by  the  said  district  of  Dyers-hill,  on  the  north-east  by  an 
imaginary  line  along  the  middle  of  the  turnpike-road  from  Sheffield  to  Mansfield^ 
on  the  south  by  the  southern  boundary  of  the  said  parish  of  Sheffield,  and  on . 
the  west  by  the  llivcr  Sheaf  aforesaid."

and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
pursuant  to  the  said  Act ;  and  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  direct  that  .this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrar 
of  the  dioi^e  of  York.

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  **  An  Act  for 
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carrying  into  effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the 
State  of  the  Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Eccle- 
siastical Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues 
and  Patronage ;"  and  of  another  Act,  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in 
the  fifth  and  sixth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  alter  and 
amend  the  Law  relating  to  Ecclesiastical  Houses  of  Residence,"  duly  prepared  and 
laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  Ist  day  of  July 
in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  the  reign 
of  his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  '  An  Act  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  State  of  the 
Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Ecclesiastical  Duties 
and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues  and  Patronage  ;* 
and  of  another  Act,  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  fifth  and 
sixth  years  of  Your  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  alter  and  amend  the  Law 
relating  to  Ecclesiastical  Houses  of  Residence,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly 
lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme,  for  adding  to,  altering 
and  improving  the  episcopal  house  of  residence  of  the  see  of  Bath  and  Wells. 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  first-recited  Act  enacted,  that,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  the  bishop  of  any  diocese  with  a  more  suitable  residence  than  that  which 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  same  Act  belonged  to  his  see,  sanction  be  given, 
where  it  may  be  necessary,  lor  the  borrowing  by  any  bishop  of  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  years'  income  of  his  see,  upon  such  terms  els  shall  appear  to  be  proper ;  and 
that  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne  be  empowered  to  lend  money 
upon  mortgage  to  such  bishop : 

^*  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  said  secondly-recited  Act  enacted,  that  whenever  it 
shall  appear  to  be  expedient  to  add  to,  alter  or  improve  any  episcopal  house  of 
residence,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  provided  in  the  first-recited  Act, 
with  the  consent  under  the  hand  and  episcopal  seal  of  the  bishop,  to  make  such 
arrangements  as  may  by  such  authority  be  deemed  most  expedient  for  adding 
to,  altering  or  improving  any  episcopal  house  of  residence,  and  that  so  much  of 
the  said  first-recited  Act  as  relates  to  the  providing  of  any  bishop  with  a  more 
suitable  and  convenient  residence  shall  be  extended  so  as  to  include  and  apply  to 
the  purposes  of  the  said  secondly-recited  Act ;  and  that  in  case  such  a  deficiency 
would  be  created  in  the  average  annual  income  of  any  bishop  appointed  after  the 
passing  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  by  the  effecting  of  any  mortgage  or  other 
arrangement,  under  either  of  the  said  recited  Acts,  so  as  to  reduce  such  income 
below  the  average  annual  income  of  such  bishop  named  in  the  said  first-recited 
Act,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  out  of  any  monies  from  time  to 
time  standing  to  our  credit  and  account,  being  part  of  payments  from  tlie  larger 
sees  respectively  towards  the  augmentation  of  the  incomes  of  the  bishops  of  the 
smaller  sees,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  fit,  and  if  such  monies,  after  duly  considering 
all  the  claims  thereon,  shall  appear  sufficient  for  such  purpose,  to  make  any 
arrangement  for  supplying  such  deficiency,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  by  the  like 
authority  shall  be  deemed  expedient : 

"  And  whereas  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient,  with  the  consent  of  the  hon- 
ourable and  Right  Reverend  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  in  testimony 
whereof  he  hath  hereunto  set  his  hand  and  episcopal  seal,  to  effect  certain  additions, 
alterations  and  improvements  in  the  episcopal  house  of  residence  belonging  to 
the  see  of  Bath  and  Wells  ;  and  that,  tovvards  this  purpose,  the  sum  of  3,000/., 
being  less  than  the  amount  of  income  limited  by  the  said  first-recited  Act, 
should  be  provided,  by  the  said  bishop  borrowing  the  same  by  way  of  mortgage 
Qn  the  security  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  of 
and  belonging  to  his  see,  according  to  the  provisioR  fpr  that  purpose  contained 
in  the  said  first-recited  Act : 

"  And  whereas  it  has  been  agreed  between  us  and  the  said  Richard  Bishop  of 
Bath  and  Wells,  that  the  said  additions,  alterations  and  improvements  shall  be 
made  and  completed  according  to  specifications  and  plans  to  be  approved  by  us, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  architect  to  be  named  by  us,  and  withm  a  time  to  be 
limited  in  a  contract,  to  be  made  for  that  purpose,  and  that  all  costs,  charges 
and  expenses*  in?  and  about  the  completion  thereof  and  incidental  thereto  and 
to  effecting  the  said  mortgage,  oyer  and  above  the  said  sum  of  3,000/.,  shall  be 
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defrayed  by  the  said   Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  his  executors  or 
administrators : 

"  And  whereas  a  deficiency  may  be  created  in  the  average  annual  income  of 
the  said  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  by  reason  of  such  mortgage,  and  the  said 
bishop  has  been  appointed  since  the  passing  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  and  we 
deem  it  fit  that,  out  of  the  monies  standmg  to  our  credit  and  account,  being 
part  of  payments  from  the  larger  sees  respectively  in  augmentation  of  the  incomes 
of  the  bishops  of  the  smaller  sees,  provision  should  be  made  for  supplying  such 
deficiency,  if  after  duly  considering  all  the  claims  thereon,  we  shall  find  that 
such  monies  will  be  sufficient  for  such  purpose: 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  said  Richard 
Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  be  authorized  to  borrow  from  the  Governors  of  the 
Bounty  of  Queen  Anne,  and  that  the  said  Governors  be  empowered  to  lend,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  hereinbefore  recited  Acts,  the  6um  of  3,000/.,  and  as  a 
security  for  the  same,  that  the  said  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  do 
mortgage  all  or  any  part  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  of  and 
belonging  to  his  said  see  to  the  said  Governors,  by  deed,  for  the  term  of  35  years, 
or  unnl  me  said  sum  of  3,000/.,  with  the  interest  for  the  same,  and  all  costs  and 
charges  which  may  attend  the  recovery  thereof,  shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied ; 
and  that  such  principal  sum  shall  be  repaid,  with  interest,  in  manner  following, 
that  is  to  say ;  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of  the  said  term, 
computed  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  mortgage,  in  which  year  no  part  of 
the  said  principal  sum  shall  be  repayable,  the  said  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and 
Wells,  or  his  successors,  shall  yearly  and  every  year  pay  to  the  said  Governors, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  one  thirtieth  part  of  the  said  principal  sum,  until  the 
whole  thereof  shall  be  repaid ;  and  shall  at  the  end  of  the  nrst  and  each  succeeding 
year  pay  interest,  at  the  rate  of  3/.  10s.  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  said 
principal  sum,  or  on  so  much  thereof  as  shall  from  time  to  time  remain  unpaid, 
and  if  and  when  it  shall  happen  that  the  principal  and  interest  directed  to  be 
paid  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  in  arrear  and  unpaid  for  the  space  of 
40  days  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  it  shall  and  may  oe  lawful  for  the  said 
Governors,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  recover  the  same,  and  the  costs  and 
charges  attending  the  recovery  thereof,  by  distress  and  sale,  in  such  manner  as 
rents  may  by  recovered  by  landlords  or  lessors  from  their  tenants  by  the  laws 
in  being  at  the  time  of  such  distress  and  sale ;  and  such  mortgage  deed  shall 
be  in  the  form  and  to  the  effect  to  be  approved  by  us,  and  shall  bind  as  well  the 
fiaid  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  as  every  succeeding  bishop  of  the  said 
see^  until  the  principal  and  interest,  costs  and  charges  shall  be  paid  off  and 
discharged. 

^^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  said  sum  of  3,000/.  shall  be 
))aid  to  us  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  that  the  receipt  of  our 
treasurer  for  the  time  being,  endorsed  on  the  said  mortgage  deed,  shall  be 
a  good  and  sufficient  discharge  to  the  said  Governors  (and  their  successors  for 
the  same,  who  shall  not  be  bound  or  required  to  see  to  the  application  thereof; 
and  that,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  sum  of  3,000/.,  and  upon  an  figreement 
in  writing  to  the  effect  hereinbefore  mentioned,  with  such  conditions  and 
covenants  as  may  appear  necessary  for  fully  carrying  into  effect  the  arrangement 
aforesaid,  being  executed  by  the  said  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  by 
us,  and  also  upon  a  contract  or  contracts  in  writing  for  makine  and  completing  the 
said  additions,  alterations  and  improvements,  containing  all  usual  and  proper 
covenants,  conditions^  stipulations  and  agreements,  together  with  a  bond  or 
bonds,  in  such  form  and  penalty  as  shaU  appear  to  us  to  be  fit  and  proper, 
being  duly  executed  by  the  person  or  persons  employed  to  complete  such  additions, 
alterations  and  improvements,  there  shall  be  applied  and  paid  by  us  to  such 
persons,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  in  and  by  the  said  agreement  and 
any  such  contract  shall  be  provided,  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  such  sum 
in  or  towards  completing  the  said  additions,  alterations  and  improvements. 

'^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  said  agreement  shall 
contain  a  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  said  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells, 
for  assuring,  and  keeping  assured,  such  house  of  residence  from  loss  or  damage 
by  fire,  during  the  progress  of  the  said  additi<ms  and  alterations,  in  one  of  the 
public  offices  of  assurance  in  London  or  Westminster,  to  be  approved  by  us,  in 
the  sum  of  6,000/.  in  the  whole, 
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**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that,  on  or  before  the  day  upon 
which  the  policy  of  assurance  last  effected  under  such  agreement  shall  expire, 
the  said  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  or  his  successors,  shall,  at  his  or 
their  own  personal  charge  and  expense,  in  like  manner,  assure  such  house  and 
premises  from  like  loss  or  damage ;  and  that  he,  and  every  future  Bishop  of  Bath 
and  Wells,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  so  assure,  and  keep  assured,  the  said  house 
and  premises  in  the  same  sum ;  and  shall,  within  14  days  after  any  premium  for 
such  assurance  shall  have  become  due  and  payable,  deliver  and  hand  over  to  lis 
the  receipt  for  such  premium ;  and  that,  in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire 
to  the  said  house  and  premises,  any  and  every  sum  of  money  receivable  under 
such  policy  of  assurance  shall  be  paid  to  and  deposited  with  us  by  the  said 
Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  his  successors.  Bishops  of  Batih  and 
Wells,  in  trust,  to  be  applied,  and  the  same,  together  with  any  interest  and 
accumulations  thereon,  shall  be  applied  by  us  towards  the  rebuilding  or  repairing 
and  reinstating  of  the  said  house  and  premises,  or  of  such  part  or  parts  thereof 
as  may  have  so  suffered  loss  or  damage,  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  us, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  for  the  time  being,  to 
lie  fit  and  proper. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that,  upon  any  application,  in 
writing,  betas  made  to  us  by  the  Bishop  or  Bath  and  Wells  for  the  time  being, 
accompanied  by  an  account  under  his  hand  showing  that  an  actual  deficiency 
has  been  created  by  reason  of  such  mortgage  in  the  annual  average  income 
named  for  the  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  in  the  said  first-recited  Act,  and  if  it 
be  the  first  application  of  the  bishop,  and  he  shall  have  been  in  possession  of  the 
see  for  more  years  than  one,  or  if  more  years  tlian  one  shall  have  elapsed  since 
the  next  previous  similar  application  of  the  same  bishop,  then  also  showing  that 
the  deficiency  exists  upon  the  whole  average  net  receipts  of  all  such  years  in 
the  one  case  or  the  other,  we  shall  proceed  duly  to  consider  all  the  claims  upon 
the  monies  hereinbefore  and  in  the  said  secondly-recited  Act  particularly  men- 
tioned, and  if  such  monies  shall  then,  or  if  at  any  future  time  or  times  they  shall, 
upon  like  consideration,  appear  to  us  to  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  we  shall 
supply  such  deficiency,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  circumstances  will  allow,  either 
by  a  payment  or  payments,  out  of  such  monies,  to  such  bishop  or  his  representa- 
tives, as  the  case  may  be,  or  by  allowing  a  deduction  to  be  made  trom  any 
payment  then  due,  or  next  becoming  due  to  us  from  such  bishop,  under  any 
Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council, 

^'  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shaU  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  propcjsing  any  further  or  other  measures 
relating  to  the  matters  aforesaid,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
recited  Acts,  or  any  of  them/' 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same, 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
pursuant  to  the  said  Acts ;  and  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  direct,  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrar 
of  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells.

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the  Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,*'  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  15m  day  of  July,  in  the  yeur 
1846,  in  the  words  following;  that  is  to  say: 

**  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 

gassed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
lajesty's  reign,  intituled,  •  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Bridgwater,  in  the  county  of  Somerset^ 
and  in  the  diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells. 

^'  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion,  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of 
great  extent,  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof 
the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place 
or  places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district 
for  spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawfiil,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  pi"o- 
vided  (that  is  to  say  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of 
the  diocese,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  con- 
stitute a  separate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within 
its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine 
worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same 
Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons 
of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is 
recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in 
order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon 
or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme  sliall  not  be  laid 
before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  tlie  expiration  of  one  calendar  month 
next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such 
incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall,  in  the  meantime,  consent  to  the  same ; 
and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for  con- 
stituting any  such  district  we  shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in  Council  that 
the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  same  Act, 
shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  to  an 
amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  lOOL;  and  also,  if  such  endow- 
ment be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150  /.,  that  the  same  shall  be  increased 
to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall  have 
become  a  new  parish  as  thereinafter  provided  : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Bridgwater  is  of  great  extent,  and  contains 
a  large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  super- 
intendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof;  and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests 
of  religion  that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter  mentioned,  such 
part  not  at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel 
in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate 
district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

"  Now,  therefore  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Honourable  and  Right  Reverend  Richard  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  in 
testimony  whereof  he  has  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of

district  or  new  parish. 

^*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seven  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spi- 
ritual Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  16tn  day  of  July  in  the  year  1846,  in  the 
w'ords  following  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

**  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,*  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district 
for  spiritual  purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Kenwyn,  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  and 
in  the  diocese  of  Exeter. 

"  Whereas,  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shell  be  made  to 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parisnes,  chapelrv  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of 
great  extent,  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof 
the  provision  for  public  worship  and  lor  pastoral  superintendence  >is  insufficient 
for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parpchial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  diocese,  under  liis  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  con- 
stitute  a  separate  district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within 
its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine 
worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same 
Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district 
shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons 
of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is 
recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  tajten,  in 
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order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offer- 
ing or  making  to  us,  or  tb  such  bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or 
to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before 
Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next 
after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incum- 
bent and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is 
by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any 
sucli  district  we  shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in  Council  that  the  minister 
of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  perma- 
nently endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  to  an  amoimt  of  not  less 
than  the  annual  value  of  lOOZ. ;  and  also,  if  such  tndowment  be  of  less  than  the 
annual  value  of  150/.,  that  the  same  shall  be  increased  to  such  last-mentioned 
amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall  have  become  a  new  parish,  as 
thereinafter  provided  : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Kenwyn  is  of  great  extent,  and  contains  a 
large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superin- 
tendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion 
that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  such 
part  not  at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel 
in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  dis- 
trict in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme*  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Kenwyn  described 
in  the  schedule  hereunto  annexed, — all  which  part,  together  with  the  boundaries 
thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also  annexed, — 
shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordingly ;  and  that 
the  same  shall  be  named  ^  The  District  ot  Saint  George,  Kenwyn/ 

'*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
€ach  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  tor  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the 
sum  of  lOOZ. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed 
by  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to 
the  same  Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the 
further  sum  of  30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/. ;  and  that  so  soon  as 
any  church  or  chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us, 
and  consecrated  as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and  service 
of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon 
become,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesias- 
tical purposes,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual 
curate  for  the  time  being  of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150/.;  and  that  the 
said  sum  of  100/.,  130/.,  or  150/.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal 
half-yearly  payments  on  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in

•*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  cootained 
shall  prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating 
to  the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

'^  Whereas  it  was  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful,  by  the 
authority  in  certain  Acts  therein  recited  provided,  that  is  to  say,  by  us  the  said 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  by  a  scheme  or  schemes  prepared  by 
us,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Acts,  and  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council^ 
by  an  Order  or  Orders  ratifying  the  same  according  to  the  like  provisions,  at 
such  time  or  times,  and  from  time  to  time  as  by  such  authority  should  be

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100  Z. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service  according  to  the  same 
Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum 
of  30  /.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130  /. ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
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chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  conse* 
crated  as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service  of  thet

gunider,  in  the  county  of  Brecon,  and  diocese  of  Saint  David^s. 

'^  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of  great 
extent  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the 
provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places, 
or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided  (that  is  to 
say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  district 
accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any'  consecrated 
church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare 
the  name  of  such  district;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of 
any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to 
the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish, 
chapelry  or  district,  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any 
part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons  may 
have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observa- 
tions or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district,  and  that  such 
scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration 
of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  trans- 
mitted, unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime  con- 
sent to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such 
scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  we  shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in 
Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the 
same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act, 
to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100  /.,  and  also,  if  such  endow- 
ment be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150  /.,  that  the  same  shall  be  increased 
to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall  have  be- 
come a  new  parish  as  thereinafter  provided : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  parishes  of  Abenrstruth,  Bedwelty,  Llangattock  and 
Llangunider  are  respectively  of  great  extent,  and  contain  a  large  population,  and 
the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  therein  is 
insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  it  has  been  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  the  par- 
ticular part  of  each  of  such  parishes  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  neither 
of  which  parts  at  present  contains  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel 
in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  together  constituted  a  separate 
district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  vrith  the  consent  of  the 
Bight  Reverend  Edward  Bishop  of  Llandafl^  and  Connop,  Bishop  of  St.  David's 
in  testimony  whereof  they  have  respectively  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that 
all  that  pajrt  of  the  said  parish  of  Aberystruth,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the 
said  parish  of  Bedwelty,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Llangattock, 
and  also  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Llangunider,  described  in  the  schedule 
hereunto  annexed, — all  which  parts,  together  \^ith  the  boundaries  thereof,  are 
delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also  annexed, — shall  be  toge- 
ther constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordingly  ;  and  that  the 
same  shall  be  named  '  The  District  of  Beaufort ;'  and  that  so  much  and  such 
parts  of  the  said  parishes  of  Llangattock  and  Llangunider  as  shall  be  included  in 
and  form  part  of  such  district  shall  be  detached  and  dissevered  from  the  said 
diocese  of  St.  David's  and  the  archdeaconry  of  Brecon,  and  the  same  and  the 
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clergy  and  others  therein  shall  be  released  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  present  and 
every  future  Bishop  of  St.  David*8  and  Archdeacon  of  Brecon,  and  shall,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  become  and  be  permanently  annexed  and  united  to  and 
included  in  and  form  part  of  the  said  diocese  of  Llandaff  and  the  archdeaconry 
of  Monmouth,  as  completely  as  the  other  portion  of  such  district  is  now  part 
thereof;  and  that  the  whole  of  such  district  shall  be  in  the  deanery  of  Aber- 
gavenny : 

'^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each 
and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to  the  same 
Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  fiirther  sum  of 
30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/.  ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  consecrated 
as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  minister 
and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon  become,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  there 
shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate  for  the  time 
being  of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150/. ;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  100/., 
130  X  or  150/.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments, 
on  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year ;  and 
that  the  first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  on  the 
Ist  day  of  May  or  of  November  next  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  license  of 
such  minister  or  of  such  building,  or  of  the  consecration  of  such  church  or  chapel 
as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  ministry  or 
perpetual  curacy  of  such  district  or  new  parish  shall  happen  on  any  other  day 
than  the  1st  day  of  May  or  the  1st  day  of  November,  the  amount  payable  shall 
be  duly  apportioned  between  and  paid  to  the  minister  or  the  perpetual  curate 
making  the  vacancy,  or  his  personal  representative  or  representatives,  and  the 
minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  succeeding  to  such  district  or  new  parish. 

And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament. 

'*  Schedule. 
*'  The  District  of  Beaufort,  being — 

"  All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Aberystruth,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth,  and 
diocese  of  Llandaff,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Bedwelty,  in  the  same 
county  and  diocese,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Llangattock,  in  the 
county  of  Brecon  and  diocese  of  St.  David's,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the  parish 
of  Llangunider,  in  the  last- mentioned  county  and  diocese,  comprised  within  and 
bounded  by  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point  (marked  a  on  the  map  or  plan 
hereunto  annexed)  at  the  Trevil  Af  achine,  in  the  said  parish  of  Llangunider,  and 
thence  extending  eastward  in  a  straight  direction  151  chains  and  80  links,  or 
thereabouts,  crossing  the  boundary  between  the  said  parishes  of  Llangunider  and 
Llangattock  by  Carn  Ivor,  to  a  boundary  stone  (marked  h  as  aforesaid)  situate  at 
a  distance  of  62  chains,  or  thereabouts,  from  the  said  crossing  at  Carn  Ivor;

since  such  draft  was  so  transmitted,  and  no  objections  have  been  made  thereto  : 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is 
pleased  hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same, 
and  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  this  order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
pursuant  to  the  said  Act ;  and  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  respective  registrars 
of  the  dioceses  of  Llandaff  and  St.  David's.

At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  the  1st  day  of  August  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  carry  into  eflect,  with  certain  Modifi- 
cations, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and 
Revenues,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bear- 
ing date  the  29th  day  of  July  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  following ;  that  is 
to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modifications, 
the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Revenues,' 
have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  the  follow- 
ing scheme  for  the  further  endowment  of  the  University  of  Durham  : 

*^  Whereas  it  was  by  the  said  recited  Act  enacted,  that,  so  soon  as  conveniently 
might  be,  and,  by  the  authority  therein  provided,  such  arrangements  should  be  made 
with  respect  to  the  deanery  and  canonries  in  the  cathedral  church  of  Durham  and 
their  revenues  as,  upon  due  inquiry  and  consideration  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  second 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty,  intituled, '  An  Act  to  enable  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Durham  to  appropriate  Part  of  the  Property  of  their  Church  to  the 
Establishment  of  an  University,  in  connexion  therewith,  for  the  Advancement  of 
Learning,'  and  of  the  engagements  entered  into  by  William,  late  Bishop  of  Dur- 
ham, and  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham,  should  be  determined  on,  with  a  view 
to  maintaining  the  said  university  in  a  state  of  respectability  and  efilciency : 

"  And  whereas  by  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date  the  4th  day 
of  June  in  the  year  1841,  ratifying  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  it  was  ordered,  among 
other  things,  that  there  should  be  founded,  in  the  said  university  of  Durham,  18 
fellowships,  in  addition  to  the  six  fellowships  already  founded  therein  by  acts  of 
the  said  dean  and  chapter,  making  24  such  fellowships  in  the  whole ;  and  that, 
of  the  said  18  fellowships,  two  should  be  founded  on  the  29th  day  of  September 
in  the  then  present  year,  and  the  same  number  of  fellowships  on  the  like  day  in 
every  succeeding  year  until  the  year  1849  inclusive :  and  that  there  should  be 
paid  to  each  of  such  24  fellows  the  annual  sum  of  120/.;  and  that  a  further 
annual  sum  of  30/.  should  be  paid  to  each  of  the  senior  clerical  fellows,  to  the 
number  of  10,  who  should  have  entered  into  holy  orders,  so  as  to  entitle  him 
to  hold  his  fellowship  for  the  term  of  10  years: 
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*'  And  it  was  by  the  same  Order  further  ordered,  that,  towards  providing  the 
fund  for  making  such  payment  and  other  payments  therein  mentioned  or  referred 
to,  all  the  estate  and  interest  then  vested  in  us  in  all  the  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  formerly  assigned  to  the  dean  of  the  said  cathedral  church  and  to 
the  canon  of  the  eleventh  canonry  founded  therein  (excepting  certain  tithes  in 
the  same  order  specified)  should  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  warden, 
masters  and  scholars  of  the  said  university ;  and  that  whenever  it  should  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  by  the  said  warden,  masters  and  scholars,  that,  by  reason  of  the 
foundation  of  such  additional  fellowships  in  successive  years  as  aforesaid,  the 
proceeds  annually  accruing  to  them  from  the  said  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments would  be  insufficient  for  defraying  all  the  stipends,  salaries  and  other 
payments  charged  thereon,  we  might  propose  the  granting  of  such  additional 
endowment  to  the  said  university  as  might  thereupon  appear  to  be  necessary  for 
making  up  this  deficiency,  either  by  transferring  the  estate  and  interest  in  any 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  then  belonging  to  any  of  the  canonries  in  the 
said  church  which  might  become  vested  in  us,  or  by  payments  to  be  made  by 
us  out  of  any  monies  accruing  to  us  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of  any  such 
canonries : 

"  And  whereas,  it  having  been  made  to  appear  to  us  by  the  said  warden, 
matters  and  scholars  of  the  said  university,  that,  by  reason  of  the  foundation  of 
such  fellowships  as  aforesaid,  the  proceeds  annually  accruing  to  them  from  the 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  so  vested  in  them  were  insufliicient  to  defray 
the  payments  charged  thereon  for  the  year  1845,  and  that  a  fiirther  sum  would 
be  required  to  make  up  the  growing  deficiency  in  each  and  every  year  until  the 
year  1849  inclusive,  it  was  ordered  by  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council, 
bearing  date  the  8th  day  of  August  in  the  year  1 845,  ratifying  a  scheme  prepared  by 
us,  that,  for  or  towards  supplying  such  deficiency,  and  until  further  and  other 
arrangements  for  endowing  the  said  university  should  have  been  recommended  and 
proposed  by  us  and  ratified  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  there  should  be  paid  by 
us  (in  respect  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tithes  so  excepted  as  aforesaid  in  the  Order 
of  the  4th  day  of  June,  in  the  year  1841)  to  the  said  warden,  masters  and  scholars, 
certain  annual  sums  in  the  said  Order  now  in  recital  specified,  on  the  29th  day  of 
September  in  each  year,  from  the  year  1845  to  the  year  1849  inclusive ;  and 
that,  until  such  further  arrangements  as  aforesaid  should  be  made,  the  sum  of 
1,052/.  3^.  should  continue  to  be  so  paid  by  us  on  the  said  29th  day  of 
September  in  every  successive  year,  provided  that  the  said  warden,  masters  and 
scholars  should  not  be  entitled  to  receive  such  several  additional  payments,  or 
any  or  either  of  the  same,  unless  the  several  additional  fellowships  in  the  said 
first-recited  Order  mentioned  should  be  duly  founded  in  the  respective  successive 
years,  in  confonnity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Order: 

"  And  whereas  the  canonry  in  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Durham,  com- 
monly distinguished  as  the  first  canonry,  was  vacated  on  the  25th  day  of  March 
lafit,  by  the  death  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Gisbome,  Master  of  Arts ;  and  all  the 
estate  and  interest  which  the  successor  of  the  said  Thomas  Gisbome  as  such 
canon  (if  a  successor  had  been  appointed)  would  have  had  in  the  lands,  tene*^ 
ments,  and  hereditaments  lately  held  with  such  canonry,  have,  by  reason  of  such 
vacancy,  become  and  now  are  vested  in  us : 

**  And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  by  the  said  warden,  masters, 
and  scholars  of  the  university  of  Durham  that,  by  reason  of  the  foundation  of 
such  additional  fellowships  in  successive  years,  and  the  gradual  increase  in  the 
number  of  senior  clerical  fellows  entitled  to  the  additional  stipend  as  hereinbefore 
recited,  the  proceeds  annually  accruing  from  the  said  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  will,  notwithstanding  the  money  payments  by  the  said  last-recited 
Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council  directed  to  be  made  by  us,  still  be  insufficient^ 
more  especially  from  and  after  the  said  29th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  1849 
for  defraying  all  the  stipends,  salaries  and  other  payments  charged  thereon : 

*'  Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  after  due  inquiry 
and  consideration  of  the  aforesaid  Act  so  passed  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of 
his  late  Majesty,  and  of  the  engagements  entered  into  by  William  late  Bishop 
of  Durham  and  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham,  we  do  humbly  recommend 
and  propose,  with  a  view  to  maintaining  the  said  university  in  a  state  of  respec- 
tability and  efficiency,  that,  in  addition  to  the  arrangements  made  by  the  herein- 
before-recited Orders  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  all  the  estate  and  interest 
now  vested  in  us  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  in  the  lands; 
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tenements  and  hereditaments  formerly  assigned  to  the  canon  of  the  said  first 
canonry  in  the  said  cathedral  church  of  Durham,  shall  be  transferred  to  and 
become  and  be  vested  in  the  warden,  masters  and  scholars  of  the  said  university 
of  Durham  and  their  successors  for  ever. 

•*  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
endowment  of  the  said  university  of  Durham  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Acts,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.** 

And  whereas  notice  of  the  said  scheme  has  been  duly  given  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  cathedral  church  of  Durham,  and  to  the  warden,  masters  and 
scholars  of  the  said  university,  and  no  objection  has  been  made  thereto: 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every 
part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the  time  when 
this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act ;  and  Her  Majesty  by  and  with  the  hke  advice,  is  pleased  hereby  to 
direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrar  of  the  diocese  of 
Durham.

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of

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"  And  whereas  a  sum  of  3,000 Z.  has  been  contributed  and  deposited  with  us  by 
John  Hollings,  of  Mauningham,  esq.,  upon  trust,  towards  providing  a  church  or 
chapel  within  the  district  herein  recommended  to  be  constituted  for  the  use  and 
service  of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  a  permanent  fund  to  be 
applied  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  to  us  to  be  expedient  for  the  repairs  and 
maintenance  of  the  fabric  of  such  church  or  chapel ;  and  it  has  been  proposed  to

At  the  Court  at  Osborne  House,  Isle  of  Wight,  the  27th  day  of  August  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  CouncU. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  12th  day  of  August  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual  Care 
of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in 
Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Doncaster,  in  the  county  and  diocese  of  York  : 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of  great 
extent  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the 
provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for 
the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereoti  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or

declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the 
draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  trans* 
mitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of 
any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district, 
or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  ot 
patrons,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop, 
any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and 
that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  A^ajesty  in  Council  until  after  the 
expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Right  Honourable  and  Most  Reverend  Edward  Archbishop  of  York,  in 
testimony  whereof  he  has  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the 
said  parish  of  Doncaster  described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which 
part,  together  with  the  boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  on  the  map 
or  plan  hereunto  also  annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes  accordingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  Balby 
with  Hexthorpe.'

Your  Majesty  in  Council  certain  schemes  for  charging  upon  the  Archbishops  of 
Canterbury  and  York  and  the  Bishop  of  London  the  payment  to  us,  towards  the 
augmentation  of  the  incomes  of  the  smaller  bishopricks,«of  the  fixed  annual  sums 
respectively  set  against  the  names  of  their  several  sees  in  the  third  column  of  the 
schedule  hereunto  annexed,  so  as  to  leave  to  the  said  archbishops  and  bishop 
respectively  the  average  annual  incomes  mentioned  in  the  second  column  of  the 
same  schedule,  as  suitable  to  the  circumstances  of  their  several  sees, — and  for  grant- 
ing  to  the  Bishops  of  Chester,  Chichester,  Lichfield  and  Lincoln,  out  of  the  sums 
receivable  by  us  from  the  larger  sees,  the  fixed  annual  sums  respectively  set  against 
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the  names  of  their  several  sees  in  the  said  third  column  of  the  same  schedule,  so 
as  to  raise  the  average  annual  incomes  of  the  said  four  last-mentioned  bishops  to 
the  amounts  mentioned  in  the  said  second  column  of  the  same  schedule,  as  suit- 
able to  the  circumstances  of  their  several  sees  ;  and  the  said  schemes  were  ratified 
by  Orders  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date  respectively  the  21st  day  of 
June,  the  12th  day  of  July  and  the  21st  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1837,  and  the 
4th  day  of  April  in  the  year  1838 ;  and  such  Orders  were  duly  registered  and 
gazetted : 

**  And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  further  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  we  did, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  seven  years,  reckoning  from  the  1st  day  of  January 
in  the  year  1837,  obtain  new  returns  of  the  revenues  of  all  the  said  sees ;  and  it 
appears  upon  such  returns  that,  in  order  to  preserve  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the 
said  archbishops  and  bishops  respectively  the  average  annual  amounts  of  income 
so  named  in  the  said  second  column,  the  annual  payments  aforesaid  ought  to  be 
revised  and  altered  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned : 

**  We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose  that,  from  and  after  the  next 
avoidance  of  the  said  sees  respectively,  the  sums  payable  to  or  by  us,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall,  subject  (except  as  to  the  amount  of  such  sums)  to  all  the  provisions 
of  the  said  four  several  Orders  in  Council  respectively,  be  the  several  sums  respec- 
tively mentioned  in  the  fourth  column  of  the  same  schedule. 

'*  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  same  Act  enacted,  that  it  should  be  competent 
to  us  to  propose,  in  any  scheme  prepared  and  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
under  the  provisions  thereof,  that  all  parishes,  churches  or  chapels  locally  situate 
in  any  diocese,  but  subject  to  any  peculiar  jurisdiction  other  than  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  the  same  were  locally  situate,  should  be  only 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  the  same  were 
locally  situate : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  last-mentioned  provision  has  already  been  duly  carried 
into  effect  so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  dioceses  of  Canterbury,  London,  Chichester 
and  Lincoln  ;  and  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient  to  carry  the  same  provision 
into  eflfect  so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  other  dioceses  herein  mentioned  : 

**  We,  therefore,  further  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right 
Honourable  and  Most  Reverend  Edward  Archbishop  of  York,  and  of  the  Right 
Reverend  John  Bird  Bishop  of  Chester,  testified  under  their  hands  and  seals 
respectively,  that,  upon  and  after  the  1st  day  of  October  now  next  ensm'ng,  all 
parishes  and  places  locally  situate  within  the  limits  of  the  said  several  dioceses  of 
York,  Chester  and  Lichfield,  and  of  the  several  archdeaconries  thereof  respectively, 
and  all  churches  and  chapels,  and  the  whole  clergy  and  others  Your  Majesty^s 
subjects,  locally  situate  within  the  limits  of  such  parishes  and  places  respectively, 
shall,  notwithstanding  any  peculiar  or  other  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  or  exemp- 
tion from  jurisdiction  which  any  of  such  parishes,  places,  churches,  chapels  or 
clergy  may  now  possess  or  be  subject  to,  or  claim  to  posst  ss  or  be  subject  to,  be 
respectively  under  and  subject  only  to  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  bishops 
of  the  said  several  dioceses  and  the  archdeacons  of  the  several  archdeaconries  of 
such  several  dioceses  within  the  limits  of  which  several  dioceses  and  archdeacon- 
ries they  shall  respectively  be  so  locally  situate ;  except  that  the  cathedral  churches 
of  and  within  the  said  several  dioceses  and  the  collegiate  church  of  Manchester 
shall  respectively  remain  and  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  visitation,  if  any, 
to  which  they  are  now  by  law  respectively  subject,  and  to  none  other ;  and  we 
further  recommend  and  propose  that,  with  the  like  exceptions,  all  and  each  of 
such  parishes,  places,  churches  and  chapels  so  possessing  or  being  subject  to  or 
claiming  to  possess  or  be  subject  to  any  such  peculiar  jurisdiction  or  exemption 
from  jurisdiction,  and  all  other  parishes,  places,  churches  and  chapels  locally  situate 
within  the  said  several  dioceses  shall  severally  and  respectively  be  included  in  and 
form  part  of  the  several  dioceses,  and  archdeaconries  within  the  limits  of  which 
they  shall  respectively  be  so  locally  situate. 

**  And  we  ftirther  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

At  the  Court  at  Osborne  House,  Isle  of  Wight,  the  27th  day  of  August  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  21st  day  of  August  1846,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say : 

**  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  iu  Coimcil,  the  follovring  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiiitual  purposes  out  of  the  parish  of  Rochdale,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and 
in  the  diocese  of  Chester. 

<<  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts 
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the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or 
places,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided 
(that  is  to  say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty 
in  Council  ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese, 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate 
district  accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  con- 
secrated church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and 
declare  the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the 
draft  of  any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  shall  be  delivered  or 
transmitted  to  the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel 
of  any  parish,  chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such 
district,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent, 
patron  or  patrons  may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such 
bishop,  any  observations  or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district; 
and  that  such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after 
the  expiration  of  One  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so 
delivered  or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the 
meantime  consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in 
every  such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  we  shall  recommend  to  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according 
to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same 
Act,  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100/. ;  and  also,  if  such 
endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150/.,  that  the  same  shall  be 
increased  to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall 
have  become  a  new  parish  as  thereinafter  provided  : 

^*  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Rochdale  is  of  great  extent,  and  contains  a 
large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superin- 
tendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof ; 
and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of 
religion  that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafi;er  mentioned  and  described, 
such  part  not  at  present  containing  vrithin  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or 
chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate 
district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  John  Bird  Bishop  of  Chester,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Rochdale, 
described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed, — all  which  part,  together  with  the 
boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto 
also  annexed, — shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accord- 
ingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  Healey.' 

'*  And  we  ftirther  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the  bishop 
of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to  the  same  Act,  there 
shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum  of  30/.,  making 
in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/. ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or  chapel  within 
such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  consecrated  as  the  church 
or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  minister  and  inhabitants

*'  The  district  of  Healey,  being — 

^^  All  that  part  of  the  township  of  Spotland,  in  the  parish  of  Rochdale,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  in  the  diocese  of  Chester,  comprising  the  entire  hamlet  of 
Healey,  and  such  portions  of  the  hamlet  or  reputed  hamlet  of  Catley-lane,  in  the 
hamlet  of  Spotland  Farther  Side,  in  the  same  township,  as  are  situate  on  the 
eastern  and  south-eastern  side  of  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point 
(marked  a  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed)  on  the  boundary  between  the 
said  hamlet  or  reputed  hamlet  of  Catley*lane  and  the  hamlet  of  Whitworth  Lower 
End,  and  in  the  middle  of  a  certain  occupation-road  leading  from  Higher  Bagden

*'  And  whereas  the  said  districts  of  Pitsmoor  and  Wicker  were  duly  constituted 
out  of  the  chapelry  of  Attercliffe,  in  the  parish  of  Sheffield,  in  the  said  county  and 
diocese  of  York,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  byaschemJE) 
prepared  by  us,  and  ratified  by  an  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date 
the  8th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1845,  and  since  duly  gazetted : 

**  And  whereas  it  has  since  been  represented  to  us,  and  appears  to  us  to  be 
expedient  that  the  bounds  of  such  districts  should  be  altered  in  the  manner  herein- 
after mentioned : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Honourable  and  Most  Reverend  Edward  Archbishop  of  York,  jn  testimony 
whereof  he  has  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  the  imaginary  line  forming 
the  botmdary  between  the  said  districts  of  Pitsmoor  and  Wicker  shall  be  altered  as 
follows ;  that  is  to  say,  instead  of  extending  along  the  whole  length  of  Rock-

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  did,  in  pursuance 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
years  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision 
for  the  Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  prepare  and  lay  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  22d  day  of  December  now  last

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
his  late  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for  carrying  into  effect  the  Reports  of 
the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  state  of  the  Established  Church  in 
England  and  Wales  with  reference  to  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues  and  Patronage,"  duly  prepared 
and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  29th  day  of 
April  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  following;  that  is  to  say :

^^  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  same  Act  enacted,  that  it  should  be  competent  to 
us  to  propose,  in  any  scheme  prepared  and  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
under  the  provisions  thereof,  that  all  parishes,  churches  or  chapelries  locally 
situate  in  any  diocese,  but  subject  to  any  peculiar  jurisdiction  other  than  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  the  same  were  locally  situate, 
should  be  only  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which 
the  same  were  locally  situate : 

"  And  whereas  by  an  Order  of  his  said  late  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date  the 
5th  day  of  October  in  the  year  1836,  and  duly  registered  and  gazetted,  it  was  pro-

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  it  be  declared  and 
provided,  that  the  whole  of  the  said  parish  of  Hungerford,  and  the  clergy  and 
others  therein,  are  and  shall  be  in  the  diocese  of  Oxford  and  archdeaconry  of 
Berks,  and  subject  only  to  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  Oxford 
and  the  Archdeacon  of  Berks  for  the  time  being ;  and  that  the  whole  of  the  said 
parish  of  Chiltpn  Folliatt,  and  the  clergy  and  others  therein,  are  and  shall  be  in 
the  diocese  of  Salisbury  and  archdeaconry  of  Wilts,  and  subject  only  to  the 
jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  Salisbury  and  the  Archdeacon  of  Wilts 
for  the  time  being. 

**  And  we  further  reconunend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the  Right 
honourable  and  most  Reverend  William  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  peculiar  jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  and  over 
certain  parishes  and  places  locally  situate  within  the  said  diocese  of  Oxford,  and 
of  the  Right  honourable  and  Right  Reverend  Charles  James  Bishop  of  London, 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishof)  of  London  and  the  Archdeacon 
of  St.  Alban  8  in  and  over  certain  parishes  and  places  locally  situate  within  the 
said  county  of  Buckingham,  which  consents  are  testified  by  their  having  respec-

several  archdeaconries  thereof  respectively,  and  all  churches  and  chapels,  and  the 
whole  clergy  and  others  Your  Majesty's  subjects,  locally  situate  within  the  limitd 
of  such  parishes  and  places  respectively,  shall,  notwithstanding  any  peculiar  or 
other  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  or  exemption  from  jurisdiction  which  any  of  such 
parishes,  places,  churches,  chapels  or  clergy  may  now  possess  or  be  subject  to,  or 
claim  to  possess  or  be  subject  to,  be  respectively  under  and  subject  only  to  the 
jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  bishops  of  the  said  two  several  dioceses  and  the 
archdeacons  of  the  several  archdeaconries  of  such  several  dioceses  within  the  limits 
of  which  several  dioceses  and  archdeaconries  they  shall  respectively  be  so  locally 
situate;  except  that  the  cathedral  churches  of  and  within  the  said  several 
dioceses,  and  the  royal  residence  and  Your  Majesty's  free  chapel  of  Saint  Greorge 
within  Your  Majesty's  Castle  of  Windsor,  shall  respectively  remain  and  be  sub' 
ject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  visitation  (if  any)  to  which  they  are  now  bylaw 
respectively  sul^ect,  and  to  none  other ;  and  we  further  reconmiend  and  propose, 
that,  with  the  like  exceptions,  all  and  each  of  such  parishes,  places,  churches  and 
chapels  so  possessing  or  being  subject  to,  or  claiming  to  possess  or  be  subject  to, 
any  such  peculiar  jurisdiction  or  exemption  from  jurisdiction^  and  all  other 
parishes,  places,  churches  and  chapels  locally  situate  within  the   said   several 
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dioceses,  shall  severally  aud  respectively  be  included  in  and  form  part  of  the 
dioceses  and  archdeaconries  respectively  within  the  limits  of  which  they  shall 
respectively  be  so  locally  situate  ;  provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  in  any  manner  prejudice  or  affect  any  rights,  privileges  or  exemptions  of  the 
University  of  Oxford,  or  of  any  college  or  hall  thereof,  except  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  exercise  of  any  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  by  any  such  college  or  ball  or  the 
head  thereof,  over  any  parish  or  the  churches  or  chapels  of  such  parish,  or  the 
clergy  or  others  within  the  same  ;  provided  also,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  deprive  the  collegiate  church  and  parish  of  Eton  of  their  present  exemption 
(if  any)  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament." 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council  ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every 
part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the  time  when 
this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette ;  and  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby  to  direct  that  this  Order 
be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrars  of  the  several  registries  of  the  dioceses  of 
Canterbury,  London,  Lincoln,  (.Jxford  and  Salisbury.

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pui-suance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *'  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  21st  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes  out  of  the  district  parish  of  Longton,  in  the  parish  of  Stoke- 
upon-Trent,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Lichfield : 

*'  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts  of 
any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts  of  great  extent, 
and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the  provision,  for 
public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  pur- 
poses, it  shall  be  lawfiil,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided  (that  is  to  say, 
by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council  rati- 
fying such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  his  hand 
aiid  seal»  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  distrfct 
accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church 
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or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare  the  name 
of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of  any  scheme 
for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the  incimibent, 
and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish,  chapelry  or 
district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any  part  thereof, 
should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons,  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  observations  or 
objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that  such  scheme 
shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the  expiration  of 
one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered  or  trans- 
mitted, unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  meantime 
consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every  such 
scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  we  shall  recommend  to  Your  Majesty  in 
Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the 
same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act, 
to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100  /• ;  and  also,  if  such  endow- 
ment be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150  /.,  that  the  same  shall  be  increased 
to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall  have 
become  a  new  parish  as  thereinafter  provided : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  district  parish  of  Longton  is  of  great  extent,  and  con- 
tains a  large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  super- 
intendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion 
that  the  particular  part  of  such  district  parish  hereinafter  mentioned,  such  part 
not  at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in 
use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  in 
manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

^'  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Right  Reverend  John  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed  and 
sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  district  parish  of  Longton, 
described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  all  which  part,  together  with  the 
boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also 
annexed,  shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordingly; 
and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  ^  The  District  of  Edensor.' 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  -district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum 
of  100/. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to  the  same 
Act,  the  further  sum  of  30/.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130  /. ;  and  that  so 
soon  as  any  church  or  chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by 
us,  and  consecrated  as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district  for  the  use  and  service 
of  the  minister  and  inhabitants  thereof^  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon 
become,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical 
purposes,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate 
for  the  time  being  of  such  new  parish  the  sum  of  150  /. ;  and  that  the  said  sum 
of  100/.,  130/.  or  150/.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid,  by  equal  half-yearly 
payments,  on  the  Ist  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  and  every 
year ;  and  that  the  first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall  be 
made  on  the  1st  day  of  May  or  of  November  next  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the 
license  of  such  minister  or  of  such  building,  or  of  the  consecration  of  such  church  or 
chapel  as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  ministry  or 
perpetual  curacy  of  such  district  or  new  parish  shall  happen  on  any  other  day  than 
the  1st  day  of  May  or  the  1st  day  of  November,  the  amount  payable  shall  be  duly 
apportioned  between  and  paid  to  the  minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  making  the 
vacancy,  or  his  personal  representative  or  representatives,  and  the  minister  or  the 
perpetual  curate  succeeding  to  such  district  or  new  parish. 

**  And  we  fturther  recommejqd  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
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"  Schedule. 

"  The  District  of  Edensor,  being — 

"  All  that  part  of  the  township  of  Longton,  in  the  parish  of  Stoke-upou-Trent, 
in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Lichfield,  situate  on  the  western 
side  of  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point  (marked  a  on  the  map  or  plan 
hereunto  annexed),  on  the  northern  boundary  of  such  township  and  in  the  middle 
of  the  Stoke  and  Lane  End  Railway,  and  thence,  extending  southward,  along  the 
middle  of  such  railway,  as  far  as  Bridge-street,  and  thence  eastward,  along  the 
middle  of  such  street  and  of  Gold-street,  as  far  as  the  middle  of  Stafford-street,

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuan<ie 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years 
of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the 
state  of  the  Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Ecclesi- 
astical Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues 
and  Patronage,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme^ 
bearing  date  the  4th  day  of  November,  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  follovnng;

due  inquiry  and  consideration  be  determined  on,  so  as  to  leave  as  an  average  annual 
income  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  15,000/.,  to  the  Archbishop  of  York 
10,000^.,  to  the  Bishop  of  London  10,000  /.,  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  8,000  /.,  to 
the  Bishop  of  Winchester  7,000/.,  to  the  Bishop  of  Ely  5,500/.,  to  the  Bishop  of 
Saint  Asaph  and  Bangor  5,200  /.,  and  to  the  Bishop  of  Worcester  and  Bath  and 
Wells,  respectively,  5,000/.,  and  that  out  of  the  fond  thus  accruing  fixed  annual 
payments  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  in  such  instances  and  to  such  amount  as 
should  be  in  like  manner  determined  on,  so  that  the  average  annual  incomes  of  the 
other  bishops  respectively  be  not  less  than  4,000  /.,  nor  more  than  5,000  /. 

^^  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  same  Act,  amongst  other  things,  enacted,  that  we 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prepare  and  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  such 
schemes  as  shall  appear  to  us  to  be  best  adapted  for  carrying  into  effect  the  therein- 
before recited  recommendations,  and  shall  in  such  schemes  recommend  and  propose 
such  measures  as  may  upon  further  inquiry,  which  we  are  thereby  authorized  to 
make,  appear  to  us  to  be  necessary  for  carrying  such  recommendations  into  foil 
and  perfect  effect : 

"  And  whereas  the  see  of  St.  Asaph  became  vacant  on  the  13th  day*  of  Sep- 
tember now  last  past,  and  the  provision  for  uniting  the  said  two  sees  not  having 
yet  come  into  operation.  Her  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  nominate  a 
bishop  to  succeed  to  the  said  vacant  see,  but  his  appointment  thereto  is  not  yet 
completed :

payment  shall  be  apportioned  and  paid  between  and  by  the  bishop  making  the 
vacancy,  or  his  representatives,  and  the  bishop  succeeding  to  the  said  see.

should  be  only  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  the 
same  were  locally  situate : 

"  We,  therefore,  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  whole  of  the  said 
deanry  of  Bridgnorth  shall  be  included  in  and  form  part  of  the  diocese  of  Hereford, 
and  of  the  archdeaconry  of  Salop  in  the  same  diocese,  and  that  the  whole  clergy 
and  others  Your  Majesty's  subjects  within  the  limits  of  the  said  deanry  shall  be 
under  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  bishop  of  Hereford,  and 
the  archdeacon  of  the  same  archdeaconry  of  Salop,  for  the  time  being. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that,  upon  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  all  parishes  and 
places  then  locally  situate  within  the  limits  of  the  said  diocese  of  Hereford,  and 
of  the  several  archdeaconries  thereof  respectively,  and  all  churches  and  chapels, 
and  the  whole  clergy  and  others  Your  Majesty's  subjects,  locally  situate  within 
the  limits  of  such  parishes  and  places  respectively,  shall,  notwithstanding  any 
peculiar  or  other  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  or  exemption  from  jurisdiction  which 
any  of  such  parishes,  places,  churches,  chapels  or  clergy  may  possess  or  be  subject 
to,  or  claim  to  possess  or  be  subject  to,  be  respectively  under  and  subject  only  to 
the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  bishop  of  Hereford,  and  of  the  archdeacons  of 
the  several  archdeaconries  of  the  said  diocese  of  Hereford  within  the  limits  of 
which  they  shall  respectively  be  so  locally  situate,  except  the  cathedral  church  of 
Hereford,  which  shall  remain  and  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  visitation  to 
which  the  same  is  now  by  law  subject,  and  to  none  other ;  and  we  further  recom- 
mend and  propose  that,  with  the  like  exception,  all  and  each  of  such  parishes, 
places,  churches  and  chapels,  so  possessing  or  being  subject  to,  or  claiming  to 
possess  or  be  subject  to,  any  such  peculiar  jurisdiction  or  exemption  from  juris-

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whbreas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seveth  years  of 
the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  *'  An  Act  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the 
State  of  the  Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Eccle- 
siastical Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Re- 
venues and  Patronage,"  duly  prepared  and  Jaid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a 
scheme,  bearing  date  the  16th  day  of  December,  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words 
and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say  : 

•'  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  the 
reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  intituled,  *  An  Act  for  car- 
rying into  effect  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the  State 
of  the  Established  Church  in  England  and  Wales,  with  reference  to  Ecclesiastical 
Duties  and  Revenues,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Episcopal  Dioceses,  Revenues  and 
Patronage,'  have  prepared,  and  now. humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council, 
the  following  scheme  relating  to  the  revenues  of  the  Bishops  of  Durham,  Carlisle, 
Saint  David's  and  Hereford. 

"  Whereas,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  we  prepared  and  laid  before 
your  Majesty  in  Council,  certain  schemes  for  the  several  purposes  of  charging 
upon  the  Bishop  of  Durham  the  payment  to  us,  towards  the  augmentation  of  the 
smaller  bishopricks,  of  the  annual  sum  set  against  the  name  of  the  said  see  in  the 
third  column  of  the  Scliedule  hereunto  annexed,  so  as  to  leave  to  the  said  Bishop 
the  average  annual  income  fixed  by  the  said  recited  Act,  and  mentioned  in  the 
second  column  of  the  same  Schedule ;  and  of  granting  to  the  Bishops  of  Carlisle, 
Saint  David's  and  Hereford,  out  of  the  sums  receivable  by  us  from  the  larger  sees, 
the  annual  sums  respectively  set  against  the  names  of  their  several  sees  in  the 
same  third  column,  so  as  to  raise  the  average  annual  incomes  of  the  said  three 
last-mentioned  Bishops  to  the  amounts  mentioned  in  the  same  second  column ; 
and  the  said  schemes  were  ratified  by  Orders  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing 
date  respectively  the  22d  day  of  December  1836,  the  21st  day  of  August  1837, 
and  the  12th  day  of  December  1838,  and  such  orders  were  duly  registered  and 
gazetted. 
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"  And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  further  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  we  did, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  seven  years,  reckoning  from  the  Ist  day  of  January 
1837,  obtain  new  returns  of  the  revenues  of  all  the  said  sees;  and  it  appears  upon 
such  returns,  that,  in  order  to  preserve  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  said  Bishops 
respectively  the  average  annual  incomes  so  determined,  in  the  first  instance,  to  be 
suitable  to  the  circumstances  of  their  respective  sees,  the  annual  payments  afore- 
said ought  to  be  revised  and  altered  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

**  We  therefore  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that  from  and  after  the  next 
avoidance  of  the  said  sees  respectively,  the  sum  payable  to  us  by  the  Bishop  of 
Durham,  and  in  the  cases  of  the  three  other  several  sees,  the  sums  payable  by  us 
to  the  respective  Bishops  thereof,  shall,  subject  (except  as  to  the  amount  of  such 
sums),  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  said  three  Orders  in  Council  respectively,  be  the 
several  sums  mentioned  in  the  fourth  column  of  the  same  Schedule :  Provided 
always,  and  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  That  if  a  vacancy  of  the  see  of 
Hereford  shall  happen  before  the  mortgage  debt  due  from  the  Bishop  of  Hereford 
for  money  duly  borrowed  by  the  present  Bishop  of  Hereford  from  the  Governors 
of  the  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne,  in  the  year  1839,  for  rebuilding  the  episcopal 
palace  at  Hereford,  shall  be  fully  paid  off,  then  so  long  as  the  annual  sums  in 
respect  thereof,  both  principal  and  interest,  shall  continue  payable,  the  amount 
thereof  due  in  each  year  shall  be  added  to  the  sum  which  we  hereby  recommend 
and  propose  to  be  payable  from  us  to  the  said  Bishop. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Paihament.

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Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  carry  into  effect,  with  certain  Modifi- 
cations, the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Ecclesiastical  Duties  and  Reve- 
nues," duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing 
date  the  second  day  of  December,  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words  following;

"  And  whereas  the  said  sum  of  180  /.  was  calculated  and  fixed,  upon  our  being 
satisfied  that  the  then  existing  average  annual  income  of  the  said  archdeaconry  of 
St.  Alban's  was  20  /. : 

"  And  whereas  by  another  Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  bearing  date  the 
8th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1845,  ratifying  another  scheme  laid  by  us  before 
Your  Majesty  in  Council,  on  the  same  day,  which  Order  has  also  been  duly 
gazetted,  it  was  provided  that,  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  January  in  this 
present  year,  certain  parts  of  the  archdeaconry  of  Huntingdon  should  become 
and  be  transferred  to  and  should  form  part  of  the  said  archdeaconry  of  Saint 
Albans : 

"  And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us,  that  the  fees  and  emoluments 
accruing  to  the  archdeacon  for  the  time  being,  within,  from  and  in  respect  of  the 
parts  so  transferred,  amount  to  the  average  annual  sum  of  36/.,  by  which  amount 
the  average  annual  income  of  the  archdeacon  of  Saint  Alban's  is  increased  and  that 
of  the  archdeacon  of  Huntingdon  is  diminished,  while  the  latter  is  left  subject  to 
the  same  amount  of  payments  as  heretofore : 

'*  And  whereas  a  vacancy  has  recently  occurred  in  the  said  archdeaconry  of 
St.  Alban's,  and  a  new  archdeacon  has  been  collated  thereto : 

**  And  whereas  it  appears  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Act,  that  the  annual  sum  so  as  aforesaid  directed  to  be  paid 
by  us  should  be  reduced  by  the  amount  aforesaid,  and  that  an  annual  sum  to  the 
like  amount  should  be  paid  to  the  present  archdeacon  of  Huntingdon : 

**  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  said  archdeacon  of  Saint 
Alban's,  testified  by  his  having  signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  recommend  and 
propose  that,  notwithstanding  any  thing  in  the  said  first-mentioned  Order  con- 
tained, the  annual  sum  to  be  hereafter  paid  by  us  to  the  present  and  each  future 
archdeacon  of  St.  Alban's,  shall  be  144  /.  only  ;  and  that  the  fixed  annual  sum  of 
36  /.  shall  be  paid  by  us  to  the  Venerable  John  Banks  Hollingworth,  now  Arch- 
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deafcon  of  Huntingdon,  as  compensation  for  such  diminution  of  income  as  aforesaid 
so  long  as  he  shall  remain  such  archdeacon,  but  not  to  any  future  archdeacon  of 
Huntingdon. 

"And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
affect  the  provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Order  in  any  other  manner  than  is 
herein  particularly  mentioned. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.'' 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every

**  Whereas  it  was  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  in  the  chapter  of  the  cathedral 
church  of  Worcester,  amongst  others,  six  canonries  should  be  suspended  in  the 
order  therein  mentioned,  so  as  to  reduce  the  number  of  canons  in  the  said  church 
to  four: 

**  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  same  Act  enacted,  that  in  every  cathedral  chapter 
wherein  there  existed  any  statute  or  custom  for  assigning  to  the  dean  or  to  any 
canon  any  land,  tithes,  or  other  hereditament,  in  addition  to  his  share  of  the  cor- 
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Hught  be  reserved  to  such  church,  or  permanently  annexed  to  such  residentiary 
house,  by  the  authority  in  the  said  Act  provided : 

"  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  same  Act  further  enacted,  that  all  the  estate  and 
interest,  if  any,  which  the  successor  to  any  suspended  canonry,  if  a  successor  had 
been  appointed,  and  which  the  holder  of  any  deanery  or  canonry  not  suspended, 
and  his  successors  had  or  would  have  had,  in  any  lands,  tithes,  and  other  heredita- 
ments, held  or  enjoyed  with  such  deanery,  or  any  such  canonry  (except  any  right 
of  patronage),  or  whereof  the  rents  and  profits  had  been  usually  taken  and  enjoyed 
by  the  holder  of  such  deanery,  or  such  canonry  (whether  suspended  or  not  sus- 
pended), as  such  bolder  separately  and  in  addition  to  bis  share  of  the  corporate 
revenues  of  such  chapter  should,  without  any  conveyance  or  assurance  in  the  law 
other  than  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  accrue  to  and  be  vested  absolutely  in 
us  and  our  successors,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Act  : 

"  And  whereas  it  was  by  the  same  Act  further  enacted,  that  by  the  like  autho- 
rity, and  for  the  purpose  of  fully  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
same  Act,  any  arrangement  might  iVom  time  to  time  be  made,  with  the  consent 
in  writing,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  any  chapter,  for  substituting  in  any  case  any 
lands  or  other  hereditaments  for  any  money  payment. 

**  And  whereas,  under  and  by  virtue  of  certain  statutes  or  acts  of  chapter  of  the 
said  cathedral  church  of  Worcester,  bearing  date  in  the  year  1621,  certain  lands 
then  forming  part  of  the  corporate  property  of  the  said  cathedral  church,  were 
divided  into  several  portions,  and  such  portions  have  ever  since  been  held  and 
enjoyed,  or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  have  been  received  in  severalty  by  the 
dean  and  respective  canons  of  the  said  cathedral  church  : 

"  And  whereas,  by  reason  of  the  vacancies  which  have  already  occurred  in  the 
deanery  and  among  the  canonries  of  the  said  church,  several  of  such  portions  have 
already  become  vested  in  us,  and  the  remainder  would,  as  other  vacancies  shall 
occur,  also  become  so  vested,

County  of  Worcester,'  one  of  such  portions  of  land,  namely,  the  portion  held  with 
the  third  canonry  in  the  said  cathedral  church,  was  duly  sold  and  conveyed  to 
the  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  said  Act,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
thereof  were  duly  invested  in  the  sum  of  1,478/.  15^  Three  Pounds  per  Centum 
Consolidated  Bank  Annuities,  which  sum  of  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  books  of 
the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  name  of  the  Accoun- 
tant-general of  the  Court  of  Chancery  to  the  account  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  gf 
Worcester,  ex-parte  the  Commissioners  for  the  Improvement  of  the  River  Severn, 
and  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  are  received  by  the  Honourable  and 
Reverend  James  Somers  Cocks,  the  present  canon  of  the  said  third  canonry : 

**  And  whei^eas,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  58th  year  of 
the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled,  *  An  Act  for  pro- 
moting the  Building  of  additional  Churches  in  populous  Parishes,'  a  part  of  another 
of  such  portipns  of  land,  namely,  of  the  portion  held  with  the  tenth  canonry  in  the 
said  cathedral  church,  was  also  duly  sold  and  conveyed  to  Her  Miyesty's  Church 
Commissioners,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  were  duly  invest^  in  the  sum 
of  428/.  7a.  Three  Pounds  per  Centum  Reduced  Bank  Annuities,  which  sum  of 
stock  is  now  standing  in  the  books  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of 
England  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General  of  the  Comt  of  Chancery,  to 
the  account  of  the  Commissioners  for  Building  Churches  and  John  Francis 
Seymour  Fleming  St.  John,  Clerk,  and  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  are 
received  by  the  Reverend  Edward  Winnington  Ingram,  as  the  present  canon  of 
the  said  tenth  canonry : 

•*  And  whereas  the  third  and  tenth  canonries  aforesaid  have  not  either  of  them 
been  vacant  since  the  passing  of  the  said  Act : 

'*  And  whereas  the  whole  of  the  lands  aforesaid  (except  a  certain  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  situate  in  the  parish  of  Overbury,  which  was,  up  to  the  last 
vacancy  of  the  deanery  of  the  said  cathedral  church,  held  and  enjoyed  by  the 
dean  thereof)  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the  deanery  house  and  the  several  canonical 
houses  of  residence  of  the  said  cathedral  church,  such  lands  being  in  the  parishes 
of  St.  Clement  Claines,  St.  John  in  Bedwardine,  and  St.  Peter  the  Great,  in 
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the  borough  of  Worcester,  and  portions  thereof  would,  in  our  opinion,  be  suitable 
additions  to  such  houses,  and  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions hereinafter-mentioned,  to  vest  the  whole  of  the  said  lands  (except  the  said 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  at  Overbury)  in  the  dean  and  chapter  of  the  said  cathedral 
church : 

**  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter,  testified 
under  their  common  seal  hereto  affixed,  humbly  recommend  and  propose  the  fol- 
lowing arrangement ;  that  is  to  say,  we  recommend  and  propose  that,  without  any 
assurance  in  the  law  other  than  this  scheme,  and  any  duly  gazette<i  Order  of  Your

That 
no  lease  whatever  shall  be  granted  of  the  said  lands,  or  of  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  without  our  consent  under  our  corporate  seal ;  and  subject  also  to  the 
further  provisions  hereinafter  contained. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  so  much  and  such  parts  of  the 
said  lands  (except  the  piece  or  parcel  thereof  before  mentioned,  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Overbury)  as  have  heretofore  been  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  dean  of  the 
said  church,  and  also  so  much  and  such  part  thereof  as  was  last  held  and 
enjoyed  by  the  canon  of  the  seventh  canonry  in  the  said  cathedral  church,  shall 
for  ever  hereafter  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  annexed  to,  and  shall  form  part  of  the 
deanery  or  house  of  residence  of  the  dean  of  the  said  cathedral  church,  and  shall 
be  held  and  enjoyed  therewith  by  the  present  and  every  future  dean  of  the  said 
church. 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter, 
and  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  shall  occur  among  the  remaining  canons  of  the 
said  cathedral  church,  the  dean  and  chapter  thereof  may  and  shall,  by  act  or  acts  of 
chapter  duly  made,  allot  to  any  newly-appointed  canon  for  his  use  and  enjoyment 
during  his  incumbency,  such  part  or  parts  of  the  lands  so  hereby  proposed  to  be 
vested  in  them,  the  said  dean  and  chapter,  as  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  suitable 
and  proper ;  provided  that  the  quantity  of  land  so  assigned  to  any  canon  shall  not 
be  less  than  eight,  nor  more  than  twelve  acres  in  the  whole, 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  immediately  upon  the  next 
avoidance  of  the  third  canonry  aforesaid,  the  said  sum  of  1,475  /,  155.  Three 
Pounds  per  Centum  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities,  and  immediately  upon  the  next 
avoidance  of  the  tenth  canonry  aforesaid,  the  said  sum  of  428/.  7^.  Three 
Pounds  per  Centum  Reduced  Bank  Annuities  shall  become  and  be  vested  in  us, 
and  shall  be  transferred  to  us  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  recited  Act. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  tons  by  the 
said  dean  and  chapter,  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  this  scheme,  in  substitution  for 
so  much  and  such  parts  of  the  said  lands  as  would  remain  to  us  after  the  assign- 
ment as  aforesaid  of  sufficient  portions  thereof  to  the  dean  and  canons  of  the  said 
church,  the  annual  sum  of  100/,,  and  that  the  said  annual  sum  shall  be  increased 
upon  and  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  next  avoidance  of  the  tenth  canonry 
aforesaid,  to  the  annual  sum  of  125/. ;  and  such  sums  respectively,  or  propor- 
tionate parts  thereof,  shall  at  every  ftiture  general  annual  audit  of  the  said  dean 
and  chapter  be  deducted  and  set  apart  for  us  from  and  out  of  the  divisible  cor- 
porate revenues  of  the  said  church  before  the  same  shall  be  divided ;  provided 
always,  that  if  the  said  third  canonry  shall  be  the  canonry  next  vacant,  the  sum 
so  recommended  and  proposed  as  the  immediate  annual  pa)rment  to  us  by  the 
said  dean  and  chapter  shall  be  reduced  to  the  amount  of  34/.  from  the  date  of 
such  vacancy  until  the  day  upon  which  any  other  canonry  in  the  said  cathedral 
church  shall  then  next  become  vacant,  and  that  if  the  said  tenth  canonry  shall  be 
the  canonry  now  next  vacant,  the  increased  money  payment  so  recommended 
and  proposed  shall  be  deferred  until  the  day  upon  which  any  other  canonry  in  the 
said  cathedral  church  shall  then  next  become  vacant. 

And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
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And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratify  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every

For  constituting  a  separate  District  for  Spiritual  Purposes  out  of  the  Parishes  of 
Kenwyn  and  Kea,  and  the  District  of  Chacewater,  all  in  the  County  of  Cornwall, 
and  in  the  Diocese  of  Exeter.

At  the  Court  at  Windsor,  the  19th  day  of  December  1846, 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  have,  in  pursuance  of 
an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty  in  Council 
a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  9th  day  of  December  in  the  year  1846,  in  the  words 
following ;  that  is  to  say : 

*'  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  '  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual  Care 
of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your  Majesty 
in  Council,  the  following  scheme  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes  out  of  the  parishes  of  Kenwyn  and  Kea,  and  the  district  of  Chacewater,* 
all  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Exeter. 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  tO; 
appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or  parts  of 
any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of  great  extent 
and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  the  provision 
for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  pur- 
poses, it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided  (that  is  to 
say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us,  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Majesty  in  Council 
ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  hia 
hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  district 
accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated 
church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare 
the*  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided,  that  the  draft  of 
any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to 
the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  church  or  chapel  of  any  parish, 
chapelry  or  district  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district,  or  any 
part  thereof,  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons, 
may  have  an  opportimity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  obser- 
vations or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that 
such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the 
expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered 
or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  mean- 
time consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Apt  also  provided,  that  in  every 
such   scheme  for  constituting   any  such  district,  we   shall  recommend  to  Your 
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Majesty  in  Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according 
to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same 
Act,  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100  /.,  and  also,  if  such 
endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150  2.,  that  the  same  shall  be 
increased  to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district 
shall  have  become  a  new  parish,  as  thereinafter  provided : 

"  And  whereas  the  said  parishes  of  Kenwyn  and  Kea,  and  district  of  Chacewater, 
are  respectively  of  great  extent,  and  contain  a  large  population,  and  the  provision 
for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  therein  is  insufficient  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to 
us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  the  particular  part  of 
each  of  such  parishes  and  of  such  districts  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described, 
neither  of  which  parts  at  present  contains  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church 
or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  together  constituted 
a  separate  district  in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Right  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has  signed 
and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Kenwyn,  and  also 
all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Kea,  and  also  all  that  part  of  the  said  district  of 
Chacewater,  described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed, — all  which  parts,  together 
with  the  boundaries  thereof,  are  delineated  and  set  forth  on  the  map  or  plan  here- 
unto also  annexed, — shall  be  together  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes  accordingly ;  and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  *  The  District  of  Baldhu.* 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recom- 
mended to  be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sura 
of  100  /. ;  and  upon  any  building  within  such  district,  being  duly  licensed  by  the 
bishop  of  the  diocese  for  the  performance  of  Divine  service,  according  to  the  same 
Act,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  like  manner,  to  such  minister,  the  further  sum  of 
30  /.,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  130/. ;  and  that  so  soon  as  any  church  or 
chapel  within  such  district  shall  have  been  duly  approved  by  us,  and  consecrated 
as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  minister 
and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon  become,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  there 
shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate  for  the  time 
being  of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150/. ;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  100/., 
130/.,  or  150  /.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments, 
on  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year; 
and  that  the  first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  on 
the  1st  day  of  May  or  of  November  next  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  license 
of  such  minister  or  of  such  building,  or  of  the  consecration  of  such  church  or 
chapel  as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  ministry 
or  perpetual  curacy  of  such  district  or  new  parish  shall  happen  on  any  other  day 
than  the  1st  day  of  May  or  the  1st  day  of  November,  the  amount  payable  shall 
be  duly  apportioned  between  and  paid  to  the  minister  or  the  perpetual  curate 
making  the  vacancy,  or  his  personal  representative  or  representatives,  and  the 
minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  succeeding  to  such  district  or  new  parish : 

•*  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lavdul,  by 
the  autliority  aforesaid,  at  any  time  to  assign  the  right  of  patronage  of  any  such 
district  or  new  parish  as  aforesaid,  and  the  nomination  of  the  minister  or  perpetual 
curate  thereof  respectively,  either  in  perpetuity  or  for  one  or  more  nomination  or 
nominations  to  any  ecclesiastical  corporation,  aggregate  or  sole,  or  to  either  of  the 
Universities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge  or  Durham,  or  to  any  college  therein  respec- 
tively, or  to  any  person  or  persons,  or  the  nominee  or  nominees  of  such  person 
or  persons  or  body  respectively,  upon  condition  of  such  corporation,  university, 
college,  person  or  persons  contributing  to  the  permanent  endowment  of  such 
minister  or  perpetual  curate,  or  towards  providing  a  church  or  chapel  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  such  district  or  new  parish,  in  such  proportion  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  like  authority  : 

"  And  whereas  a  sufficient  sum  of  Three  Founds  per  Centum  Consolidated 
Bank  Annuities  to  nroduce  the  annual  sum  of  50  /.  has  been  contributed,  and 
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curate  of  the  said  district  or  new  parish  of  Baldhu,  so  herein  recommended  to  be 
constituted ;  and  it  has  been  proposed  to  us,  and  it  appears  to  us  to  be  expedient, 
that,  in  consideration  of  such  contribution,  the  first  nomination  of  a  minister  to 
the  said  district  be  assigned  to  the  said  George  Henry  Earl  of  Falmouth  : 

**  We,  therefore,  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  the  right  of  patronage  of 
the  said  district  of  Baldhu,  and  the  nomination  of  the  minister  thereof,  shall, 
for  the  first  such  nomination,  be  assigned  to  and  vested  in  the  said  George  Henry 
Earl  of  Falmouth. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to 
the  matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament. 

"  Schedule. 
"  The  District  of  Baldhu,  being— 

"  All  those  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Kenwyn  and  Kea,  and  the  district  of 
Chacewater,  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  and  in  the  diocese  of  Exeter,  comprised 
within  and  bounded  by  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  a  point  (marked  a  on 
the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed)  in  the  middle  of  the  turnpike  road  from 
Chacewater  to  Truro,  and  opposite  to  the  middle  of  the  high  road  from  Polstraires 
to  Twelve  Heads,  and  thence  extending  eastward  along  the  middle  of  such  first- 
mentioned  road  to  a  point  (marked  b  as  aforesaid)  near  a  certain  place  called 
Glowyth,  and  opposite  to  the  middle  of  the  high  road  to  Hugos,  and  thence  first

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Her  present  Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  "  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the 
Spiritual  Care  of  Populous  Parishes,"  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  a  scheme,  bearing  date  the  18th  day  of  November,  in  the  year  1846,  in 
the  words  and  figures  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

"  We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  held  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Your 
Majesty's  reign,  intituled,  *  An  Act  to  make  better  Provision  for  the  Spiritual 
Care  of  Populous  Parishes,'  have  prepared,  and  now  humbly  lay  before  Your 
Majesty  in  Council,  the  following  scheme,  for  constituting  a  separate  district  for 
spiritual  purposes,  out  of  the  parish  of  Camborne,  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  and 
in  the  diocese  of  Exeter. 

"  Whereas  it  is  by  the  said  Act  enacted,  that  if  at  any  time  it  diall  be  made 
to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  religion  that  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  parish  or  parishes,  chapelry  or  chapelries,  district  or  districts,  of  great 
extent,  and  containing  a  large  population,  and  wherein  or  in  parts  whereof  tho 
provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superintendence  is  insufficient  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  any  extra-parochial  place  or  places,  or 
any  part  or  parts  thereof,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual 
purposes,  it  shall  be  lawful,  by  the  authority  in  the  same  Act  provided  (that  is  to 
say,  by  a  scheme  prepared  by  us>  and  an  Order  issued  by  Your  Slajesty  in  Council, 
ratifying  such  scheme),  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  to  set  out  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  constitute  a  separate  district 
accordingly,  such  district  not  then  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated 
church  or  chapel  in  use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  and  to  fix  and  declare 
the  name  of  such  district ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  provided  that  the  draft  of 
any  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district  shall  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to 
the  incumbent  and  to  the  patron  or  patrons  of  the  churcli  or  chapel  of  any  parish, 
chapelry  or  district,  out  of  which  it  is  recommended  that  any  such  district  or  any 
part  thereof  should  be  taken,  in  order  that  such  incumbent,  patron  or  patrons 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  offering  or  making  to  us,  or  to  such  bishop,  any  obser- 
vations or  objections  upon  or  to  the  constituting  of  such  district ;  and  that 
such  scheme  shall  not  be  laid  before  Your  Majesty  in  Council  until  after  the 
expiration  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  such  copy  shall  have  been  so  delivered 
or  transmitted,  unless  such  incumbent  and  patron  or  patrons  shall  in  the  mean- 
time consent  to  the  same ;  and  it  is  by  the  same  Act  also  provided,  that  in  every 
such  scheme  for  constituting  any  such  district,  we  shall  recommend  to  Your 
Majesty  in  Council  that  the  minister  of  such  district,  when  duly  licensed  according 
to  the  same  Act,  shall  be  permanently  endowed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  same 
Act,  to  an  amount  of  not  less  than  the  annual  value  of  100  /.,  and  also,  if  such 
endowment  be  of  less  than  the  annual  value  of  150/.,  that  the  same  shall  be 
increased  to  such  last-mentioned  amount  at  the  least,  so  soon  as  such  district  shall 
have  become  a  new  parish  as  thereinafter  provided : 

**  And  whereas  the  said  parish  of  Camborne  is  of  great  extent,  and  contains  a 
large  population,  and  the  provision  for  public  worship  and  for  pastoral  superin- 
tendence therein  is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  thereof; 
and  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  us  that  it  would  promote  the  interests  of  reli- 
gion that  the  particular  part  of  such  parish  hereinafter  mentioned,  such  part  not 
at  present  containing  within  its  limits  any  consecrated  church  or  chapel  in 
use  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship,  should  be  constituted  a  separate  district 
in  manner  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

**  Now,  therefore,  we  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Right  Reverend  Henry  Bishop  of  Exeter,  in  testimony  whereof  he  has 
signed  and  sealed  this  scheme,  that  all  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Camborne, 
described  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed, — all  which  part,  together  with  the 
boundaries  thereof,  is  delineated  and  set  forth  in  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  also 
annexed, — shall  be  constituted  a  separate  district  for  spiritual  purposes  accordingly, 
and  that  the  same  shall  be  named  '  The  District  of  Penponds.' 

**  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  there  shall  be  paid  by  us,  in  each 
and  every  year,  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  so  recommended  to 
be  constituted,  when  duly  licensed  according  to  the  said  Act,  the  sum  of  100/.  j 
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as  the  church  or  chapel  of  such  district,  for  the  use  and  service  of  the  minister  and 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  district  shall  have  thereupon  become,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  same  Act,  a  new  parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  there  shall 
be  paid  by  us,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  the  perpetual  curate  for  the  time  being 
of  such  new  parish,  the  sum  of  150  /. ;  and  that  the  said  sum  of  100  /.,  130  /.  or 
150/.,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  1st 
day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  and  that  the 
first  such  payment,  or  a  proportionate  part  thereof,  shall  be  made  on  the  1st  day 
of  May  or  of  November  next  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  license  of  such 
minister  or  of  such  building,  or  of  the  consecration  of  such  church  or  chapel  as 
aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  that  in  case  a  vacancy  in  the  ministry  or 
perpetual  curacy  of  such  district  or  new  parish  shall  happen  on  any  other  day  than 
the  Ist  day  of  May  or  the  1st  day  of  November,  the  amount  payable  shall  be 
duly  apportioned  between  and  paid  to  the  minister  or  the  perpetual  curate  making 
the  vacancy,  or  his  personal  representative  or  representatives,  and  the  minister  or 
the  perpetual  curate  succeeding  to  such  district  or  new  parish. 

"  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained^ shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament. 

"  Schedule. 
"  The  District  of  Peuj)onds  being — 

"  All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Cambonie,  in  the  county  of  Cornwall,  and  in 
the  diocese  of  Exeter,  situate  on  the  western  side  of  an  imaginary  line  com- 
mencing at  a  point  (marked  a  on  the  map  or  plan  hereunto  annexed)  in  the 
middle  of  the  road  to  Barriper,  and  on  the  south-western  boundary  of  such  parish, 
and  thence  extending  22  yards,  or  thereabouts,  as  far  as  the  middle  of  the  road  to 
Ramsgate,and  thence  towards  the  north-east  along  the  middle  of  such  last-mentioned 
road  as  far  as  the  road  from  Ramsgate  to  Camborne,  and  thence  northward  along 
the  middle  of  such  last-mentioned  road,  across  the  Hayle  and  Redruth  Railway,  to  a 
point  (marked  b  as  aforesaid)  opposite  to  the  middle  of  Vounder  Vean  Lane,  and 
thence  westward  along  the  middle  of  such  lane  as  far  as  the  middle  of  the  road 
from  Penponds  aforesaid  to  Treswithian ;  and  thence  northward  along  the  middle 
of  such  last-mentioned  road  to  a  boundary  stone  marked  P.  D.  No.  1,  and  situate 
on  the  eastern  side  of  such  road ;  and  thence  towards  the  north-east  85  yards,  or 
thereabouts,  to  another  boundary  stone,  marked  P.  D.  No.  2,  and  situate  near  a 
stile  in  the  churchway  leading  from  Treswithian  to  Camborne  aforesaid ;  and 
thence  towards  the  south-east  along  the  middle  of  such  churchway  to  another 
boundary  stone,  marked  P.  D.  No.  3,  and  situate  at  the  southern  end  of  the  boun- 
dary hedge  between  two  fields,  numbered  1 1 70  and  1171  on  the  parish  map  of  Cam- 
borne ;  and  thence  northward  along  the  middle  of  such  boundary  hedge,  across 
the  turnpike  road  from  Camborne  to  Hayle,  and  along  the  boundary  hedge 
between  two  other  fields,  numbered  1165  and  1167  on  the  said  parish  map, 
across  the  road  from  Treswithian  to  Rosewame,  to  another  boundary  stone  marked 
P.  D.  No.  4,  and  situate  near  a  certain  watercourse  which  divides  the  field  num- 
bered 1080  from  the  fields  numbered  1003  and  1094  on  the  said  parish  map;

west along  the  middle  of  such  last-mentioned  road  to  the  Red  River." 

And  whereas  the  draft  of  the  said  scheme  has  been  transmitted  to  the  incumbent 
and  to  the  patroness  of  the  church  of  the  parish  out  of  which  it  is  intended  that 
the  district  therein  recommended  to  be  constituted  shall  be  taken,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  said  Act ;  and  such  incumbent  and  patroness  have  respec- 
tively consented  to  the  said  scheme : 

And  whereas  the  said  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council ; 
now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  is  pleased 
hereby  to  ratiiy  the  said  scheme,  and  to  order  and  direct  that  the  same,  and  every 
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part  thereof,  shall  be  effectual  in  law  immediately  from  and  after  the  time  when 
this  Order  shall  have  been  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  pursuant  to  the 
eaid  Act ;  and  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  like  advice,  is  pleased  hereby  to 
direct  that  this  Order  be  forthwith  registered  by  the  registrar  of  the  diocese  of 
Exeter.

of  such  purposes  is  that  of  making  better  provision  for  the  cure  of  soub  in  parishes 
where  such  assistance  is  most  required: 

*^  And  whereas  it  is  by  the  same  Acts  enacted,  that  by  the  authority  therein 
provided,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ftilly  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof, any  arrangement  may  from  time  to  time  be  made,  with  the  consent  in  writing 
under  the  hand  of  any  prebendary  of  any  cathedral  or  collegiate  church,  for  the 
sale,  transfer,  or  exchange  of  any  lands,  tithes,  or  other  hereditaments  belonging 
to  such  prebendary,  or  for  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  tithes,  or  hereditaments  in 
lieu  thereof,  or  for  substituting  in  any  case  any  lands,  tithes,  or  other  heredita- 
ments  for  any  money  payment,  or  any  money  payment  for  any  lands,  tithes  or 
other  hereditaments : 

"And  whereas  the  property  now  belonging  to  the  prebend  of  Warminster,  in 
the  cathedral  church  of  Salisbury,  consists  amongst  other  things  of  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  in  the  parish  of  Warminster,  in  the  county  of  Wilts, 
now  demised  by  the  several  leases  for  lives  mentioned  in  the  schedule  hereunto 
annexed : 

'*  And  whereas  it  was  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  September  now  last  past,  eon- 
ditionally  agreed  between  us  imd  the  Reverend  William  Dalby,  the  {nresent 
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prebendary  of  the  said  prebend  of  Warminster,  that  the  following;  arrangement 
should  be  recommended  by  us  to  Your  Miyesty  in  Council,  with  a  view  to 
sooner  carrying  into  effect  the  purpose  of  the  said  Acts  hereinbefore  particularly 
mentioned : 

"  We,  therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  William  Dalby,  testified  by  his 
having  signed  this  scheme,  humbly  recommend  and  propose,  that,  without  any 
conveyance  or  assurance  in  the  law,  other  than  this  scheme  and  any  duly  gazetted 
Order  of  Your  Majesty  in  Council,  for  ratifying  the  same,  and  upon  and  after  the 
day  of  such  gazetting,  all  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  and  all  sums  of  money 
and  other  property  whatsoever  (except  any  right  of  patronage),  now  belonging  to  or 
forming  any  part  of  the  endowment  of  the  said  prebend  of  Warminster,  or  to  or  in 
which  he  the  said  William  Dalby,  as  such  prebendary,  has  or  ought  to  have  any 
right,  title  or  interest,  shall,  together  with  all  such  right,  title  and  interest,  be  and 
be  held  to  be,  for  the  consideration  hereinafter  mentioned,  transferred  and  con- 
veyed from  and  by  the  said  William  Dalby  to  us,  and  shall  then  and  thereupon 
become  and  be  absolutely  vested  in  us  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Acts ;  and  that, 
in  consideration  of  and  for  such  transfer  and  conveyance,  there  shall  be  paid  by  us 
to  the  said  William  Dalby  in  each  and  every  year,  so  long  as  he  shall  continue  to 
hold  the  said  prebend  of  Warminster,  and  no  longer,  the  annual  sum  of  160/. 
(provided  that  no  renewal  of  any  of  the  said  leases  so  mentioned  in  the  schedule 
hereunto  annexed,  nor  any  new  lease  of  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
demised  thereby,  or  of  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  shall  have  been  or  shall  be 
granted  or  made  by  the  said  William  Dalby),  and  the  same  annual  sum  shall  be 
paid  and  payable,  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  on  the  18th  day  of  March  and 
the  18th  day  of  September;  the  first  such  payment  being  made  on  the  18th  day 
of  March  next ;  and  that  if  the  next  avoidance  of  the  said  prebend  shall  happen 
on  any  other  day  than  one  of  such  two  half-yearly  days  of  payment,  then  a  propor- 
tionate sum  only  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  William  Dalby,  or  his  representative  or 
representatives. 

'^  And  we  further  recommend  and  propose,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  us  from  recommending  and  proposing  any  other  measures  relating  to  the 
matters  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
recited  Acts,  or  either  of  them,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Parliament.

To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty. 

My  Lords, 

The  Report  which  I  am  about  to  lay  before  you  in  respect  to  the  Greenwich 
Schools,  is  founded  upon  the  following  documents : 

First.  Lists  of  the  boys  composing  the  schools,  supplied  to  me  at  Midsummer 
and  Christmas,  wherein  are  specified  the  age  of  each  boy,  the  time  of  his  residence 
in  the  institution,  the  time  of  his  continuance  in  a  class,  and  the  estimate  formed 
of  his  talents  and  character  by  the  master  of  that  class. 

Secondly.  Statements  furnished  to  me  at  the  same  times  of  the  subjects  of 
instruction  in  each  class,  and  of  the  time  allotted  to  each  subject. 

Thirdly.  A  statement  given  by  each  master  of  the  attainments  of  his  class  in 
respect  to  the  various  subjects  taught  in  it. 

Fourthly.  The  answers  given  by  the  boys  in  writing  to  the  questions  I  pro- 
posed to  them  at  my  Midsummer  examination,  supplying  specimens  of  their 
writing,  spelling,  arithmetical,  grammatical,  and  geographical  knowledge,  and 
of  their  mathematical  and  nautical  attainments. 

These  answers  are  written  in  copv-books,  of  which  one  is  reserved  for  the  use 
of  each  boy,  so  that  the  same  book  contains  the  similar  answers  which  he  has 
returned  at  different  successive  examinations,  and  constitutes  a  record  of  his 
progress. 

Fifthly.  The  results  of  vivd  voce  examinations  of  the  boys  at  Midsummer  and 
at  Christmas. 

Sixthly.  The  reports  which  the  drill-masters  are  accustomed  to  make  to  the 
Lieutenant-Superintendent  of  such  cases  of  misconduct  as  occur  out  of  school 
hours,  and  on  which  are  recorded  the  punishments  awarded  by  the  Lieutenant 
in  consideration  of  such  misconduct. 

Seventhly.  A  statement  of  the  punishments  inflicted  for  misconduct  during 
school-hours  by  the  head  masters  of  the  several  schools,  and  of  the  cause  of  each 
punishment  so  inflicted. 

From  these  documents,  and  from  similar  returns  before  made  to  me,  I  have 
compiled  the  following  Table,  in  which  you  will  find  recorded  those  details 
which  supply  the  best  levidence  of  the  existing  state  of  the  institutiopi  apd  of  its 
progress:—

The  Discipline  of  the  Schools. 

In  respect  to  the  discipline  of  the  schools  during  school-hours,  I  have  not  been 
able,  at  any  previous  inspection^  to  report  to  your  Lordships  so  favourably  as  at 
this.  During  the  half  year  which  terminated  at  Midsummer,  only  three  cor- 
poral punishments  were  inflicted  in  the  nautical  school,  and  two  in  the  upper 
school,  for  offences  committed  during  school-hours,  and  only  one  during  the 
half  year  terminating  at  Christmas ;  and  during  the  last-mentioned  half  year  no 
corporal  punishment  was  inflicted  upon  any  one  of  the  400  boys  who  compose 
the  Lower  School. 

An  average  number  of  22  boys  in  the  Upper  School  and  36  in  the  Lower,  have 
lost  one-half  holydav  per  week  for  inattention  to  their  studies,  being  instructed 
during  that  half  holyday  (in  the  subjects  which  they  had  neglected)  in  a  class 
called  "  The  backward  or  Wednesday  afternoon  Class."  Sixty-three  imposi- 
tions were  given  as  punishments  in  the  one  school,  and  57  in  the  other. 

Considering  that  these  punishments  have  reference  to  the  discipline  and  the 
instruction  of  800  boys  of  an  age  the  most  difficult  to  manage,  and  of  a  class 
which  has  hitherto  been  found  peculiarly  impatient  of  control,  and  that  these 
boys  are,  moreover,  remarkable  for  their  respectful,  orderly  and  attentive 
demeanor  during  school-hours,  I  think  that  the  facts  I  have  stated  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  influence  of  a  system  of  discipline  administered  with  firmness, 
temper  and  judgment,  having  another  basis  than  that  of  physical  force,  and 
other  resources  than  those  of  coercion. 

Turning  to  the  discipline  out  of  school-hours,  which  is  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Lieutenant-Superintendent,  I  regret  that  I  cannot  record,  for  your  Lordships' 
information,  results  equally  favourable.  I  find  that  during  the  half  year  which 
terminated  at  Christmas,  39  corporal  punishments  were  inflicted  with  the  birch 
for  offences  committed  out  of  school-hours,  being  a  greater  number  than  during 
any  half  year  since  that  terminating  at  Christmets  1842. 

Moreover,  that  during  the  same  period  61  boys  absconded  from  the  school, 
being  at  the  rate  of  one  boy  in  every  eight,  a  greater  number  by  one-third  than 
at  any  other  period  to  which  my  knowledge  of  the  schools  extends. 

From  a  Table  inserted  in  this  Report,  I  have  extracted  the  following  statement 
of  the  number  of  corporal  punishments  inflicted  every  half  year  for  offences 
committed  out  of  school-hours,  and  of  the  number  of  cases  of  absconding  since 
Christmas  1842 :

The  influence  of  moral  considerations  on  these  statistics  of  punishment  in  the 
schools  will  be  sufficiently  apparent,  when  I  state  to  your  Lordships  that  the 
year  1844,  in  which  so  remarkable  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  punishments, 
and  of  cases  of  evasion  took  place,  was  that  in  which  the  comfort  of  the  boys  was 
first  provided  for  by  rhe  evening  rooms,  and  in  which  the  libraries  were  first 
opened  to  their  use,  on  the  recommendation  of  a  Commission,  appointed  in  the 
previous  year,  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  outbreaks  which  had  then  recently 
taken  place  in  the  schools. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  punishments  for  offences  out  of  school- 
hours,  and  the  number  of  evasions,  have  kept  pace  with  one  another,  and  that 
they  have  steadily  increased  since  1844. 

Having  exhausted  every  means  at  my  disposal,  I  am  unable  to  lay  before  you 
aiiy  explanation  of  a  state  of  things  so  unsatisfactory. 
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It  is  proper  to  state  that,  so  far  as  that  part  of  the  discipline  is  concerned 
which  is  placed  under  control  of  the  naval  authorities,  my  means  of  informa- 
tion are,  however,  limited  to  the  inquiries  I  am  authorized  by  your  Lordships  to 
make  during  one  of  the  days  of  my  annual  inspection. 

Considering  that  the  absconding  of  the  bofs  has,  in  almost  ever}'  instance, 
taken  place  in  open  daylight,  over  the  fence  which  separates  the  colonnade  from 
the  lawn,  I  cannot  but  express  my  regret  that  this  railing  has  not  been  so  altered 
as  to  render  it  an  impediment  sufficient  to  delay  the  escape  of  the  boys,  until  the 
attention  of  the  drill-masters  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  be  drawn  to  it, 
and  refer  your  Lordships  respectfully  to  the  recommendations  which  I  have 
before,  from  time  to  time,  made  on  this  subject. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  evil  should  be  altogether  remedied  until  the 
cause,  if  there  be  any,  is  reached ;  nevertheless,  by  this  precaution,  it  would  in 
all  probability  be  considerably  checked. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  cases  of  misconduct,  out  of  school-hours, 
reported  to  the  Lieutenant-Superintendent  by  the  drill-masters  during  the  last 
year: — 


It  is  remarkable,  in  respect  of  the  Upper  School,  that 
almost  all  the  great  culprits  out  of  school-hours  belong 
to  that  class  (Mr.  Baillie's),  which  is  emphatically  the 
class  of  dunces  in  school-hours.

7'he  places  of  two  drill-masters  dismissed  for  intoxication,  and  of  one  who  has 

resigned  from  ill  health,  have  been  filled  up  by  Serjeants  of  marines,  of  whom 

one  was  seijeant- major  at  Woolwich,  another  coxswain  of  the  marine  boat  at 

the  same  place,  and  a  third  recommended  as  a  good  drill  Serjeant.

Especially  with  reference  to  that  moral  ascendancy  as  distinguished  from 
brute  force,  which  should  characterize  the  discipline  of  the  school,  not  less  out  of 
school-hours  than  during  school-hours,  and  those  humanizing  influences  which 
are  placed  more  directly  in  the  power  of  these  men  than  of  any  other  officers  in 
the  institution,  it  is  to  be  desired  that  among  their  Qualifications  a  fair  educa- 
tion, a  love  of  knowledge,  and  a  disposition  to  self-improvement,  should  be 
included,  and  that  a  religious  character  should  be  considered  indispensable. 


Thb  Nautical  School. 

Thb  Nautical  School  consisted  at  Midsummer  of  160,  and  at  Christmas  of  162 
boys ;  all  these  boys  had  received  in  the  Upper  School  a  good  English  education  : 
116  of  them  were  at  Christmas  studying  m  the  two  first  classes  of  the  Nautical 
School  those  higher  branches  of  mathematical  knowledge  on  which  the  rules  of 
navigation  and  nautical  astronomy  depend. 

The  remaining  46  being  judged  incapable  of  acquiring  any  useful  know- 
ledge of  the  higher  principles  of  mathematics,  were  taught  in  the  third  class 
the  rules  of  navigation  and  nautical  astronomy  irrespectively  of  them. 

All  the  boys  of  the  Upper  School  who  have  not  previously  advanced  by  merit 
to  the  Nautical  School  are  transferred  in  the  last  year  of  their  residence  to  this 
third  class ;  so  that  no  boy  at  present  leaves  the  institution  (except  from  the 
Lovrer  School)  altogether  uninstructed  in  that  knowledge  which  is  required 
to  navigate  a  ship. 
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Of  those  boys,  60  in  number,  who  were  at  my  Midsummer  examination 
within  six  months  of  the  period  when  they  must  leave  the  school,  and  who  maj^ 
perhaps,  be  taken  to  represent,  in  respect  to  their  attainments,  those  who  during 
the  preceding  six  months  had  left  it,  40  per  cent,  united  with  good  practical 
knowledge  of  navigation  and  nautical  astronomy  an  adequate  acquaintance  with 
theory. 

46  per  cent,  had  acquired  various  degrees  of  practical  knowledge  in  both 
subjects,  but  were  imperfectly  or  not  at  all  acquainted  with  theory. 

16  per  cent,  had  acquired  a  knowledge  of  navigation  only,  as  distinguished 
from  nautical  astronomy. 

At  Christmas  the  proportion  under  the  second  head  had  increased  to  66  per 
cent.,  and  that  under  the  third  diminished  to  three  per  cent. 

On  the  whole,  I  think  it  may  be  assumed  as  the  present  standard  of  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  school  in  respect  to  professional  knowledge,  that  40  per  cent,  of 
the  boys  when  they  leave  it  are  well  acquainted  with  navigation  and  nautical 
astronomy  in  theory  and  in  practice  ;  that  66  per  cent,  have  when  they  leave 
fair  practical  acquaintance  with  these  subjects,  but  are  imperfectly  instructed  in 
them  theoretically. 

And  that  five  per  cent,  leave  knowing  little  or  nothing  of  nautical  astronomy 
in  theory  or  practice. 

Asa  gratifying  proof  of  the  success  with  which  Mr.  Riddle  has  laboured  for 
the  advancement  of  nautical  knowledge  in  the  schools,  I  have  great  pleasure  in 
recording,  that  the  only  person  (Mr.  R.  C.  Allen,  master  of  Her  Majesty's  steam- 
ship Terrible)  who,  up  to  April  last,  had  gained  at  the  Trinity  House  examina- 
tions a  first-class  certificate,  had  received  his  education  in  the  Greenwich 
schools. 

Observations. 

All  the  boys  of  the  Nautical  School  are  taught  to  observe — 61,000  observations 
were  made  and  recorded  during  the  half  year  which  terminated  at  Midsummer, 
and  36,600  during  the  following  half  year,  being  a  total  of  96,600  observations 
during  the  year,  nearly  double  the  number  recorded  during  any  preceding  year, 
in  this  institution,  and  unprecedented,  as  I  am  informed,  in  any  other. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  refer  to  the  progress  which  this  important  part 
of  the  course  of  instruction  is  making  in  the  institution ;  and  that  I  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  undiminished  zeal  and  ability  which  Mr.  Riddle  brings  to  it. 

In  the  third  class  Mr.  Baillie,  availing  himself  of  the  sextants  provided  for  his 
use,  and  those  placed  in  the  library  for  the  use  of  the  masters,  has  succeeded  in 
creating  in  his  class  so  great  a  taste  for  observing,  that  no  less  than  23,000  obser- 
vations were  recorded  in  it  in  the  half  year  terminating  at  Midsummer. 

It  is  perhaps  to  be  regretted,  that  more  opportunities  are  not  afforded  to  the 
boys  to  observe  at  night,  and  to  make  them  familiar  with  the  stars  used  in  lunar 
observations,  and  with  the  constellations. 

Marine  Surveying. 

The  class  in  marine  surveying  which  your  Lordships  have  directed  to  be 
formed  in  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  a  former  Report  has  been 
taken  out  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  as  often  as  the  weather  permitted,  in 
charge  of  the  junior  masters  of  the  Nautical  Schools ;  the  journals  kept  of  these 
surveys  show  that  the  work  done  is  neither  small  in  quantity  nor  inferior  in 
character;  the  boys  of  the  surveying  class  (being  the  senior  boys  of  the  nautical 
school)  devote  one-half  day  in  the  week  to  the  study  of  problems  connected  with 
marine  surveying,  particular  attention  being  given  to  the  solution  of  these 
problems  by  the  method  of  geometrical  construction. 

Mr.  Riddle  informs  me,  that  already  a  gratifying  example  of  the  influence  of 
this  class  on  the  future  well-being  of  the  boys  has  come  to  his  knowledge ;  the 
boat  in  which  the  surveys  are  made  being  for  safety  large,  the  boys  are  found 
physically  unequal  to  the  task  of  rowing  it :  if  your  Lordships  would  direct 
that  they  should  be  assisted  by  two  steady  pensioners  in  this  labour,  it  would 
greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  they  receive. 

Charts. 

The  number  of  charts  drawn  during  the  year  is  430,  being  one-third  more 

than  in  any  preceding  year,  and  there  is  no  falling  off*  in  the  taste  with  whicli 
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those  drawn  by  the  senior  boys  are  finished,  or  in  the  care  and  attention  which 
Mr.  S.  Riddle  brings  to  this  department  of  the  duties  with  which  he  is  charged  : 
with  the  charts  hitherto  drawn  will,  for  the  future,  be  combined  those  formed 
from  the  actual  surveys  of  the  marine  surveying  class,  and  thus  a  new  and  most 
important  element  will  be  added  to  the  course  of  instruction,  viz.  chart-drawing 
from  observation. 

7%€  general  Standard  of  Mathematical  Attainment  in  the  Nautical  School. 

Looking  back  over  a  period  of  five  years,  to  which  my  acquaintance  with  the 
schools  extends,  I  can  bear  testimony  to  a  decided  improvement  in  the  character 
of  the  mathematical  instruction  in  the  Nautical  School :  the  higher  standard  of 
instruction  with  which  the  boys  enter  this  school  from  the  Upper  School  serves  in 
some  degree  to  explain  this.  I  am  disposed,  however,  to  attribute  scarcely  less 
influence  to  the  improved  methods  of  mathematical  instruction  which  have  been 
introduced,  and  particularly  to  the  union,  in  a  due  proportion,  of  analytical 
methods  of  demonstration  with  those  of  the  old  geometry  heretofore  in  use. 
To  this  very  beneficial  change  Mr.  E.  Riddle  has  contributed,  and  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  bringing  under  your  Lordships'  notice  his  services  in  this  respect. 

He  has  made  it  his  business  to  become  acquainted  with  improvements  intro- 
duced of  late  years  in  the  methods  of  mathematical  instruction  in  the  Universi- 
ties and  elsewhere ;  and  availing  himself  of  the  school  lithographic  press,  he  has 
caused  copies  of  these  methods,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  the  business  of 
the  school,  together  with  numerous  examples  in  application  of  them,  to  be  printed 
off*  and  circulated  among  the  boys. 

In  adapting  them  to  the  use  of  the  school,  he  has,  in  some  instances,  simplified 
them  ;  and,  on  the  whole,  his  labours  in  this  matter  appear  to  me  to  be  charac- 
terized by  judgment  and  an  enlightened  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  studies  of  the  boys  in  the  Upper  School  being 
entirely  limited  to  mathematical  subjects,  they  lose  in  a  great  degree  those 
attainments  on  general  knowledge  on  which  so  much  pains  are  bestowed  in 
their  progress  through  the  Upper  SchooL  This  evil  would  in  some  degree  be 
obviated  if  your  Lordships  would  direct  that  prizes  should  be  given  for  attain- 
ments in  general  knowledge  in  the  Nautical  School.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher  has 
obligingly  oflTered  to  undertake  the  examination  of  the  boys  with  reference  to  the 
distribution  of  these  prizes. 

On  Mr.  Baillie  devolves  the  task  of  instructing  those  boys,  amounting  on  the 
average  to  one-eighth  of  the  whole  Upper  School,  who  have  not  been  considered 
qualified  to  enter  on  the  mathematical  instruction  of  the  two  upper  classes,  not 
only  in  the  practical  part  of  navigation  and  nautical  astronomy,  but  also  in  those 
elements  of  an  ordinary  English  education,  their  deficiency  in  which  has  been 
the  chief  ground  for  their  exclusion  from  the  higher  classes. 

I  have  before  borne  testimony  to  the  success  with  which  he  discharges  this 
arduous  duty. 

Having  heard  each  boy  of  this  class  read,  I  find  that  of  39  present  at  my 
Midsummer  examination,  29  could  read  with  tolerable  ease  and  correctness  in 
the  Fourth  Reading-Book  of  the  Irish  Commissioners,  and  the  remaining  10 
imperfectly. 

With  their  instruction  in  religious  knowledge  I  have  been  particularly  pleased; 
it  reflects,  in  my  opinion,  great  credit  on  the  master. 

They  are  tolerably  expert  in  vulgar  and  decimal  arithmetic,  and  c;an  parse  a 
simple  sentence  correctly. 

Specimens  of  their  writing  are  before  me. 

Some  of  them  write  remarkably  well,  and  there  is  not  one  who  may  not  be 
considered  to  writ«  a  fair  if  not  a  good  small  hand. 

Ten  of  them  have  exhibited  a  taste  for  drawing,  which  Mr.  Baillie  has  very 
judiciously  cultivated. 

I  have  been  thus  particular  in  describing  the  attainments  of  this  class,  because 
it  is  the  class  of  dunces,  and  may  be  considered  as  representing  the  lowest  stan- 
dard of  attainment  with  which  the  boys  of  the  Upper  and  Nautical  Schools  leave 
the  institution. 

From  documents  which  have  been  placed  in  my  hands,  and  from  the  results 
of  mv  own  examination,  it  appears  that  many  of  these  boys  have  acquired  great 
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capable,  except  in  a  very  modified  degree,  of  abstract  reasoning  or  mathema- 
tical research,  it  seems  to  show  that  merely  technical  attainments  in  nautical 
science  are  compatible  with  a  very  low  degree  of  intellectual  power. 

It  is  worthy  of  observation,  as  showing  the  relation  of  moral  qualities  and 
intellectual  endowments,  that  whilst  these  boys  are  well  conducted  during  school- 
hours,*  the  greatest  culprits  in  the  institution  are  to  be  found  amongst  them  in 
respect  to  offences  committed  out  of  school-hours.  It  was  to  be  expected  that 
the  greatest  delinquency  in  the  school  should  be  found  associated  with  the  lowest 
grade  of  intelligence. 

The  Upper  School. 

This  school  consisted  at  my  Midsummer  examination  of  208  boys,  and  at 
Christmas  of  233,  at  that  time  taught  in  three  classes,  but  since  divided  into  four. 

The  First  Class  consisted  at  Christmas  of  60  boys,  of  whom  44  might  be 
considered  to  read  well  as  to  ease  and  correctness  of  reading,  but  imperfectly  as 
to  a  just  expression  in  reading  and  an  intelligent  manner.  The  remaining  16 
could  not  be  said  to  read  with  mechanical  accuracy.  At  Midsummer  the  propor- 
tion of  good  readers  was  somewhat  less. 

In  the  writing  of  this  class  and  their  spelling  from  dictation  I  perceive  an 
improvement  as  compared  with  my  former  examinations.  I  attach  great  import- 
ance to  their  improvement  in  spelling,  in  which  I  have  found  them  heretofore 
very  imperfectly  instructed.  I  have  not  thought  the  amount  of  Scriptural 
knowledge  in  this  class  so  great  as  might  have  been  expected  from  the  proficiency 
of  the  boys  in  other  respects.  I  am,  however,  aware  that  the  best  part  of  reli- 
gious instruction  is  not  that  which  appears  under  the  form  of  mere  knowledge, 
or  which  can  be  made  to  exhibit  itself  with  advantage  at  an  examination. 

In  the  geneml  character  of  the  mathematical  instruction  of  the  class  1  find  an 
improvement ;  it  is  less  mechanical  and  technical  than  heretofore,  and  I  can 
perceive  in  my  vivd  voce  examinations  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  boys  to 
reflect  and  a  power  to  apprehend  to  which  I  have  been  unaccustomed.  To  this 
result  the  introduction  of  simple  problems  in  algebra  and  geometry,  to  be  solved 
by  their  own  ingenuity,  has,  I  have  no  doubt,  contributed. 

Some  of  them  have  exhibited  a  fair  knowledge  of  granimar  in  the  correction 
of  an  ungrammatical  sentence,  assigning  the  grammatical  reasons  for  the  correc- 
tions they  make,  an  exercise  not  before  attempted  with  success. 

The  elements  of  practical  astronomy  have  been  taught  very  ably  by  Mr.  Petty, 
the  assistant-master,  by  the  method  of  construction,  upon  a  large  black  globe 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  class. 

A  map  of  Europe  has  been  drawn  from  memory  by  some  of  the  boys  in  their 
examination  books  with  remarkable  accuracy. 

The  Second  Class  was  composed  at  Midsummer  of  69  boys,  of  whom  17  only 
could  be  said  to  read  with  mechanical  ease  and  correctness.  This  proportion 
appeared  to  me  to  indicate  a  neglected  state  of  the  reading  of  the  class. 

Having  examined  it  again  at  the  following  Christmas,  I  found  that  of  70  boys, 
51  could  read  with  some  degree  of  care  and  correctness :  there  was,  therefore, 
no  further  ground  of  complaint,  f  wish  I  could  speak  of  the  intelligent  manner 
of  reading  as  favourably  as  I  can  of  its  mechanical  correctness.  The  religious 
knowledge  of  this  class  has  somewhat  improved.  The  boys  have  a  fair  know- 
ledge of  fractional  arithmetic,  and  are  making  their  first  steps  in  algebra. 

1  have  always  had  cause  to  speak  favourably  of  the  character  of  the  mathe- 
matical instruction  they  receive,  particularly  in  geometry.  Some  of  them  have 
drawn  from  memory  a  map  of  Asia  very  correctly.  I  was  not,  however,  satisfied 
with  the  knowledge  they  exhibited  of  geography  on  vivd  voce  examination. 

The  Third  Class.  This  class  consisted  at  Midsummer  of  82  boys,  of  whom 
22  could  read  with  tolerable  care  and  correctness. 

At  this,  as  at  every  previous  examination,  I  have  been  able  to  bear  testimony 
to  the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  third  class  is  conducted  by  Mr.  Smitn. 
The  written  exercises,  and  the  vivd  voce  examination  of  the  class,  bear  a  like 
testimony  to  the  care  and  attention  which  he  bestows  upon  it. 


*  Only  two  corporal  punishments  were  inflicted  in  respect  of  offences  durinfi;  school-hours  between  April 
1844  and  June  1846.  ' 
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The  boys  first  enter  the  school  in  this  class,  and  I  rejoice  to  observe  that  a 
somewhat  higher  standard  of  instruction  is  apparent  among  them  on  their  admis- 
sion. I  have  no  doubt  that  the  general  improvement  which  I  have  observed  in 
the  Upper  School  is  due  in  some  degree  to  this  cause ;  although  I  cannot  but 
attribute  it  principally  to  the  assiduity  with  which  the  head  master.  Rev.  Mr. 
Hill,  continues  to  labour  for  its  welfare,  and  the  many  valuable  qualities  which 
he  brings  to  the  supervision  of  it. 

During  a  portion  of  the  half  year  which  terminated  at  Christmas,  the  third 
class  was  deprived  by  a  severe  accident  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Smith,  and  was 
during  that  time  conducted  with  much  efficiency  and  success  by  the  monitors, 
Beattie  and  Harris. 

The  Circulation  of  the  Upper  School. 

Of  the  boys  who  pass  from  the  Upper  School  to  the  two  first  classes  of  the 
Nautical  School,  I  find  that  about  one-half  have  occupied  between  ij^  years  and 
2  years  in  passing  through  it,  and  another  half  from  1  year  to  l|  years*; 
19  boys  had  remained  more  than  six  months  in  the  first  class,  17  in  the  second, 
and  28  in  the  third. 

Tlie  arrangement  by  which  the  age  of  admission  has  been  altered  from 
between  11  and  12  to  between  10  and  11  years,  will  increase,  by  one  year,  the 
average  time  of  continuance  in  the  Upper  School,  and  with  other  causes  it 
appears  to  have  rendered  the  formation  of  the  fourth  class  of  that  school 
expedient. 

This  class  has  been  formed  since  Christmas.  It  is  taught  in  the  reading- 
room,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  assistant  master,  Mr.  Petty,  who  has  been 
replaced  by  the  monitor,  Beattie, 

It  receives  the  boys  on  their  first  admission  to  the  school,  and  its  numbers 
fluctuate  between  26  and  53.  They  are  here  drilled  to  the  system  of  the 
higher  classes,  which  on  their  first  admission  they  have  a  tendency  to  interrupt, 
and  an  opportunity  is  given  for  that  more  individual  instruction,  which  on  their 
first  admission  many  of  them  are  found  to  need,  but  which  is  inconsistent  with 
the  simultaneous  methods  of  instruction  adopted  in  the  other  classes. 

To  encourage  evening  study  among  the  boys  and  voluntary  self  improvement, 
a  small  number  were  allowed  to  assemble  for  that  purpose  in  the  school-room 
of  the  first  class,  and  this  arrangement  having  been  found  to  work  advan- 
tageously, the  privilege  has  been  extended  to  a  greater  number.  I  trust  that  a 
due  supervision  will  be  exercised  in  regard  to  this  privilege,  which  is  liable  to 
abuse.  Great  emulation  having  been  manifested  among  the  boys  to  pass  at  the 
examinations  appointed  for  transfer  from  class  to  class,  a  system  of  voluntary 
mutual  instruction  has  been  encouraged  in  the  second  class,  and  boys  have  been 
in  some  cases  thus  prepared  by  their  class-fellows,  who  would  not  otherwise 
have  passed. 

Failure  either  in  reading,  writing  or  arithmetic  has  been  made  a  disqualifica- 
tion for  passing,  notwithstanding  proficiency  in  any  other  subjects. 


A  Register  Booh  for  the  Upper  and  Nautical  Schools. 

A  register  book  has  been  provided  for  the  Upper  and  Nautical  Schools,  in  which 
opposite  to  the  name  of  each  boy  a  space  is  set  apart  where  his  attainments  on 
admission  may  be  recorded,  and  his  progress  from  year  to  year  as  he  passes 
through  the  school,  and  the  standard  of  attainment  with  which  he  leaves  it. 

To  make  this  record  complete,  it  is  obvious  that  the  head  masters  of  the  Nau- 
tical and  the  Upper  Schools  must  co-operate  in  it. 
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Lower  School. 

First  Class. 

Religious  Knowledge. — The  boys  of  this  class  may  be  said,  generally,  I  think, 
to  possess  a  good  knowledge  of  Scripture,  and  to  have  a  right  understanding  of 
its  most  important  admonitions  and  precepts.  In  respect  to  secular  knowledge, 
the  character  of  the  instruction  they  have  received  is  apparent  in  that  opening  of 
the  mind  and  general  development  of  the  intelligence  which  is  among  the  most 
important  results  of  education,  and  the  most  easily  recognised  by  persons 
accustomed  to  the  examination  of  schools,  but  the  most  difficult  to  achieve.  They 
have  acquired  a  great  power  of  attention  ;  they  reflect  upon  subjects  for  the  first 
time  brought  under  their  notice,  and  they  readily  comprehend  them. 

Reading. — Having  heard  each  boy  read,  and  made  a  note  of  his  reading,  I 
find  that  at  Midsummer  1846,  43  out  of  the  106  boys  who  composed  this  class 
could  read  with  ease  and  correctness  the  text  of  the  fifth  Irish  book,  which 
may  be  considered  a  very  difficult  book ;  the  rest  read  in  the  same  book  with 
diflrerent  but  inferior  degrees  of  accuracy 

Their  reading  was  not,  however,  at  my  Midsummer  or  my  Christmas  exa- 
mination characterized  by  feeling,  or  by  an  intelligent  manner,  or  a  just 
expression  in  reading.  Having  called  the  attention  of  the  head  master  to 
these  defects,  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  know  that  they  have  in  a  great  measure 
been  remedied. 

The  boys  have  read  to  me  a  third  time,  and  I  can  now  speak  of  their  reading 
in  terms  of  commendation. 

Their  instruction  in  reading  has  not,  moreover,  been  limited  to  the  acquisition 
of  a  power  to  read  mechanically  the  words  of  the  book  placed  before  them ; 
they  have  been  accustomed  to  instruct  themselves  on  the  subject-matter  of  it. 

They  can  generally  explain  in  their  own  words  the  sense  of  a  passage  to 
which  their  attention  is  directed ;  and  some  of  them  can  paraphrase  it  in  cor- 
rect and  appropriate  language.  How  much  credit  is  due  to  a  small  measure 
of  success  in  an  attempt  like  this,  will  be  judged  of  by  those  who  have  tried  to 
accomplish  any  similar  result  in  an  elementary  school. 

Writing. — I  have  before  me,  in  the  examination  copy-books  of  these  boys, 
specimens  of  their  writing  when  they  first  entered  the  school,  and  at  each  of 
my  subsequent  examinations/ 

In  their  writing  at  different  intervals  a  steady  progress  is  generally  apparent, 
affording  the  evidence  of  well-sustained  and  efficient  teaching,  and  a  steady 
supervision. 

The  greater  number  of  the  boys  appear  to  have  entered  the  school  not  being 
able  to  write  with  the  pen  at  all,  and  none  apparently  able  to  write  small-hand. 
With  a  very  few  exceptions,  they  now  write  well. 

Spelling. — At  each  examination,  after  they  entered  the  second  class,  the  boys 
wrote  in  their  examination-books  a  sentence  from  dictation. 

I  have  thus  before  me  the  evidence  of  their  progress  in  spelling. 

The  following  is  the  sentence  written  at  my  last  examination  : 

"The  insignificance  of  the  world.'* 

"  Though  the  earth  and  the  heavens  were  to  disappear,  there  are  other  worlds 
which  roll  afar ;  the  light  of  other  suns  shines  upon  them,  and  the  sky  which 
mantles  them  is  garnished  with  other  stars. 

"  Is  it  presumption  to  say  that  the  moral  world  extends  to  these  distant  and 
unknown  regions?  that  they  are  occupied  with  people?  that  the  charities  of 
home  and  of  neighbourhood  flourish  there  ?  that  the  praises  of  God  are  there 
lifted  up,  and  his  goodness  rejoiced  in  ?  that  there  piety  has  its  temples  and  its 
offerings  ?  and  that  the  richness  of  the  Divine  attributes  is  there  felt  and  admired 
by  intelligent  worshippers  ?** 

About  30  of  the  106  have  written  out  this  sentence  correctly.  Of  the  rest,  a 
large  proportion  have  spelt  the  word  "  insignificance "  incorrectly,  and  the 
spelling  of  some  is  very  inaccurate. 

I  do  not  know  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  I  have  reason  to  be  dissa** 
tisfied  with  this  exercise. 

Some  specimens  of  writing,  from  dictation,  which  I  have  caused  to  be  taken 
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in  the  school  since  my  examination,  offered,  nevertheless,  the  evidence  of  much 
improvement. 

Arithmetic. — Of  the  knowledge  of  arithmetic  in  this  class  I  have  reason  to 
speak  in  terms  of  commendation.  I  have  appended  to  this  Report  a  printed 
copy  of  the  sums  placed  before  each  boy,  of  which  the  solutions  were  to  be 
written  in  their  books.  With  few  exceptions,  these  sums  have  been  correctly 
worked,  and  entered  with  neatness  and  precision,  the  figures  being  well-formed, 
the  lines  neatly  drawn,  and  the  steps  of  the  solution  properly  distinguished.  I 
attach  much  importance  to  this  neatness  and  order  in  the  writing  out  arithmetical 
operations.  They  constitute  a  useful  discipline  of  the  mind,  and  are  associated 
with  the  just  intelligence  of  the  solution.  Generally,  the  arithmetical  knowledge 
of  the  first  class  may  be  described  as  including  all  the  ordinary  rules  of  com- 
mercial, fractional  and  decimal  arithmetic.  Of  the  principles  of  fractional 
arithmetic,  they  have,  moreover,  a  well-grounded  knowledge,  taught  them 
according  to  the  method  known  as  that  of  Pestalozzi.  Of  the  rules  of  integral 
and  commercial  arithmetic,  their  knowledge  appears  to  be  altogether  technical 
and  mechanical,  like  that  of  other  schools. 

Mechanics. — For  instruction  in  the  principles  of  mechanics,  they  use  Mr. 
Tate's  little  book,  entitled,  "  Examples  in  Mechanics."  I  have  appended  a  list  of 
the  questions  I  gave  them  in  this  subject. 

These  have  been  worked  correctly  by  the  greater  number  of  them,  and  their 
solutions  of  them  are  written  out  with  singular  accuracy  and  clearness,  so  as  to 
leave  no  doubt  on  my  mind  as  to  their  full  intelligence  of  each  step  of  the 
demonstration.  Their  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  mechanics  is  at  present  limited 
to  the  subject  of  "  work."  The  solution  of  problems  in  "  statics  *'  by  the  method 
of  construction  (with  the  scale  and  compasses),  is,  however,  equally  within  their 
reach,  and  not  of  less  importance  in  its  connexion  with  their  future  pursuits. 
Amongst  these  problems  may  be  included,  with  advantage,  some  of  the  more  im- 
portant in  hydrostatics.  With  the  mechanism  of  the  steam-engine,  under  its 
different  forms,  of  the  stationary,  the  marine  and  the  locomotive  engine,  the 
instructions  of  Mr.  Hughes,  aided  by  the  sectional  models  placed  in  their  class- 
room, have  made  them  intimately  conversant. 

Looking  at  the  destination  of  these  boys,  your  Lordships  will  appreciate  tlie 
value  of  the  practical  knowledge  they  have  tnus  acquired  in  its  connexion  with 
the  service  of  the  steam  navy. 

The  order  which  you  have  made  for  the  admission  of  two  boys  annually  to 
the  steam-engine  department  in  Woolwich  dock-yard  will  tend  greatly  to  pro- 
mote  the  study  of  practical  mechanics  in  the  school 

Algebra  and  Geometry. — These  subjects  have  been  for  the  first  time  introduced 
in  my  examination  of  the  present  year.  They  have  been  taught  to  the  boys  of 
this  school  with  a  special  reference  to  that  course  of  instruction  in  navigation 
and  nautical  astronomy  which  your  Lordships  have  directed  to  be  commenced  in 
it.  Eighty-two  boys  nave  gone  through  the  first  book  of  Euclid  a  second  time, 
and  of  these,  one-half,  having  gone  through  it  a  third  time,  may  be  considered 
tolerably  well  acquainted  with  it.  All  have  some  knowledge  of  algebra,  and  40 
work  simple  equations  readily.  I  have  appended  a  list  of  the  examples  given  to 
them  in  this  subject,  which  have  been  worked  by  the  greater  number  of  them 
correctly. 

Geography. — Of  the  character  of  their  knowledge  of  geography,  I  can  speak 
in  terms  of  great  commendation.  It  appears  to  me  well  adapted  ror  their  infor- 
mation on  subjects  calculated  to  be  of  interest  to  them,  and  of  use  in  connexion 
with  their  future  pursuits.  The  following  subjects  are  included  in  it,  as  stated 
in  a  lithographed  syllabus  printed  at  the  school-press. 

''Arrangement  for  learning  the  general  Geography  of  the  World,  drawn  op  for  the  use 
of  the  First  Class,  Lower  School,  Greenwich  Hospital. 

''  1.  Figure  and  motions  of  the  earth.  2.  Division  of  the  earth  into  continents,  peninsulas^ 
islands,  isthmuses.  d»  Mountain  chains,  volcanoes,  table  lands,  capes,  plains,  vallevs, 
deserts.  4.  Division  of  the  waters  into  oceans,  seas,  inland-seas,  bays,  gulfs,  straits. 
5.  Tides  and  currents.  6.  Rivers,  lakes,  hot-springs.  7.  Winds,  tradewinds,  monsoons, 
sea  and  land  breezes.  8,  Circles,  latitude  and  longitude,  ecliptic,  zones.  9.  Climate^ 
temperature,  isothermal  lines,  atmosphere.  10.  Distribution  of  plants,  animals,  man.. 
11.  Solar  system,  theory  of  the  seasons,  day  and  night.

"  Note. — In  learning  the  geography  of  Europe,  an  outline  of  its  modem  History  will  be 
required,  and  also  an  outline  of  the  History  of  the  British  Constitution  and  Government." 

This  syllabus  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  each  boy  as  a  guide  for  private 
reading. 

My  examination  on  this  subject  was  vivd  voccy  and  I  have  to  record,  as  here- 
tofore, my  satisfaction  with  the  result. 

English  History. — The  portion  of  English  History  tendered  for  examination, 
was  that  beginning  with  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  and  reaching  to  the  present 
time. 

Some  of  the  boys  exhibited,  on  examination,  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  it, 
and  all  of  them  appeared  to  have  been  well  instructed  in  it. 

This  subject  is  entrusted  to  the  zealous  and  efficient  assistant  master  of  the 
class,  Mr.  Anderson. 

English  Grammar. — With  this  subject  the  boys  are  but  imperfectly  acquainted : 
they  have,  however,  generally  corrected  with  accuracy  an  ungrammatical 
sentence  which  I  have  placed  before  them,  although  few  or  none  have  been  able 
to  give  the  grammatical  reasons  for  the  corrections  they  have  made. 

Having  thus  stated  to  your  Lordships  in  detail  what  are  the  subjects  of 
instruction  in  this  class  and  the  degree  of  attainment^  I  am  desirous  to  record 
my  high  estimate  of  the  zeal  and  ability  of  the  head  master,  and  of  the  industry 
and  perseverance  with  which,  adding  to  his  duties  as  master  of  this  class  the 
supervision  of  the  whole  Lower  School,  his  arduous  duties  are  discharged.  To 
these,  during  the  present  year,  has  been  added  the  task  of  instructing  a  numerous 
class  in  the  principles  and  the  practice  of  navigation  and  nautical  astronomy. 

It  is  impossible  that  these  important  subjects  should  be  pursued  successfully 
without  some  sacrifice  in  respect  to  other  elements  of  the  course  of  instruction. 
I  have,  however,  reason  to  believe  that  this  sacrifice  will  not  be  made  in  respect 
to  any  thing  which  may  be  considered  essential ;  and  that  in  its  amount  it  will 
be  less  than  might  have  been  anticipated. 

The  Second  Class. 

The  second  class,  composed  of  1 1 2  boys,  is  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  Purcell.  At 
the  time  of  my  examination  it  had  in  some  degree  recovered  the  ground  which, 
in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  the  master,  it  had  at  one  period  of  the  year  in 
some  degree  lost. 

I  was  much  pleased  with  the  state  of  the  religious  instruction. 

In  geography  the  knowledge  the  boys  had  acquired  of  the  great  sea-ports,  of 
their  trade  and  of  their  history,  of  the  objects  most  worthy  of  interest  in  con- 
nexion with  each,  and  the  localities  best  deserving  to  be  visited,  was  a  new  and 
an  interesting  feature. 

The  knowledge  of  English  grammar  in  this  class  appeared  to  me  better  than 
that  in  the  class  above  it. 

What  few  propositions  in  geometry  the  boys  had  studied  they  knew  very  im- 
perfectly. 

He  Third  Class. 

I  have  always  been  able  to  speak  in  terms  of  commendation  of  the  care 
bestowed  on  the  religious  instruction  of  this  class,  and  of  the  progress  made  by 
the  boys  in  writing.  I  wish  I  could  speak  with  equal  confidence  oi  their  progress 
in  arithmetic. 

The  Fourth  Class. 

On  the  master  of  this  class  (Mr.  Dawson)  devolves  the  arduous  and  responsible 

task  of  training  the  poor  children  first  received  into  the  school  under  circum- 
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Stances  commonly  so  unfavourable  to  their  right  discipline  and  moral  culture, 
and  of  causing  them  to  take  the  first  steps  in  the  new  and  unaccustomed  career 
which  the  school  opens  to  them. 

Under  the  predecessors  of  Mr.  Dawson  it  was  the  worst  disciplined  class  in 
the  school ;  it  may  now  rank  among  the  best ;  and  he  has  not  been  more  suc- 
cessful in  moral  control,  which  he  has  succeeded  in  establishing  over  it,  than  in 
the  amount  of  intelligence  and  general  inforjnation  which,  under  circumstances 
so  unfavourable,  he  has  succeeded  in  infbsing  into  it. 

The  Reading  Classes. 

Reading  is  taught  in  respect  to  the  three  lower  classes  by  the  aid  of  monitors. 
One  is  placed  in  charge  of  a  single  master,  the  large  evening  or  reading-room 
being  set  apart  for  it. 

At  each  of  my  examinations  I  took  notes  of  the  reading  of  every  boy,  from 
which  I  have  collected  the  following  particulars : —

It  will  be  seen  that  in  respect  to  the  reading  of  the  first  class  a  remarkable 
improvement  had  taken  place  between  Midsummer  1846  and  the  following 
April. 

It  was  not  only,  however,  in  respect  to  the  mechanical  correctness  in  reading 
to  which  the  above  Table  refers,  but  yet  more  in  respect  to  the  intelligent  manner 
of  reading,  and  to  the  intelligence  shown  by  the  boys  of  the  subject-matter  of 
what  they  read,  that  this  change  was  satisfactory  to  me. 

To  appreciate  the  importance  which  I  have  been  led  to  attach  to  the  subject 
of  reading  in  this  school,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  boys  when  they 
enter  it  are  oft^n  incapable  of  reading  at  all,  no  educational  test  being 
required  for  admission.  Ignorance  like  this,  when  it  has  been  allowed  to  con- 
tinue to  the  age  of  12  years,  becomes  stubborn  ;  the  mind,  so  long  unaccustomed 
to  bend  itself  to  learning,  has  become  rigid ;  the  task  of  the  master  is,  under 
these  circumstances,  one  of  no  common  difficulty,  and  in  no  respect:  has  it  been 
found  in  this  school  more  difficult  than  in  the  matter  of  reading.  It  is  only  by 
great  attention  and  vigilant  care  that  in  classes  so  large  due  instruction  in 
reading  is  ensured  for  every  boy. 

I  regret  not  to  be  able  to  record  an  impression  so  favourable  as  I  could  desire 
of  the  progress  of  the  lower  classes  in  reading,  or  of  the  general  state  of  the 
reading  class. 

A  Fifth  Class  added  to  the  Lower  School. 

The  number  of  children,  from  80  to  100,  composing  each  of  the  four  classes 
of  the  Lower  School,  having  been  found  too  great  for  the  efficient  management 
of  the  school,  a  fifth  class  has  been  added,  and  placed  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  Tancred,  the  assistant  master  of  the  second  class.  This  class  is  at  present 
taught  in  the  reading-room,  which  seriously  interferes  with  the  business  ot  it

No  class  is  more  important  than  this,  which  receives  the  boys  when  they  first 
enter,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  a  separate  class-room  should  be  provided 
for  it 

The  Workshops. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  the  masters  of  the  Lower  School  if,  in  judging  of  it,  the 
time  abstracted  from  the  ordinary  school-hours  for  the  business  of  3ie  workshops 
were  not  taken  into  account 

Out  of  60  boys,  who  composed  the  first  class  at  Christmas,  30  only  attended 
during  the  24 J  hours  per  week  set  apart  for  the  business  of  the  school;  the 
remaining  30,  being  shop-boys,  attended  on  an  average  15  hours  only. 

A  similar  inroad  is  made  upon  the  school-time  of  most  of  the  other  classes. 

Considering  the  deplorable  state  of  ignorance  in  which  the  children  enter  the 
school,  and  the  short  time  they  remain,  this  is  a  sacrifice  in  respect  to  their  edur 
cation  of  no  ordinary  importance. 

It  is  not  only,  however,  or  chiefly  in  respect  to  the  loss  the  boys  experience  in 
respect  to  their  learning,  that  the  whole  workshop  system  appears  to  me  to 
require  re-consideration  :  the  arrangements  made  in  respect  to  the  employment 
of  the  boys  -are  such  as  to  place  them  continually  in  the  society  of  pensioners- 
men  of  a  class  proverbially  of  rude  speech  and  coarse  manners. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  every  precaution  has  been  taken  to  ensure,  as  far  as  that 
may  be  possible,  that  those  employed  in  the  schools  should  be  men  of  good  moral 
character  ;  but  they  belong  to  a  class  in  which  the  standard  of  morals  is  unques- 
tionably low,  I  know  not  whether  any  consideration  can  render  an  association 
like  this  expedient ;  if  there  were  any  such,  it  would  be  that  this  sacrifice  of 
the  book-knowledge  of  the  children  was  made,  and  this  danger  of  moral  conta^ 
mination  incurred,  in  order  that  they  might  acquire  the  knowledge  of  some 
useful  craft  or  trade  which  might  be  expected  to  become  the  means  of  their 
future  maintenance.  But  I  find  that,  in  respect  to  their  principal  occupation — 
that  of  the  shoemaker's  shop — this  is  not  the  case.  It  is  a  thing  of  exceedingly 
rare  occurrence,  if  not  almost  without  an  example  of  late  years,  that  a  boy  after 
leaving  the  school  should  pursue  as  his  future  occupation  the  trade  which  he 
had  been  taught  with  so  much  pains  and  so  miich  cost  of  time  whilst  at  the 
school. 

In  point  of  fact  there  remains,  therefore,  little  or  nothing  to  represent  the 
benefit  or  advantage  of  this  workshop  to  the  institution,  except  the  60/.  annually 
which  the  Lieutenant-Superintendent  calculates  [see  Report  for  1845,  page  38], 
as  the  value  of  the  labour  of  the  90  boys  employed  in  it,  being  13^.  4cl.  annually 
per  child. 

If  the  large  sum  expended  annually  for  the  efficient  instruction  of  these  boys 
be  taken  into  account,  the  large  sacrifice  which  is  made  of  it,  amounting  to  one- 
third  of  the  whole  school-time,  for  so  small  a  consideration  will,  I  think,  appear 
inconsistent. 

The  subject  has  become  one  of  increased  importance  now  that  nautical  science 
has  become  part  of  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  Lower  School. 

The  Band. 

I  HAVE  found,  much  to  my  surprise,  the  band  removed  from  a  room  in  which 
they  have  hitherto  been  taught  at  a  distance  from  the  school-rooms,  and  assem- 
bled in  an  apartment  in  the  basement  of  the  Lower  School  buildings.  Having 
been  present  in  the  school-rooms  whilst  the  band  was  playing  beneath,  I  can 
bear  testimony  to  the  interruption  of  the  school  business  which  cannot  but  result 
from  this  arrangement,  and  to  the  annoyance  to  which  every  body  connected 
with  the  schools  cannot  but  experience  by  reason  of  it. 

Lectures. 

I  have  sought  from  the  different  masters  by  whom  lectures  are  delivered  to 
the  boys  in  the  evenings  of  the  winter  months  statements  in  respect  to  the 
subjects  of  these  lectures.  They  include  the  following  :  astronomy,  optics, 
mechanics,  hydrostatics,  pneumatics ;  the  steam-engine  and  steam  machinery, 
chemistry,  electricity,  magnetism. 

These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  experiments,  for  which  excellent  apparatus 
has  been  provided.    The  syllabuses  now  before  me  bear  testimony  to  the  care 
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and  attention  which  the  lecturers  have  bestowed  upon  them  ;  they  are  listened 
to,  as  I  am  informed,  by  the  boys  with  great  attention,  and  much  valued  by  them, 
and  I  cannot  doubt  that  by  them  the  seeds  of  much  valuable  self-instruction  are 
implanted,  and  that  this  is  one  of  those  expedients  which  has  contributed, 
perhaps  as  much  as  any  other,  to  the  present  higher  standard  of  intelligence  and 
more  satisfactory  state  of  the  instruction  generally  apparent  in  the  schools.  It  is 
impossible  to  awaken  the  interest  of  a  boy  in  one  department  of  scientific  know- 
ledge without  in  some  degree  preparing  him  thereby  to  take  an  interest  in  every 
other,  for  it  is  to  impart  to  him  the  secret  that  there  is  a  pleasure  in  knowing 
and  in  understanding. 

A  lecture-room,  large  enough  to  hold  at  one  time  all  the  boys  of  one  or 
both  schools,  is  exceedingly  wanted.  At  present  every  lecture  has  to  be  deli- 
vered twice,  or  oftener,  to  different  sections  of  the  school,  in  order  that  all  may 
hear  it. 

1  shall  for  the  future  include  among  the  subjects  of  my  examination  some  of 
the  simpler  and  more  popular  of  those  discussed  in  these  lectures. 

It  would  increase  the  interest  of  the  lecturers  in  them,  and  enhance  their 
estimation,  if  that  were  necessary,  with  the  boys,  if  some  of  the  officers  of  the 
institution,  or  of  the  Hospital,  would  occasionally  attend  them,  and  particu- 
larly if  the  chaplain  would  undertake  a  general  superintendence  of  them. 

In  the  event  of  a  new  chapel  being  erected,  I  beg  to  suggest  that  the  present 
chapel  would  exceedingly  well  serve  the  use  of  a  public  hall  and  lecture-room 
to  the  institution ;  and  that  a  gallery  carried  round  it  would  afford  space  for 
a  museum,  for  whicli  the  boys  would,  I  doubt  not,  after  they  have  left,  be  zealous 
collectors. 

Tub  Play-Grounds. 

The  play-CTounds  are  usually  in  winter  so  saturated  with  water,  by  reason, 
apparently,  of  land-springs,  as  to  keep  the  shoes  of  the  boys  continually  wet,  and 
covered  with  mud.  It  might,  perhaps,  be  worth  while  to  inquire  whether  these 
springs  could  not  be  intercepted :  every  other  means  of  making  the  play-grounds 
dry  appears  to  have  been  tried  unsuccessiully. 

Thi  Chapel. 

I  HAVE  in  a  preceding  Report  called  vour  Lordships'  attention  to  the  fSact  that 
the  present  arrangements  ot  the  chapel  are  such  as  to  prevent  the  boys  from 
kneeling  during  the  service.  I  trust  you  will  hold  me  excused  if  I  again  re- 
spectfully bring  this  under  your  notice,  and  submit  to  you  that,  in  respect  to 
these  boys,  to  whom  so  few  opportunities  will  be  afforded  after  they  leave  the 
schools  of  joining  in  the  public  services  of  the  church,  it  is  important  not  only 
that  the  customary  forms  of  worship  should  be  strictly  observed,  but  that  they 
should  be  associated  in  the  services  of  the  school-chapel  with  idl  that  is  most 
solemn  and  impressive.
